On my far right, Dean Ian Campbell, 
of Montreal; on my immediate right, Dr. Heinz Lehmann 
of Montreal; I am Gerald LeDain; on my left is 
Mr. James Moore, Executive Secretary of the Commission; | 
on Mr. Moore's left, Mr. J. Peter Stein, commissioner 
from Vancouver. Our other colleague on the Commission, | 
Professor Marie Andree Bertrand, will be joining us 
LeacCer Chis Morning. 

On the table to the left is my 
secretary, Mrs. Vivian Luscombe, and Dr. Charles 
Farmilo, a research associate, and Dr. Ralph Miller. 

L Would Like: Co read Co you a4 suace= 
ment about our terms of reference: 

The Commission of Inquiry into the 
Non-Medical Use of Drugs was appointed by the federal 
government on May 29th last year, upon the recommenda- 
tions of the Honourable John Munro, Minister of 
National Health and Welfare. 

The Commission has an independent 
status under Part I of The Inquiries Act. 

The concern which gave rise to the 
appointment of the Commission is described in Order= 
in-Council P.C. 1969-1112, which authorized the 


appointment in the following words: 
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" 


--. there is growing concern in Canada 

about the non-medical use of certain drugs 
and substances, particularly those having 
sedative, stimulant, tranquillizing or hallu- 
cinogenic properties, and the effect of such 
use on the individual and the social impli- 


cations thereof; 


--.- within recent years, there has developed 
alsotherpractace "of inhaling ‘of? che “fumes 

of certain solvents having an hallucinogenic 
eftect,and’ resulting in ‘serious’ physical 
damage and a number of deaths, such solvents 
being found in certain household substances. 
Despite warnings and considerable publicity, 
this practice has developed among young people 
and can be said to be related to the use of 


drugs for other than medical purposes; 


-o. certain of these drugs and substances, 
including lysergic acid diethylamide, LSD; 
methamphetamines, commonly referred to as 
"Speed", and certain others, have been made 
Che subject of controlling on prohibiting 
legislation under The Food and Drugs Act, 

and cannabis, marijuana, has been a substance, 
the possession of or trafficking in which 

has been prohibited under The Narcotic Control

notwithstanding these measures and the 


competent enforcement thereof by the R.C.M. 
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1 Police and other enforcement bodies, the 
2 incidents of possession and use of these 
3 substances for non-medical purposes, has 
4 increased and the need for an investigation 
5 as to the cause of such increasing use has 
6 become imperative." 
7 
In announcing the Commission's appoint- 
8 
ment, the Minister of National Health and Welfare 
9 
Spoke of the “grave concern felt by the government 
10 
at the expanding proportions of the use of drugs and 
il 
related substances for non-medical purposes." 
12 
The terms of reference defining the 
13 . 
Commission's inquiry into the non-medical use of 
14 
psychotropic drugs and substances mention sedatives, 
15 
stimulants, trangquillizers and hallucinogens. 
16 
For the present, the Commission under- 
17 
stands "drug" to mean any substance which chemically 
18 
alters structure or function in the living organism, 
19 


and "psychotropic" drugs as those which alter 
sensation, feeling, consciousness and psychological 
or behavioural functions. The Commission has tenta- 
tively defined "medical use" in terms of generally 
accepted medical practice -- under medical super- 
vision or not. All other use is "non-medical use”. 

By itself, a, prescription does not 
distinguish medical from non-medical use. A non- 
prescription drug like aspirin may be taken for 
medical use. Or a prescription drug may be taken 
for generally accepted medical reasons, then no 


longer required. 
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The Commission is invited by its terms 


of reference to "marshal, ... the present fund. of 


knowledge concerning the non-medical use of sedative, 


stimulant, tranquillizing, hallucinogenic and other 
psychotropic drugs or substances." 

But since an interim report is expected 
shortly, and a final report within two years, the 
Commission will have to be selective. | 

It must consider what appear to be | 
the principal issues which led to its appointment. 

The Commission has the initial impres- 
Sion that its primary focus must be on the non-medical | 


use of drugs by the young and by adults as it relates 


to. ormaibiects, the,use of drugs by youth, 

The Commission has drawn up a prelimi- 
nary classification of psychoactive drugs, which falls 
into the following eight categories: hypnotics- 
sedatives; stimulants; psychedelic-hallucinogenics; 
opiates-narcotics; volatile solvents and gases; 
analgesics, (non-narcotic painkillers); clinical, anti- | 
depressants; and major tranquillizers. 

The Commission sees its primary 
emphasis on the following categories: 

1. The psychedelic-hallucinogenic, which 
includes cannabis (marijuana and 
hashish), LSD and mescaline and the 
other "restricted drugs" placed under 
the new Schedule J of The Food and 
Drugs Act: DMT, STP (DOM), and DET; 


2. The stimulants, including such ampheta- 
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| ; 
mines as benzedrine and methedrine -- 
2 W W 
generally referred to as "speed"; 
3 
3. The volatile solvents and gases -- 
4 
often referred to as "delirients”, 
5 
Such as glue, nailpolish remover, and 
6 
paint thinner;

3 4. The sedative-hypnotics, such as the 
; barbiturates (used as sleeping pills), 
the minor tranquillizers, and ethyl 
10 
alcohol; 
il 
12 J.) Ine Oplate-narcotics, Stich as, Nero. 
13 Alcohol and nicotine are clearly mood- 
14 modifying drugs used for non-medical reasons and 
15 therefore within the terms of reference. However, 
16 | the Commission could not possibly perform its task 
17 if it were required to consider the extensive research 
18 carried out on these substances. A realistic view 


compels the Commission to regard the non-medical use 
Ofialcoholwand nicotine in’ therr relation “to* the 
non-medical use of other psychotropic drugs. This 
is also the Commission's position, at least initially, 
on the non-medical use of the opiate-narcotics, such 
as heroin. 

These so-called "hard drugs" are not 
excluded from the terms of reference, because they 
do have psychotropic properties. But as with alcohol 
and nicotine, the Commission cannot hope to do justice 
to the extensive literature on the subject. The 


"hard drugs" are therefore to be examined in their 
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possible relationship to the non-medical use of the 
BSort dnugs 't. 

two contentions brought +6 the 
Commission's attention may illustrate what is meant 
by "relationship" to the non-medical use of soft 
drugs. 

The Sirs ton temmiconim Ss thhat 
extensive (social use ofi alcohohmot only vereatesha 
permissive climate of drug use, but also reflects a 
provocative injustice and even hypocrisy in our 
legislative and law enforcement attitudes. The 
second contention is that the use of certain soft 
drugs like cannabis (marijuana) leads very often, 
Mearouregqenerally ; ite hard drug addiction: 

What are the issues in this: inquiry? 
The Commission must investigate the extent of the 
non-medical use of mood-modifying drugs in Canada. 
That means the pattern of drug use; the drugs and 
various groups or populations involved, according to 
age, occupation, etc.; the movement from one drug to 
another. 

The Commission must investigate 
physical and psychological effects of these drugs, 
effects on behaviour of the individual concerned, 
effects on others, and effects on society. Finally, 
and by no means least important, the Commission must 
investigate the reasons for the non-medical use of 
drugs -- not only the personal reasons or motivation, 


but the social, educational, economic, philosophic 


and other reasons. In other words, what is the 
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meaning or larger significance of this phenomenon? 
What is the true nature of the challenge it presents 
SO.sOuUr :CliVilizgation? 

We have accepted a very difficult 
taskwandwe ineed.your help. It is imperative that 
we have the views of as many Canadians as possible. 
This is not solely a technical question for experts; 
it is a broad social issue, going to the very nature 
GEMMA ekLstencein our! times, Ties w, question to 
which everyone can contribute a measure of insight and 
wisdom. Please come forward and assist us with your 
views. 

I would just like to say a few words 
about the manner in which we proceed in our public 
hearings, which is, of course, only one of the methods 
of inquiry we follow, but one to which we attach 
a great amount of importance because of the nature 
of the issues in this whole inguiry. It is important 
for us to have as broad an opinion as possible to 
perceive this phenomenon, and to what our social 
response should be. We have scheduled submissions 
and at the end of each there is an opportunity for 
questions and comments, and it is not necessary to 
have a formal written submission here. 

Microphones are located for your 
convenience, and we would hope you would give us 
the benefit of your views. 

Now, I shall call upon Mr. Vernon 


K. Chiles, Sarnia Pharmacy Limited, and Mr. James 


Watt. 
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If Mr. Chiles and Mr. Watt would 
like to be seated at this table here. 

Mr. Chiles? 

MR. CHILES: Mr. Chairman, members 
of the Commission: 

In January of this year I delivered 
a sermon in a Sarnia church, and I would like to 
introduce..cur submission by quoting. from its. “Lf 
social ferment is compared to an iceberg, one of its 
tips would be drug abuse. The roots of the problem 
are deep and multifaceted. The solution will be 
complex, wide-ranging, and will involve an in depth 
look at our society and at our values. This is the 
problem that we as citizens and we, the church, must 
grapple with." 

In a sense, then, this submission is 
an attempt to carry out this in depth look into an 
area in which Mr. Watt and myself have a degree of 
expertise. 

Mr. Watt and I are pharmacists 
associated in the same practice at Sarnia Pharmacy 
in Sarnia, Ontario. We represent only ourselves and 
not officially any organization in pharmacy or outside 
of pharmacy. Although our practice is mainly with 
prescriptions, and we have no merchandise on display 
in our pharmacy, we have both worked in the more 
traditional type of pharmacy, and are quite familiar 
with its operation as well. 

Drug abuse and misuse is something 


that makes us examine many facets of our culture. 
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Dr. J. Thomas Ungerleider of Los Angeles, Assistant 
Professor of Psychiatry at UCLA was quoted in the 
May 9, 1970 Globe and Mail as follows, "He also 

tied youthful drug use to adult use. Constant tele- 
vision commercials for allkinds of over-the-counter 
medication (the kids even see Joe Namath with ‘an 
Excedrin headache') teach youth that they need not 
suffer anything -- there is a medication for all 
occasions." 

Sir William Osler, at the turn of 
the century, said‘that the principal difference 
between man and other primates is that man loves to 
take medicine. Yet by no means are all the majority 
of drugs taken because people love swallowing capsules 
and tablets, and a great deal of drug use is, of 
course, legitimate, and appropriate. Yet, drugs and 
self-medication serve many more useful purposes in 
1970 than they did in 1900, when Sir William Osler 
made his comment. 

I am sure that none of us intends 
to take away from the individual the right to 
effectively treat mild but troublesome complaints 
with drugs of his own selection. 

I would suggest that the theme in 
public education should be one of "responsible use". 
Alcohol can be used responsibly. So can prescription 
and over-the-counter drugs. Tobacco is used irres- 
ponsibly if one presumes that damaging one's health 
represents irresponsible use. Cannabis use may, 


in some cases, prove to be responsible use even in 
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our society. It is doubtful that the more potent 
illusinogenic drugs can be used responsibly and 
probably all use is irresponsible use. 

In many speeches and discussions in 
which we have been involved in Sarnia, in Lambton 
Country, this issue of responsible use is raised 
again and again by young people, particularly, though 
they often phrase it in a hostile or aggressive way. 

I would like to give you three 


questions that have come up, that I made points of: 


sls If tobacco causes more physical 
disease than any other drug, why is it legal and 
marijuana not legal? 

oS How can you say cough syrup drinking 
is dangerous when you pharmacists have big displays 
of these cough syrups for self-service? 

oe Most of these drugs come from plants 
and these plants are given to us by God, so what's 


wrong with using the materials God has given us? 


All of these guestions indicate a | 
groping on the part of the teenager, perhaps to 
define for himself responsible and irresponsible use. 


They also raise problems for society 


and specific groups in society, such as pharmacists. | 
Youth is very concerned about honesty and hates 
hypocrisy. They see a society that condemns, officially, 
violence, and yet condones war. They see a parent 

that preaches against marijuana while smoking a 
cigarette and drinking a beer. Yet,las: Dr. Unger-~ | 
leider says, in the movie, "Beyond LSD", our teenagers 
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are bothtremendously perceptive and at the same time 
tremendously gullible. They are quick to accept the 
nonsensical hucksterings of any drug prophet that 

comes along. Much of this concern, though, with the 
hang-ups of society is genuine and constructive, and 
points to real hypocrisy and muddled thinking. Witness 


the physician's concern about the drug problem while 


he needlessly prescribes speed and barbiturate com- 
binations. Witness the pharmacists preaching against | 
drug misuse while mass merchandising the same drugs 
he says can cause ‘dependency and toxicity. 

The Canadian Pharmaceutical Journal 
carries this advertisement on its back cover: "2 Big 
Reasons for Giving Aspirin Your Best Display Space. 


1. The fastest turnover item (more packages sold than 


any*other product) rf '2. The biggest TV drug adver-= | 
tiser." Yes, the number one seller, but no mention 
that it is the number one killer of children. Dr. 
Unwin's paper mentioned a figure of 80,000 poisonings 
by aspirin per year in Canada. No mention that it | 
Le rinivolved tin “drug interdctions; or 1t can cause | 
gastric bleeding or all the other problems that are 


mentioned in our written presentation. We pharmacists | 


and our associations need to examine our priorities 


and our hang-ups. 


Our written brief outlines the 


general types of problems that are associated with 
over-the-counter drug use: Acute or chronic COMLarty, | 
pharmacological interactions, drug allergy, drug 


idiosyncrasy, and ineffective, inappropriate, or 
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unnecessary therapy. We cover many specific examples 
of these problems as well as a general discussion 
ofeseveraletypes of OTC drugs. 

We will not attempt to go into the 
details of. this this morning. We will presume that 
the Commission is familiar with this presentation. 

I would now like to reiterate and 
comment upon the specific recommendations contained 
in our written brief. 

in IReStlicclon, Of DIStribut Lon 
of Over-the-Counter Drugs to Pharmacies: 

Many non-prescription drugs and 
poisons are already restricted to pharmacy sale only, 


by the provincial Pharmacy Acts. Certain drugs are 


specifically mentioned in the Pharmacy Act of Ontario, 


for example, as exempt from this restriction. All 
drugs registered under the Patent or Proprietary 
Medicine Act are also exempt from this restriction. 
These loopholes need to be closed where potentially 
COxieG Urugs are anvolved,. On the other hand, some 
drugs restricted to pharmacy sale only (for example, 
certain mouth washes) may well be sold in any retail 
establishment. 

Our recommendation is in agreement 
with that of the Canadian Medical Association 
recommendation Number 13. The pharmacist is the 
logical and properly trained person to give the 
advice and protection that over-the-counter drugs 
require. It may be that the emia he departments 


of health, along with the federal Department of 
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Health and Welfare, acting in concert, could draft 
Suitable legislation, to facilitate the changes 


recommended. 


Dr. J. Robertson Unwin, in his 
position paper, "Non-Medical Use of Drugs with 
Particular Reference to Youth", states under the 
section, "Availability"--"Drug misuse by the North 
American is partly reflected in his easy access to 
over-the-counter preparations." 

This brings us to our second recom- 
mendation, eee chien ort Display. 

If pharmacies were to continue to 
openly display and mass merchandise drugs as many 
at present do, the beneficial effects of restriction 
of distribution would be greatly lessened. There- 
fore, we strongly recommend that over-the-counter 
drugs be offered for sale in pharmacies in such a 
way that the public does not have unrestricted access 
to them. This would preclude open and mass display 
and thereby greatly nullify the effect of Madison 
Avenue advertising techniques. This recommendation 
is also in agreement with recommendation Number 13 
of the C.M.A. brief. We do not display any drugs 
in our pharmacy and we find some advantages, and 
I list a few of them for you: 

(a) The pharmacist is aware of 


all the over-the-counter drugs supplied in the 


pharmacy; 


(b) The pharmacist's advice is 


sought much more frequently; 
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(c) The conditions which may 
require medical treatment are more redily detected 
and referred to the physician; 

(d) With the use of family 
medication and record cards, undesirable drug inter- 
action between prescription and over-the-counter 
drugs can be prevented. When someone asks for 
advice on drugs, about taking a specific drug, we 
try to always remember to preface any recommendations 
with the question: "Are you taking any other drugs?" 

-(e) Adequate advice about proper 
use and side effects can be routinely given. 

These advantages are offset by 
one major disadvantage. OTC sales are much lower 
when the drugs are not actively displayed and promoted. 
However, because of the many new and effective 
prescription drugs that are available, and the 
physicians' increased reliance on them, pharmacies 
can economically exist and prosper with only 
prescriptions and closely related health needs. 
Ideally, we might recommend that pharmacies be 
given nearly all drugs exclusively and be prohibited 
from engaging in extraneous merchandising activities. 
However, we realize that this would infringe on many 
vested interests and is not politically feasible. 

It might be practical to separate a pharmacy into 

a pharmacy and a variety store as two separate 
entities. While we are not specifically recommending 
this separation, we do feel that this proposal has 


some merits and deserves further study. 
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i Recommendation No. 3 - Repeal 
2 of the Patent or Proprietary Medicine Act: 
3 This Act, which permits marketing 
& of secret formula remedies may have been good 
5 legislation when it was introduced, but in 1970 
6 it is an anachronism. It should be repealed and 
7 any necessary changes and additions to the Food and 
8 Drug Act, with respect to the manufacture and label- 
9 ling requirements,be made in its place. Pharmacists 
10 cannot advise on suitability, toxicity, and inter- 
11 actions when they are denied by law a knowledge of 
12 the contents of a patent or proprietary medicine. 
13 Physicians are impeded when treating overdosage of 
14 drugs whose formula is not on the label. 
15 Recommendation No. 4 - Advertising 
16 and Labelling: 
17 The Food and Drug Act should be 
18 reviewed with respect to regulations covering 


advertising claims and innuendos permitted. Also, 
a review of labelling requirements of OTC drugs 
would be in order. Our written brief mentions a 
few examples where precautionary statements are 
required in the U.S., but not in Canada. 
Recommendation No. 5 - Increasing 
Co-operation Between Physicians and Pharmacists: 
With respect to prescription drugs 
our written brief mentions that methods to increase | 
rapport and co-operation between physicians and 
pharmacists need to be found. Increased co-operation 


and dialogue would lead to better understanding of 
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mutual problems such as the refilling of prescriptions 
where there is a fair amount of drug abuse appearing, 
and the advice that the pharmacists gives when dis- 
pensing prescriptions. Such co-operation would also 
stimulate the physician to use the pharmacist more 
as a source of drug information. Some pharmacies 
send a monthly newsletter to physicians in their 
areas and these are on recent drug developments, and 
we have found that this is one useful method of 
increasing co-operation with the physician. 

6. The Advisory Role of the Pharma- 
cist: 

Our written brief mentions several 
situations in which the pharmacist should advise 
people about how to take their prescription drugs. 
Pharmacists need to be authoritatively told that this 
advice is their responsibility to give, as well as 
the physician's responsibility. Some pharmacists 
are timidly afraid that by giving this advice they 
would be stepping on the physician's toes. 

Recommendation No. 7 - Repeat 
Prescriptions: 

Physicians and pharmacists should 
be encouraged to insist that patients return for 
new prescriptions when the repeats on the original 
prescription are finished. 

Recommendation No. 8 - Patient 
Medication Records: 

Patient medication records are 


useful to the patient since they help the pharmacist 
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| in checking dosages, preventing allergic reactions 
2 and undesirable drug interactions, and generally 
3 improving the quality of drug therapy. Since their 
4 use is not as yet standard practice, pharmacists 
5 should be encouraged to maintain and use such records. 
6 Recommendation No. 9 - Name of the 
7 Drug on the Prescription Label: 
8] The name of the drug should routinely 
9 appear on the prescription label for purposes of 
10 identification by the patient, the physician, the 
il pharmacist and the hospital staff. This recommendation 
12 is the same as recommendation Number 123 of the 
13 report of the Committee on the Healing Arts which 
14 reported last month in the province of Ontario. 
15 Recommendation No. 10 - In order 
16 to get -- this recommendation is for the Encourage- 
17 ment of the Public to get all Drug Supplies at the 
18 Same Pharmacy: 
19 In order to get the maximum amount 
20 of advice and warning where required, people should, 
21 asiufar las; practical; obtaim all of their «drug 
22 requirements at the same pharmacy. This pharmacy 
23 would then have the records available and be familiar 
24 with the family situation and could more adequately 
25 serve the family's needs. 
26 Recommendation No. 11 - The 
27 Pharmacist and Drug Misuse and Abuse: 


The pharmacist is a logical person 
to participate in educational activities aimed at 


the public. This can be both directly in the community 
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and also in co-operation with other agencies. This 
would be in addition to activities in the pharmacy 
and the supplying of educational literature within 
the pharmacy. Four pharmacists of our County 
Association have, since last September, spoken to 
about 5,000 people on the subject of drug abuse 
and misuse. This has been to groups ranging in 
size from a dozen to 300 people. Most of this 
activity has been co-ordinated by and in co-operation 
with the local Addiction Research Foundation. 
The Foundation and the Ontario College of Pharmacy 
are jointly sponsoring a four day seminar next week 
on the subject, "The Pharmacist and Drug Abuse 
Education". Such pharmacist oriented and public 
oriented educational activities are very worthwhile 
and should be encouraged. 

We hope that this verbal presenta- 
tion will be considered with the background documenta- 
tion of our written submission. We feel that pharma- 
cists have an important contribution to make in 
educating the public to use drugs in a responsible 
way. It has been our purpose in our submission, to 
indicate to the Commission ways in which the pharma- 
cist can act to ensure responsible over-the-counter 
and prescription drug use. Our hope is that by its 
recommendations the Commission will make concrete 
suggestions to enable and permit pharmacists to 
make improvements where necessary and accept the 


responsibilities for which they are trained. 


We respectfully submit this verbal 
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| presentation, along with our written brief, for 
2 your consideration, and we hope the content of our 
3 brief will be helpful to the Commission. 
4 In conclusion, we would like to 
5 express our appreciation for this opportunity to 
6 appear and present our views. We would welcome 
7 any questions that are referred to you, on the content 
8 of either the written or verbal presentation. 
9 THES CHAIRMAN :“o Thank you, Mr. Chiles. 
10 Would Mr. Watt care to add anything 
ii at this time? 
12 MR. WATT: I think Mr. Chiles has 
13 expressed our views. We were both involved in the. 
14 written brief, and we would invite any questions on 
15 possible drug interactions or problems encountered 
16 with OTC drugs -- over-the-counter drug, that is, 
17 non-prescription misuse. 
18 THE. CHATRMAN?\ Your contacty=- would 


it be true to say that your contact is mainly with 


adult drug use? 


MR. WATT: Yes, in the major portion 
of our practice, it does deal with adult use, in 
prescription and in over-the-counter. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What are the 
prescription drugs that are most commonly dispensed 
by you to adults? 

MR? CWATT: “On a’ réguilar- basis -- 
of course, you have the general disease conditions 
such as high blood pressure, diabetes, epilepsy -- 


on a regular basis, and on an occasional basis, we 
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would encounter a lot of pop medicines and anti- 
biotics, but on a regular basis, as well, I would say 
mood-altering drugs, tranquillizers, anti-depressants, 
sleeping capsules; appear on quite a regular basis. 
They would have (to, fit:+into-that»grouping, 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is your opinion 
of the volume of such drug -- what is your impression 
of the volume prescribed generally. Does it strike 
you aS being moderate, or not moderate? 

MR. WATT: I would classify it as 
more than moderate. Probably, in relation to the 
duration of time in which these drugs are taken, 
probably we could understand certain periods of 
anxiety experienced by individuals, but on a prolonged 
basis, it becomes difficult to rationalize this 
type of use, where rather, maybe a week's therapy 
on a sleeping capsule or anti-depressant, to get over 
possible anxiety -- it does not work that way. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Do you see incidents 
of regular, steady consumption? 

MR. WATT: I don't have statistics 
to prove this, but-+- 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, knowing the 
volume of prescriptions you are dispensing, does 
this professionally raise any problems for you, 
within your mind, professionally,or are you satisfied 
when you have a prescription in your hands ? 

MR. WATT: It is rather difficult. 
As we expressed in our written brief, there are 


certain lines of communication set up, and it is our 
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responsibility to notify the doctor or to get 
authorization from him to repeat these prescriptions. 
If you see a barbiturate is being used for a pro- 
longed time, we do make an effort to mention that 
this patient obtained this original prescription, 
Say, in, October of last year, and it's been repeated

normal practice? 


MR. WATT: It is done in certain

MR. CAMPBELL: What would your 
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responsibility be if you found that a physician 

was consistently prescribing outside the limits of 
generally accepted use of particular drugs. There 
must surely be men whose competence slips with age 

or years away from medical school who, in their 
prescribing practices, are not following good practice, 
and, I suppose, to that extent, are dangerous to the 
public. Do you feel that you have any responsibility 
to initiate action against them -- to see that their 
practice is stopped? 

MR. WATT: Yes, we do have a course 
of action that we can take. Of course, the first 
dine loffaction*is to mention this to the physician 
and determine what type of response you get if you 
mention to him that this patient is abusing the drug, 
they are taking excessive doses for long periods of 
time; your first line of action, of course, would 
be to mention this to the physician and express your 
CONCELINANBLE tyOuUsdG Got tattain satisfaction ih this 
line, then, in Sarnia we have a second line, where 
we go to the Physicians' Association, and beyond 
that, Lt would come.rigit.<to, possibly p ta report 
to the College of Physicians and Surgeons. Or, 
depending on the type of drug, it may be a report 
to the Food and Drug. If it is something like a 
barbiturate, a sleeping capsule, it will go auto- 
matically. We maintain records of this, and this 
goes directly to the Narcotic Control. 

THE CHAIRMAN: So, as I understand 


this, Mr. Watt -- I want to get this clear. Whena 
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patient comes to you and says, "I would like some 
more of this drug", and a repeat prescription would 
ver necessary, you would call’ this: physicianter office. 
Generally, you would speak to the receptionist and 
the receptionist will give oral confirmation of the 
repeat prescription over the phone, and in many cases 
not consulting the physician? 

MR.-CHILES » - This ws mentioned,

is a major area of the problem. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is to prevent 
you from -- as pharmacists, from saying that, "We 
should facilitate this practice.

DR. LEHMANN: What is your evidence 
that there is no contact between the patient and 
the physician?

MR. CHILES: Percentagewise, very 
frequently, especially in the case where there is 
someone taking too much. 

DR. LEHMANN: What kind of contact 
should there be between the physician and the patient?

THE CHAIRMAN: I would just like 
to signal the presence of our colleague on the 
Commission, Professor Marie Andree Bertrand, who has 
been unable to attend recent hearings because of 


illness, and we are very happy to have her back with 


us. 
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Excuse me. Did I interrupt you? 

DR. LEHMANN: Yes. Well, there are --- 

THE CHALRMAN: . Are. you going.to 
throw seme light on this from the physician's point 
of view? 

DR. LEHMANN: There is quite an 
accusation towards the medical profession, and the 
implicationjall along has.been,, they are, rather 
irresponsible, .they can't be bothered, that they will 
just routinely repeat dangerous prescriptions, they 
will do it through their nurse or secretary, they are 
ill-informed, as Dean Campbell just said, very often, 
and don't know what are the practices. You say they 
will not see the patient, they will not communicate 
with you,and they are responsible for very irrespon- 
Sible drug practices. 

Now, let me just ask you, what are 
your criteria of what is dangerous or irresponsible 
drug practice? You used -- you mentioned the barbi- 
turates. If somebody comes with a repeat for 
meprobamate or glutethimide or noludar or librium 
or valium, you will always, after the second or 
third time, ask the doctor to recheck, or what? 

Mi (Chis s i2think Dewouidsiike 
to..clarify. . We certainly didn't mean..to,give..the 
impression that physicians generally are an irrespon- 
sible group and we should get rid of them. We are 
talking here, of course, about where there are 
problems that need to be corrected. Therefore, we 


tend, mistakenly, to give the emphasis that things 
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are worse” than they really are. I think you have 
to keep that in mind. 

DR. LEHMANN: So you dramatize it 
ali weie, 

MRewCHILLESs. Wer are "talking about 
the problems. 

THE CHAIRMAN: But it is, neverthe- 
less, your impression that there is a use made of 
stuimulantey barbiturates and tranquillizers that is 
in excess of what you would consider, as a pharmacist, 
to be reasonable medical requirement? 

MR. CHILES: There are too many 
occasions when this occurs. Now, you were asking me 
abOuCcemye criteria, i think, and I didn't gét around 
torthatk. 

DR. LEHMANN: Yes 

MR. CHLLESs The criteria vary, 

I think, with the drug; with the patient. If the 
person is getting up to three or four sleeping 
capsules every night, this seems to be excessive, 
obviously. But, even one every night, if it is not 
really needed, is excessive. 

DR. LEHMANN: How would you know? 

MR. CHILES: This is the problem. 
How do we know? And the Chairman asked this question 
before, "Why don't we take more initiative if we 
feclmiteise a problem. We don't know the diagnosis, 
the condition the drug is being prescribed for, in 
many cases, and it is difficult to step Lrerand) say; 


"Took, Doctor, you are making a mistake", when we 
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don't know the diagnosis, and we don't know the 


patient's personal, psychological; family dL ff iouleres,

in many cases. Therefore, we may suspect that there 
is something wrong, but we have no way of knowing, 
and to step in and say, "There is something wrong 
and you have got to do something", would be over- 
stepping the mark. 

DR. LEHMANN: No, I don't agree 
that you have no way of knowing, because you could, 
of -course, speak to the physician who is making the 
prescription and not take the secretary's answer as 
valid « 

MR. CHLLES:. This «we try, to do, 
of course. 

DR. “LEHMANN: «Well, if .yousdo this, 
most reasonable physicians, and there must be some, 
will certainly give you a reason of why they want 
to prescribe a barbiturate, for example, let's say, 
fOGLaAnYeareore two, that the.patient may» not,.be 
capable of responding to psychotherapy, that the 
only way of maintaining him functioning, with his 
chronic anxiety state, would be to have him on 
tranquallizers, Gelonoprocainesy, BandsSo,.on. 

Audeait you would ==do your think 
there are many physicians, if you get through to 
them, who would say,"It is none of your business"? 

If you are worried, "Well, that's not my worry", 
or would most physicians give you an explanation? 
MR. CHILES: Most physicians would 


give the explanation, and do give the explanation. 
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One area we have missed here, that 
we have touched closely to, is the problem of the 
patient who goes to more than one physician, and 
this’ is a situation in which, as far as possible, and 
using our record cards, if there is more than one 
pharmacist involved, we check the information. Here, 
of course, you get complete physician co-operation 


when you phone up the various physicians and let 


them know the drug history, of what has been going 


on, with several physicians, for the same patient 


or family. 


DR. LEHMANN: In other words, coordinati 
communication and co-operation with the physician 
would appear to me, from what you say, a very important 
area in which one should focus one's efforts, but you 
didn't -- your recommendations do not contain any 
Suggestion to have, well, let's say, discussions or 
meetings, communication meetings with physicians on 
drugs. You want to give out your own drug information 
to the physicians and to the patients, but a two-way 
communication is not being suggested. 

MR. CHILES: Our written brief does 
mention that. 

DR. “LEHMANN: I see. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dean Campbell? 

MR. CAMPBELL: I would like to go 
back to this question I raised with you before. Do 
you run across cases where -- not the individual 


cases where you get suspicious, but where you get 
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Suspicious of the general prescribing pattern of 
the physician, if he is over-prescribing, seems to 
be using certain drugs that are recognized as dangerous 
very frequently? Do these cases, presumably, arise, 
or do they? 

MR. WATT: There are bound to be a 
number of cases where, through what we have read, 
or what we have encountered, where we don't agree 
with a certain line of therapy. Now, this doesn't 
necessarily involve mood-moderating drugs. There are 
certain situations where you have read reports where 
drugs aré ‘not really that useful in certain lines, 
So there are bound to be areas where you don't agree 
with the physician. But, as you are probably well 
aware, in the medical field, it isn't == every situation 
is not cut and dried. You will find some physicians 
who say, chlorophenatol or chloromycetin should never 
be used unless the patient -- as a last resort, and 
you will find another one who will use it on every day 


Cases. 


MR. CAMPBELL: Coming back to the 


more strictly psychoactive drugs, do you find cases, 


and do other pharmacists find cases, where some 
physicians would appear, simply on a comparative 

basis, to be making grossly inordinate use of these 
drugs, or whether they are prescribing what would 
appear to be significantly high dose levels, beyond 


the dose levels ordinarily used? 


MR. CHILES: At the meeting our 


Association had with the executive of the County 
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Association in February of this year, this matter 

was raised, and we asked the question of the physicians, 
"What desyou feel we should do if a physician Ueyarsay, 
over-prescribing, or seems to be over -presoribing 
amphetamine and barbiturate combinations?", and the 
physicians at the meeting were concerned that much 
of the use of these drugs by themselves and their 
fellows, was not really proper use. Therefore, they 
Suggested, "Well, if you feel someone is using more 
than they should be, then please come to our County 
Association, and we will see if we can do something 
apowt iat 

MR. CAMPBELL: How often have the 
pharmacists approached the County Association? 

MR. CHILES: We approached them -- 

I personally approached them, informally, about six 
months ago, prior to this meeting. There has not 

been any formal approach by the Association in 
specific cases. There may have been others on an 
individual basis. There haven't been any, that I know 
of, since the meeting I referred to. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Do you feel, yourself, 
that there are ordinariyavailable, adequate safeguards 
to the public against the incompetence of particular 
physicians in their prescribing habits of psychoactive 
drugs?

DR. LEHMANN: TI have ‘to make a 
case for you, apparently. 

MR. CHILES: I mentioned in the 
verbal presentation that certain things are very 
safe, really, some of the mouthwashes, and so on, 
that we think could be available anywhere. But, 
we didn't go through, as Mr. Watt said, and line 
them up. We think analgesics, especially, should 


be restricted in their distribution. The person who 
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is coming in and getting a hundred A.S.A. tablets 
every few days certainly would -- we soon would 
notice that. there was a problem there, and we could 
Giscuss 1c with him, "Well, do you really need that 
high a dose; how. many people are taking it?" And 
discuss possible side effects. 

DR. LEHMANN: So the need would be 
for individually examining the danger or hazard 
potential of very drug? 

MBRCe. Gelli Bilalpsy Rignt. The C.M.A. 
brief mentioned something about a federal committee. 
I am not sure, an Advisory Committee on Drugs, whether 
this would be the committee -- whether it would be 
a new committee, federal or provincial, to investigate 
particular drugs, study the toxicity and so on, and 
decide whether they would fall into a "No Display" 
classification and restricted distribution classi- 
fication. This would have to be gone into in detail, 
and I'm just trying to indicate the lines that we 
feel it should follow. 

MR. CAMPBELLS , Yourare not the 
first pharmacist who has suggested a restriction on 
the sale of drugs, say, in grocery stores, hardwares 
and elsewhere. I don't mean for one moment to impugn 
your integrity in asking this question, but it has 
crossed my mind that if only pharmacists could sell 
aspirin and only pharmacists could sell Alka Seltzer 
and things like this, this would, in fact, rather 
enhance the revenues of the pharmacists. If you 


got the business the Dominion Store now gets in 
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aspirin, this would be economically advantageous 
to the pharmacist, And so, I think that.there is 
the potential for wondering, when pharmacists raise 
this from time to time, that there isn't a real 
CONTALCE Of interest. 

MR. CHILES: There is. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Because if a person 
is going to get a hundred aspirin, even with every- 
thing you suggest, and you want to talk to him 
about it and he finds that a nuisance, the odds are 
he“will go°to the other friendly corner drug store 
that will sell him a carload lot. 

MR. CHILES: Right.

A pharma- 
eigttpresemiptiionadrug, but it is no real problem 
if you want speed, to get it at the drug store. 

I have been told this an enormous number of times, 
and I am wondering what reason there is why your 
own association has ‘not stopped this’ practice. 

CHILES: There is very stringent 
policing. You could get accurate figures from the 
Ontario College of Pharmacy if you would like to, 
as to the number of suspensions of licences and 
cancellations, caused by incidents of the type you 
mentioned, and I think the Ontario College of 
Pharmacy could give you the accurate statistics.

DR. THURLOW: Mr. Chairman, I will 
be brief. I am not here to present any researched 


documents or present any comprehensive picture of 


the drug scene at the University of Western Ontario, 


but simply to offer a few observations of someone 
who is working with students, at times, ‘at the 
University, who are involved with the use of 


hallucinogenic drugs. 


There ‘are really only a couple of 
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comments I would like to make. 

the £urst one is, that «though 
there 18 not well documented evidence to support 
thisi, I think it has become pretty clear that the 


University of Western Ontario usage of what I would 


call, thé heavy drugs, the more potent hailluciniators, 


is relatively low, compared with the younger age 
group, the group in high school. We do not have 
the survey that was done by the A.R.F. in London, 
oom Toronto, “andthe supposition that I'm making 
here is based on our own clinical impressions, 
working with students, information from students, 
based partly on information from people like 
DrwBoyce. The number of high school students 
vastly outnumber the University of Western Ontario 
students, presented with drug crises. 

Now, I wonder, if this is true, 
IL.wonder why? I would suspect two reasons. One, 
decreased vulnerability, perhaps. Perhaps an 
increased sense of risk in shooting amphetamines 
and so on; perhaps a little less susceptibility to 
group pressure. And the second reason is rather an 
inktmiguimguone, and don't ‘know, teally, what co 
maker Ofer bu i think there mightebe a natural 
selection factor coming in here already, and this 
might be more apparent as years go by. 

As the student runs the gamut of 
the drug scene in high school, they get seriously 
affected by this, that they would never make it 


to college, So you get a natural selection of 
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i survival of the fittest. Mind you, yow must 
2 remember, I'm talking about the University of 
3 Western Ontario. Perhaps, in another universities 
4 the situation is somewhat different. Perhaps it is 
2 ditferent at Waterloo, Laurentian, Toronto; I.don't 
6 know. Perhaps Western is unique in that way. It 


may also be that the problem has not erupted to the 


surface. 

To the best of my knowledge, that 
is the state of affairs. 

The second comment that I wanted 
to make deals with cannabis, tetrahydrocannabinol, 
in its three forms aS marijuana, hashish, or, as 


I understand, crystalline THC, is now available. 


We have encountered a few students, and I hear from 
other medical sources,-irather informally, of two 
problems that have come up with the use of hashish, 
used heavily and chronically. And these two problems | 
ane, ol Bet ot all, & pathe, cusbeus Leck. of pnikelative 
that Wan occun, which, clinically, SteLkes. one, ait 
first,, a6, depression, and then d find, in. talking 


further with the person, that other evidence of 


depression does not seem to be there. It seems to 
be the Jack of. ebilicy to, imitate any, <indwot 
activity. We have never encountered this with people 


who have used hashish infrequently. 


The second thing that gives us some 
concern is this whole curious problem of flashbacks 
or echos, and it is widely known, in the medical 


community, drug community, and elsewhere, that potent 
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falilucinators. such’ aS LSD or the * new uB group 
of compounds, can produce flashbacks. That is, the 
person can go days, weeks, months, or up to two 
years, i have heard say, ‘after wse or the-conpetnd , 
re-experience the trips, the hallucinations. 

Now, I think there is increasing 
concern now, that this may occur with hashish. Mind 
you, someone. can always advance the proposition 
that the hash was cut with some other chemical, that 
is, it was mixed with one of the JB group of compounds 
or LSD or something. However, I think this warrants 
serious concern. Obviously, a person who is 
flashing back or echoing a week or so after having 
taken a hallucinogenic drug, the hideous image in 
my mind is somebody going along the 401 and getting 
into very serious trouble in that way. 

There iS a very Startling lot of 
good, substantial, scientific evidence on the prolonged 
use of hashish which must be forthcoming. I think 
the kinds of hypotheses I have just thrown out there 
in the last few minutes should be substantiated 
with sound research. What is with this lack of 
initiative? Is it really a hashish effect or is it 
a figment of our own imagination? What happens with 
flashbacks? What are they? Can they occur with 
the THC compounds as well as with the more potent 
hallucinators? 

IT would just add two very brief 
footnotes to all of this, and, 1f you will pardon 


me, to introduce my own personal biases, and I am 
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1 sure you have heard a thousand, so one.more, perhaps, 
2 Won EahuUntess li as ny own position that Tcresearch) 
3 the ikind outlined, should receive any, wide open 
4 legalization of any of the hallucinating compounds 
5 ofchashish;, and it is also my own personal opinion, 
6 and Thamnresume you have heard this many times before, 
7 that penalties for possession of marijuana should 
8 be reduced immediately, and more attention be given 
9 strictly to the amphetamines, and the more potent 
10 hallucinators, although I have advanced cautions 
11 andeconcernsr medically about teenage use of hashish, 
12 specifically --- 
13 THE CHAIRMAN: I'm sorry, I missed 
14 those last words. 
15 DRS THURLOW: Although Qe have 
16 advanced cautions, medically, about the use of hashish 
17 and placéwmuch more risk on that group than, ;tor 
18 example;»the others. 
19 THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Boyce? 
20 DRE BOYCE? The preperacuen for 


this, as the appraisal I had given as to what I might 
encounter, this would be a more informal situation, 
and I haven't prepared a tormal brief, and the 
situation I am going to address myself to is one 
Teamemoce familiar ‘with, and that is, Ir am dealing 
with university students, and perhaps, emphasizing 
what I may have encountered in the way of use of 
drugs, illicit drugs, among students, and particularly 
students at Western. 


The background in this regard is

So it was at that 
time that Dr. Thurlow did come here as a counsellor, 
and the way things have been followed as far as 
management iS concerned; Dr. Thurlow is a medical 
doctor, also a degree -- an M.A. in Psychology. He 
has handled, as a physician and as a counsellor, 
the problems that are probably animated in nature 
as far.as severity is concerned, and it has evolved 
that he has seen most of the people that are involved 
inpany way in problems with respect to drugs on the 
campus here at Western, and the student population 
now is about.12,000.. And his experience has been 
a Minimal one Gnd. chink hée.~can, perhaps, enlarge 
on this, but it has been nearly entirely related 
to people that have had some problem with marijuana. 
And it is, again, a very small number. 

Those that have gone on, where 
they have wanted consultation or have a psychiatrist 
take over in management, these have been almost none. 


I personally have seen -- I can think, of twos.or, three 
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at the moment, students I have seen, from Western, 
with serious problems, or any problem that is focused 
primarily around drugs. The experience in this past 
year, and my colleages, their experience has been 
morejromiless ‘the same. I ‘stspéct / bul. don't know; 
that the Alcohol Research -- Addiction Research 
Foundation in the city, has experienced a few more, 
bubyagaimy,) Im most settings)" the bulk Of Béople that 
are having drug problems are of a younger age group.

On both of these committees we 
have been on, we have studied or looked into and 
considered the use of marijuana primarily, or drugs 
in general, and our “fitidings reallly ave theen,)fthe 
problem is not a large one, the estimate —possibly -- 
there may be up to even a thousand or perhaps more 


people who may use marijuana on this campus, it is 


believed. As far as those with problems are concerned, 


these are minimal, and probably there would be less 
than fifty in a year, probably lessthan that.

organization. I am here as a private citizen and 
have been involved in the drug subculture for about 
three years, and I have been involved in most of the 
aspects of the subculture from regular use to chronic 
use, to intermittent use, of a variety of drugs. 

Most of the things I would like to present today 
generaily concern the use of hashish, marijuana and 
LSD. And I will go into a little personal history 

a little ee on, and I would invite questions from 
the audience and from the panel, regarding, you know, 
the general subculture itself. 

But, before I do» thaty,-I-would«like 
to-read some statements found in the "Scientific 
American", and it is generally accepted as a very 
veputabhe seientif£ic magazine.

Emporer Shen Nung, dated 2737 B.C. 


Marijuana was a subject of extra- 
vagant social controversy even in ancient times. 
There were those who warned 5 aig cree ee tO 
Hades, and those who thought it went to Paradise. 
Its use aS an intoxicant spread from China to India, 

AaD. 
then to North Africa, and from there, in about/1800, 
to Hurope., Perhaps, primarily, through trips of 
Napoleon's armies returning from the Egyptian campaign. 

In the Western Hemisphere marijuana 
has been known for centuries in South and pankual 
America, but it did not begin to be used in the 
United States to any Significant extent until about 
1920. Since the hemp plant, Cannabis Sativa, the 
Bources of the drug, in its various forms, is a 
common weed growing freely in many climates, there 
1s no way of knowing precisely how extensive the 
world usage of the drug may he today. 

The United Nations survey in 1950 
estimated that its users then numbered some 200 million 
people, principally in Asia and Africa." 

Now, I would like to go into their 
description of marijuana, and, in general, the 
hashish experience, and I would like to say, Pe 
among most druc wsers, 28 to be taken as the general 
standard form of experience. 


"Tt is contended that the intoxi- 


cation heightens sensitivity to internal stimuli and 
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reveals details that would ordinarily be overlooked. 
It makes colors seem brighter and richer, brings out 
values of works of art that previously had little 
Or no meaning to the viewer, and enhances the 
appreciation of music. The sense of time is dis- 
torted.. Ten minutes may seem,.Like.an hour, Curiously, 
Ghene «isiof ten 4 splitting .of .consciousness with 
the smoker; while experiencing the high, he is 
at the same time an objective observer of his own 
intoxication. He may, for example be afflicted 
with paranoid thoughts, yet, at the same time, he may 
be reasonably objective enough about them, or even 
laugh or scoff at them, and, in a sense, enjoy them. 
The ability to retain the objectivity may lie in the 
fact that many experienced users of marijuana manage 
to behave in a perfectly sober fashion in public 
even when they are highly intoxicated. 

Marijuana is definitely distinguish- 
able from any other hallucinogenic drugs such as LSD, 
DMT, mescaline, peyote and psilocybin. Although it 
produces some of the same effects, it is far less 
potent that these other drugs..,it.does,not alter the 
consciousness to nearly so great an extent as they 
do, andyit does, not. lead to, hncreasing, tolerance.of 
drug dosage. Moreover, marijuana smokers can usually 
guage the effects accurately and thus control the 
intake of the drug.to the amount required to, preduce 
the desired degree of euphoria. 

Now, I would like to go on to some 


of the questions that were asked a lot, concerning the 
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use of marijuana. Does marijuana lead its users to 

the use of narcotics? 

The 1937 federal law that made cannabis 
drugs illegal, led to a rise in price that provided 
an incentive to pushers of narcotics to also handle 
Marijuana without any additional legal risk. The 
resulting potential for the exposure of users to both 
types of drugs might have been expected to lead to an 
increase in thevuse of narcotics that was significantly 
related to the inoréasing: usecofimarijuanar eno such 
relation has been found in several studies that have 
Looked into this question, including “theehaé "Guardia 
Study and the U. S. Présidential Task Force of investi- 
gatzonnofenarcoti¢s and drug abuse: 

It is true that the federal study showed 
that among heroin users, about 50% had experience with 
marijuana. The study also found, however, that most 
heroin addicts had been users of alcohol and tobacco. 
And there was no evidence that marijuana was more 
likely than alcohol or tobacco to lead to the use of 
Narceties., 

Does marijuana incite people to 
aggression and violent criminal behaviour, as some 
investigators have maintained? In an intensive study 
of the marijuana problem in Manhattan, Bromberg found 
no indication of such a relation. No cases of murder 
or sexual crime due to marijuana has been established. 
Reviewing a case cited by the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics of a man who was alleged to have confessed 


to murdering a friend while under the influence of 
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marijuana, Bromberg found on examination of the indi- 
vidual, that he was a psychopathic liar, and there was 

no indication in the examination or history that he 
hadsever.used marijuana, or,any.other drug. 

A psychiatric investigator in Nigeria, 
T. Asuni, noted that an underprivileged community had 
a high incidence both of crime and of the use of hashish], 
but he concluded that these statistics were attribu- 
table to the frustrations of the people's lives rather 
than to a relation between the drug and crime. Indeed, 
two investigators of the use of the drug in India, 

Ret Ne Chopra and’ G.. S. Chopra, have) contended, that 
instead of inciting criminal behaviour, cannabis tends 
to suppress it; the intoxication induces a lethargy 
WALChs deenor. conducive to any physical activity, let 
alone the committing of crimes. The release of. inhi- 
bitions results in verbal rather than behavioural 
expression. During the high the marijuana user may 
say things. he would not, ordinarly, sayy.but, he, generally 
wilds not) do. the, things. that.are, foreign, to, his,nature. 
If he is not normally a criminal, he will not commit a 
crime under the influence of marijuana. 

Does marijuana lead to physical and 
mental degeneracy? Reports from many investigators, 
particularly invEgypti and im parts ofthe Orient, 
indicate that long term users of potent versions of 
cannabis are indeed typically passive, nonproductive, 
slothful and totally lacking in amibition. It is 
possible that, chronic use of the drug in its stronger 


forms may, in fact, have debilitating effects such as 
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prolonged drinking. There is another possible explana- 
tion, however. Many who take cannabis are people who 
are hungry, sick, hopeless or defeated, seeking through 
this inexpensive drug to soften the impact of an other- 
wise unbearable reality. In most situations one 

cannot be certain which came first, the drug, on the 
one hand, or the depression or personality disorder on 
the other.«Thiis question ‘applies to many, of ERE spot = 
heads in the United States. An intensive study of 
college students who had taken to marijuana, showed 
that many of them had suffered serious conflicts or 
depression long before they began the use of the drug. 
There 1S a substantial body of evidence that moderate 
use of marijuana does not produce physical or mental 

da verieoration:. 

{ One of the earliest and most extensive 
Studies on this question was an investigation conducted 
by the British Government in India in the 1890's. The 
real motive for the inguiry is suspected to have been 
to establish that cannabis was more dangerous than 
Scotch whiskey, from whose sale the government could 
obtain a great deal more tax revenue. Nevertheless, 
the investigation was carried out with typical British 
impartiality and thoroughness. The investigating 
agency, called the Indian Hemp and Drug Commission 
interviewed some 800 persons, including cannabis users 
and dealers, physicians, superintendents of insane 
asylums, religious leaders, and a variety of other 
authorities, and in 1894 published a report running 
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1 was no evidence that moderate use of the cannabis 
2 drugs produced any disease or mental or moral damage, 
3 Ore thateit’ had any more tendency to lead to excess 


4 than did the moderate use of whiskey. 


5 In®the effort to obtainiat rations) 
6 perspective on the marijuana problem, one is inevi- 
7 tably drawn repeatedly to comparisons between this 


8 drug and alcohol, and to the public attitudes toward 


9 the two drugs. The habit called "social drinking" is 


10 considered as American as apple pie, and it receives 

11 about as much public acceptance. Yet, even this kind 

12 of drinking carries clearly demonstrated hazards and 

13 consequences’ of the most serious nature 8 Life: insurance 
14 statistics show that the social drinkers have consider- 


15 ably higher than average mortality rates from all the 


16 leading causes of death; diseases of the heart and 

17 circulatory system, cancer, diseases of the digestive 

18 system, homicides, suicides and motor vehicle and other 
19 accidents. A majority of drivers killed in vehicle 

20 accidents are found to have been drinking. In contrast, 


there has been no evidence so far that marijuana con- 
tributes to the development of any organic disease, and 
in the only investigation to date of the effect on 
driving; a controlled study conducted recently by the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles of the State of Washington, 
it was found that marijuana causes significantly less 
impairment on driving ability than alcohol does." 

I would like to go back now to a state- 
ment that was raised in the last issue. People were 


wondering what medical evidence had gone into illegali- 
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zing marijuana. It does not state any medical attention 
but Irwould like to relate.to a the type of education 
the general public was given in the 1930's by the 
American government: 

"There is now an abundance of evidence 
that marijuana is not an addictive drug. Cessation 
from its use produces no withdrawal symptoms nor does 
the user feel any need to increase the dosage as he 
becomes accustomed to the drug. Investigators have 
found that the habituationvo£ marijuana -ismoeteas 
strong as tobacco or alcohol. Bromberg concluded that 
marijuana is not habit forming and that it is used to 
serve the yhedonist:.elements of the :personality., It is 
certainly possible that in some people this desire may 
develop into a dependency on the drug for the experience 
Ohi pleasure om mespite ifromepsyehia pain 

Can such ‘use be called '‘abuse'yof the 
dmug ise ithe jterm-' abuses iis rdaiffitiom.t to.define; its 
interpretation varies from culture to culture, and from 
custom to custom. If abuse is measured in terms of the 
danger to the individual and society, then it must be 
pointed out that although the dangers of alcoholism and 
even of social drinking are well established, social 
drinking is not considered abuse in the United States. 

The prevailing public attitude towards 
Marijuana in the United States is charged with a hyper- 
enotienady bias») dn parhye thaisials the, product. offcen 
educational campaign initiated in the 1930's by the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics (since renamed the Bureau 


of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs) a campaign that has 
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disseminated much distortion and misinformation about 
the: dinugs * 

Now, I would like to quote from an 
anti-marijuana poster that is part of the educational 
Campaign -describingsthe, drug slits, identification, and 
evi Lyetiiects, Supported by. ‘the),U.S,.. inthe, 1930,"s.,.. by 
the Federal Bureau of Narcotics, since renamed Bureau 
of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs. And these posters 
weremoften posted in. public places. 

"Beware, Young and Old -- People in 
all walks of life. This marijuana cigarette may be 
handed to you by the friendly stranger. It contains 
the Killer Drug, Marijuana, a powerful narcotic, in 
which lurks Murder, Insanity; Death. Warning: Dope 
peddlars are shrewd. They may put some of this evil 
drug in the teapot. or in the cocktail, or in the 
tobacco cigarette. Write for detailed information, 
englesingnl2saarater mailing,costs..” 

And this was part of Harry Anslinger's 
educational campaign. 

"There are also cultural and social 
factors that contribute to public apprehension about 
Marijuana.:.The.still powerful, vestige, of,.the. Protestant 
ethic in this country condemns marijuana as an opiate 
used solely for the pursuit of pleasure, whereas 
alcohol is accepted because it lubricates the wheels 
of commerce and catalyzes sexual intercourse. Mari- 
juana's effect in producing a state of introspection 
and bodily passivity is repellant to a cultural, tradi- 


tion that prizes activity, aggressiveness and achieve- 
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ment. It may well be that social prejudice entered 
into the public alarm concerning the drug; prejudice 

on the part of the older generation which sees marijuana 
as a symbol of the alienation of the young, and on the 
part of the white population which, perhaps, largely 
unconsciously, regards marijuana as a non-white drug 
that 1s rapidly invading the white community, because, 
until ‘fairly recently, the smoking of marijuana took 
place mainly in the ghettos of Negroes, Puerto Ricans 
and people of Mexican origins. It is, perhaps, no 
accident that some of the southern states have the most 
severe laws against the distribution of marijuana, 
carrying penalties of life imprisonment or even death 
in some cases." 

Now, I would like to read the conclusion 
at the last two paragraphs in the article: 

"As C. P. Snow observed, uneasiness 
seems to be becoming a part of the climate of our time. 
it is difficult to avoid the conclusion that increasing 
use of marijuana is, in part, related to the threats 
of over=population, racial conflict and nuclear war. 
Conversely, the same threats may indirectly be con- 
tributing to the emotional campaign against this shaikloge 
It is conceivable that some of the effect generated 
in the population by the violence and martial spirit 
of our time, is being displaced onto issues such as 
marijuana. Regarded as essentially evil and dangerous, 
adopted by hippies, yippies and others who demonstrate 
and call attention to the aspects of reality and the 


threats of doom that most of us find too distressing 
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to confront, marijuana is a natural target as a 
scapegoat. " 

And dawould refer anyone, if they 
could get a copy, because I have left out certain 
things, and I have quoted passages intact and in 
context, but I recommend this for your reading. 

Now,. IT would like to go into a short 
history of my experiences with the drug, with drug 
use, and then invite questions from the panel, and 
from the audience, ebcier nie the question that was 
raised in the last submission, the recurrence 
syndrome, and I feel that, as a user and one who 
has experienced recurrences, maybe I could shed a little 


more light, and maybe explain some of the laughter

I first started using drugs out of 
curlosity in late 1966 and through '67, LSD was the 
pet. Everywhere you looked there were scare headlines 
and fantastic descriptions of the dirigs (Out ox 
curiosity I wanted to try it. As luck would shave ney 
I was offered the Opportunity to smoke grass first. 
Three weeks later, I did acid for the first ridme 
and was in no way or form graduating .to hard stuff. 

I continued to smoke grass on an irregular basis. 

I smoked regularly when I had it, and didn't smoke 

or didn't worry about it when I didn't have it. 

I continued to use LSD on approximately a once a 
month or once every two months basis. I maintained 
this. pattern until the summer of 1969. I began using 
LSD heavily in regular amounts and up to five times 
the regular amount at least once a week and up 0 
three times a week for a four month periods ) dawas 


also regularly using marijuana during these four 


months. 

Near the end of the summer I decided 
I was using too much acid and I stopped. I have used 
it once in the last two months. I have no real desire 


to use LSD again. When marijuana and hashish became 
readily available again, I began to use it ona 
regular, basis.,. Since my first joint, I have also 
used MDA, DMT, psilocybin, mescaline, cocaine and 
opium; cured hashish, out of curiosity; no more than 


three times on any specific one. 


Three weeks ago, I was arrested for 
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possession, along with two other persons. At the 
time of the raid the dope wasn't mine and I was 
arrested and picked up two days later. I was served 
with a warrant, put in jail, and finally bailed out 
and I am awaiting trial now. 

i would;like tovgo: a biieinte the 
recurrence syndrome. I have experienced mild forms 
of recurrence. The people that I know in the drug 
community in Hamilton and in the drug community in 
Toronto, the people that I am associated with, have 
also experienced the recurrence situation. It is 
generally attributed to LSD and in the first, say, 
half hour of the LSD experience, Hae ye eekenkence 
a slight tingling sensation in the temples. The 
extent of my recurrences has been a slight tingling 


sensation, and I would say it is no more dangerous, 


my recurrences have been no more dangerous or have 


oe ee ee eee 


had no more ill effects on me than, say, a headache. 
You can equate them between my LSD recurrences and 

a headache, in chia there were no visual hallucinations 
as a result of the recurrence, and no mental traumas 


about what was happening, and so on. And I have 


had no experience whatsoever that I could consider 

a recurrence, as attributed to the use of hashish, 

marijuana, or any other the other drugs that I have 
experimented with slightly. 


And I advocate the legalization 


of marijuana, for the simple reason that TIT think it

and government distribution, under government control 
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answer to the problems. 
There are a variety of problems 
that come up through a person's drug use. I would 
Say most of the problems occur because it is an 
illicit drug, and there are problems incurred because 
you are considered a criminal. I consider 
legalization would solve some of the problems and 
solving some of the problems is better than solving 
none of the problems. I feel that even with a heroin 
problem, you are going to have to go undergo a vast 
social realignment of our values. I can see where 
the laws against heroin now are really doing no good; 
the heroin use is on the increase. I would suggest, 
out of my own personal belief, perhaps, a legalization 
of heroin as a preéséription drug) andy ateléastecie 


would lower the price, at least the confirmed addicts 


wouldn't have to steal $60 and $70 worth of merchan- 
dise a day, and contribute to that crime rate, and 


at least it would cause a significant decrease in 


the growth of organized crime. 


I really have no answers as to 
solving the heroin problem as it relates to the 
medical and psychological effects of the drug itself, 
but I could see where, perhaps, some of the problems 
associated with it could be solved in this, perhaps, 


radical method. 


And now, I would appreciate questions 
from you and I will try to answer them using the 
basis of my experience as my criterion to answer 


your questions, and the basis of my observations for 
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the last three years. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You mentioned, 
Mr. Murray, that you had had experience of no 
recurrences from the use of hash. Have you ever 
had any experience of the use of hash of the kind 
described by!) Dr. Thurlow, as heavy usage? Are you 
talking about the same kinds of usage here? 

MR. MURRAY: Well, say, for a period 
of a month to a month and a half daily, or once every 


two days usage. Not any longer than, Say, a month 


oer a month and a half. But, even in that circumstance, 


after, like, I stopped using it for that length of 
time, in no way could there be anything I could 
relate to a recurrence from hashish. 

THE CHAIRMAN: During the period of 


use of hash, did you experience any recurrences or 


flashback?

I would like to say: that, perhaps, 


I may be an exception and not the rule, but, I believe 
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my contentions are held by a lot of people. My 
personal interrelationships with a large number of 
people in the community would tend to back up my 
Statements.) 2 realize, perhaps, I am a distinct 
individual, and my observations are really slanted 
by my own experiences, but I don't think they are 
in any way just applicable to me. I feel they are 
applicable to a good percentage, or a significant 
percentage, of the drug community, of drug users. 

DR. LEHMANN: Well, in this 
connection, let's assume for the moment that such 
recurrences,®flashbacks withovhashynmight besvalid -- 
may be valid evidence for it, but only, in perhaps, 
half a»percent of the users, which would -- if 
a million people used it, it would still amount to 
just about 5000 people, and that would be a very 
large number under great hazard. 

Now, have you closely examined, 
of about 200 people who use it regularly, hashish, 
and closely examined them about the occurrence of 
flashbacks? Because, that is -- if half a percent 
would occur, then you would have to examine at least 
200 closely. 

MR. MURRAY: I would say that I 
have had personal interrelationships concerning the 
use of drugs with, I would, in an accurate guess, 

I imagine would be in the vicinity of a hundred to 
maybe, a hundred and fifty people. 

DR. LEHMANN: So, you would miss 


one-half percent occurrence. In other words, that 
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would be 5000 people in a million users? 

MR. MURRAY: Yes.

I also found out that 
detectives were looking for me too. I've spent last 
night and today waiting for the inevitable arrest. 

i had) plannedstoa,stay. in. Hamilton 
only another six or seven weeks, and then set out on 
Ge tour around, £he.Worid,..a,teur that.would.take,about 
threeavears. ~Thatereality,and»all_the inténest, 
excitement and drive that it held for me, has now 
dissolved into confused thoughts of anger, fear and 
complete discouragement. 

I have never committed a wilful act 
of violence on another human being, nor have I ever 
been involved in any pre-meditated actions resulting 
in property loss or destruction. I have tried to 


live in this society with as little friction as possible 
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But it seems that our few unjust laws will continue 


to ignore, and even warp a person's moral convictions. 


The laws governing marijuana are morally unjust, and 
they must be changed before more damage is done to 
the ideals and dreams of Canada's young people. (Not 
with angry demands, but a concerned plea.) 

Before your readers dismiss this 
letter as the self-pitying whimperings of some 
degenerate dope fiend, I ask them: Could you spend 
a night and a day waiting for the axe to fall and 
destroy your life, and not feel the same? 

Please withhold my name for obvious 
reasons." 

I feel that that expresses what 
I was going through, waiting arrest, when I knew 
what was coming, and for something that I don't 
consider, and people who smoke it don't consider, 
is really a crime. And the time that I spent in 
jail, and the things Hee ae gone through -=- the 
alterations in my plans, I feel that the punishment 
is far more harmful, to myself especially, and to 
most people considered, than the crime could ever 
possibly be. 

THE PUBLIC: Did you receive cocaine 
and MDA, etc., from the same people that you received 
the cannabis from? 

“MR. MURRAY: Wo. Another thing -- 
I would like to talk about trafficking for a little 


while. I have never experienced or found any proof 


that theré was atyorganized trafficking=- the majority 
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of trafficking .in marijuana and. hashish is a result 
of organized. criminal agsociation. I imagine that 
the Mafia..does.do.some of its importing, of marijuana 
and hashish,. but in my experiences, generally, with 
dealers in; Hamilton and dealers in Toronto, it is 

all done on a personal. basis, where certain individ- 
Upleéeven go.to.the extent of hiring, their own 
private plane to bring the grass up from Mexico. 

And most of the LSD that I have used has come from 
California, is made in private, clandestine labora- 
tories in California, flown up or brought up by some 
method... It seems that most of the, traffic in mari- 
juana, hashish, and to a certain extent, LSD, is 

not associated with criminal behaviour, an organized 
group of criminals. There seems to be a climate 

of thought among the traffickers in marijuana and 
Dashweh, that they don"t get this idea of, "IPL 

get everybody hooked and make a million dollars."

THE CHAIRMAN: Ladies and gentlemen, 
we call this hearing of the Commission of. Inquiry 


into the Non-Medical Use of Drugs to order. I call 
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on Mr. Tom. Lynch of Lucas Secondary School, who will 
read a statement which was prepared by Mr. Bob Munroe 
who is not able to be here this afternoon. There is 

another gentleman with you, Mr. Lynch? 

MR. LYNCH: This is Dave Bottom. 

This is prepared by a group of students 
representing the Students! Council of the school, 
and I didn't have any hand in preparing this, but 
Dwele just mead dityeisedtLlediust.go throughubt:: 

"We, the students of Lucas, are quite 
concerned about the issues of today. We feel that 
students at our level, in the system, have done 

or very little, 

nothing/towards the bettering of society. Students 
at our level seldom know -- seldom have the chance 

to accomplish what we feel is necessary to get things 
done in this world. At Lucas, we feel this is the 
time to set a precedent of action and to take a stand 
in an issue which is very close and very immediate 
in our day to day lives. 

Nothing could be closer or more immediate | 
than drug use and abuse, and we believe that drug use 
and abuse is an indication of a number of general 


problems in society today. Drug abuse among teenagers 


educated or prepared for the abundance of leisure 
time in today's society could be a major factor 
in their turning to drugs. 

The pace ot today may be just too fast 
for today's teen to just jump in and keep in step. 
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may be caused by any number of causes «- not being 
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He, therefore, becomes frustrated and looks for a 
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release of his own emotions. 

Drug induced euphoria is a natural 
enough consequence. A breakdown in the family 
Situation means that a kid must turn somewhere for 
security and he naturally goes to his. peer group , 
where, chances are, to be cool, he'll turn on 
by using drugs. 

These are just a few of the causes 
of drug abuse. Other conclusions of drug abuse 
will be drawn at the end of this brief. 

This brief is presented under the 
auspices of the Lucas Secondary School Students' 
Council, on behalf of the students of that insti- 
tution's student body. 

We, the conpilors of this brief, 
believe that the position stated in this brief: is 
the opinion of the majority of the students in the 
said school, based upon they hypotheses and the 
contents of a short questionnaire given to a cross- 
section of the student body. 

The questionnaire was given to 
approximately 275 students within our school, about 
one-fourth of the total population -- two grade nine 
classes, two grade ten classes, seven grade eleven 
classes, two grade twelve classes and any number 
of grade thirteen students which could be approached. 

The questionnaire consisted of two 
basic questions. The first question was broken 
into three categories. The question was: Do you 


agree with the legalization of a) soft drugs, 
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consisting of marijuana and hash, etc.; (b) hard 
drugs, consisting of heroin, cocaine and the Opiates; 
and (c) chemicaléa== LSDss speed, amphetamines, DMT 
and mescaline. 

The second question asked if penalties 
should be the same for trafficking or possessing 
of these drugs as they are under Canadian law at this 
time. 

Reewelitvasd thesepquestions opinions 
were expressed on control of drugs, penalties, possible 
law changes, and other suggestions. The results were 
tallied in each cla$3rBy a show of hands. The teacher 
in every case conducted a study and tallied the results 
on a piece of paper. These papers were then handed 
GCocapmember ofithesStudents 'pCouncil’ tomcompiledthe 
results of the survey. These results are contained 
in the following: 

The first question asked was broken up, 
as previously stated, into three categories. The 
question was stated: Do you agree with the legali- 
gation Giunta) seftrdrugs, one(>) tharad drags? 

Nowy, the answers toe(a)y for seftrdrugs: 
Of the 275 students that responded to the questionnaire, 
approximately 210 wanted to see the drugs in this 
category legalized. There were a number of suggestions 
as to'how to control the selling of these drugs. 

These suggestions will benfound:at thesconclusion 
of this brief. Fifty-four percent were against the 
legalization of these drugs in any form. it) Ls 


interesting to note that of the 54% against the legali- 
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of these drugs, forty were in grade eleven or higher. 


PlSO, Of the fifty-four, thirty-six were female. 


Hard, drugs -4. Of, the. same. 275, students, 


71 wanted to see the use of these drugs legalized. 
The reasons varied, but the common theme seemed to 
be that these people had to get the money to feed 
their habit from somewhere, and some of it would be 
by way of crime. Rather than that, the students 
would like to see these drugs provided for those 
who must have them, possibly like they have it in 
Britains The remaining 204 students were against 
legalization of these drugs in any form. 

(ec) Chemicals :),O0fi ther 275 students 
questionned, 257 thought chemicals of all types, 
excepting the drugs used on prescription, should not 
be legalized or condoned in any way. The remaining 
18 thought they should be legalized. 

The.second main question on the 
questionnaire was: Should the penalties be the same 
for trafficking or possession of all these categories 
of the drugs, as they are now? The survey came out 
with a majority of 250 to 225 favouring lesser 
penalties for possession of all, except chemicals; 
speed possession laws should be revised; trafficking 
should be severe for chemicals and hard drugs and 
less,.for.soft drugs. 

Conclusions: .-\Drug  abuse@eis an in- 
dication of bigger problems in society. Family 
break-ups, abundance of leisure time, frustrations, 


peer group influence; "Getting hooked will never 
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happen to me, only other people" seems to be a common 
attitude. 

We suggest marijuana be controlled 
like alcohol with a minimum age, etc.; in much the 
Same way, and cigarettes fall into the same category. 
Speed control laws should be modified or even 
expanded -- make it illegal to possess more than 
three ounces, or just illegal for possession entirely, 
and stricter control of drug manufacturers and dis- 
tributors, which mostly, now, are responsible for 
the production of half the speed on the black market 
we have today. 

They feel that heroin should be given 
to addicts in special centres in a series of special 
hospitals such as Victoria, seventh floor, established 
across Canada so addicts or users can go there 
without fear no matter where they are, for any help 
they might need with their drug problem."

UThe fagst. thing that muse pe wunder= 
stood is that drugs are not the problem but are 
symptomatic of the problem. Therefore, any attempts 
to ameliorate the drug situation through legal channels 
are indirect. The drug problem is a manifestation 
and (inaudible) ps Lis, and Antrinsic 
in contemporary society. Drugs are, therefore, a 


response to a need, and not an end but rather a means 
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to an end. 

It is necessary then.to. acknowledge 
that drugs of all sorts have a Very  S2onwiicant 
part in society today. Hence, people will continue 
to procure them through whatever channels are open 
to them, irregardless of the illegality of their 
actions. Therefore, it must be admitted that the 
law enforcement in the drug situation is not only 
impossible but inane. 

The drug problem can be mitigated 
only through social services, by tending to the 
individual's emotional and/or psychological problems 
responsible for the recourse to qdrugs.* The act that 
the drug*usé¢r “is, “in the eyes of the law, a criminal, 
Seriously hinders any means of help or even approacha- 
bility. Since it is unavoidable that the drug user 
will find drugs, it only becomes a matter of where. 
At the present time the source is largely attributed 
to the black market. This keeps the problem under- 
ground, making it impossible to deal with. Also, the 
quality of the drugs and the exorbitant prices only 
compound the problem. 

It is, therefore, recommended that 
all drugs be made available through appropriate 
institutions that are able to deal with the full scope 
of the individual's probe? /2s*amove drugs from 
the underground milieu, allowing the drug user access 
to people trained in helping him and to drugs of a 
quality which would be less deleterious to his health. 


This course of action is directed towards such drugs 
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as opiates, amphetamines and hallucinogens. 

Marijuana cannot be termed a problem, 
Outside the fact that it is illegal. Any anvesti- 
gationsinto its potential dangers have failed to 
turn up any substantial evidence that it is dangerous. 
I cite such investigations as that by pr. Norman 
E. Zinberg in Boston, in 1968; by the 
Mayor of New York City in 1942; the United States 
Army in 1925; and the Indian Hemp and Drug Commission 
in 1892-94. The facts are there, if people could see 
through the clouds of prejudice, myth and ignorance. 
There are no good reasons why marijuana should not 
be legalized, and a hundred reasons why it should. 
For example, it is providing a large source of income 
for black market profiteers. The laws against it 
are responsible for making criminals out of innumerable 
young people; they are very obvious evidence of bad 
laws; and the laws are infringing upon the freedom 
of each individual. 

It should again be stressed that 
changes in the laws on drugs are only serving to 
mitigate the problem, not to erase it. The drug 


problem is a symptom of a sick society. Only by 


confronting us, can we eventually solve the drug 
problem."

So, with that, let me indicate some 
of the background characteristics of the students 
that we sampled and then try to indicate the back- 
ground characteristics of both users and non users

The first was stimulants - dexedrine, 
benzedrine, amphetamines and speed; the second was 
sedatives such as barbiturates, amytal, seconal; 
the third one was tranquillizers; fourth, hallucino-— 
gens, except marijuana -- I think we made some 
ermouekhérey, bute thinkrthey'rednot dnastiant Wé 
included LSD, hash, and mescaline under all 
hallucinogens except marijuana, and we had a separate 
category for marijuana, and a separate Gategery her 
things ulikesgiue and «solvents |-+rthat kindyof thing. 
We tried to determine the extent of use and the 
kind of people who were using these various kinds 
ehedruds: 

To determine the background character- 
istics, we, rather arbitrarily decided on listing 
25 to 30 different kinds -- as many as we could 
think of, that we felt might be related to the use 
of drugs. First of all, we wanted to make sure 
that, as closely as possible, we had a student sample 
that was representative of not only the students 
of Western, but, perhaps, by extension, the students 
of--who might be all across Canada.

The median age of our sample population 
was 21, the median age at the university was 20.

We asked a question which we thought

bit surprised that students were not as affluent 
as we might have thought, averaging about $1,200 
per year, or this kind of money. We wanted to see 
if there was any relationship between the amount 
of money available and whether or not students were 
USinguersnoelusing cértaincakinds efedrugs ; 

As I mentioned before, in terms of 
the major fields of studies of our students, we 
got samples from sixteen different areas; again, 
primarily in Sociology, Law, Engineering. We compared 
these to the university population and by and large 
we got fairly -- I think a fairly representative 
sample of our university, with the exception of these 
three categories, which were purposefully put into 


the study. 


We also looked at the occupation, 


income, and educational backgrounds of the students’ 
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1 parents. We found that, not surprisingly, I think, 
2 that the students are primarily from upper-middle 

3 to upper class backgrounds in terms of Occupation. 
4 peventy percent of the’ parents were professional or 
5 white collar people. Income -- some 50% were above 
6 the $10,000 level. Education - some quarter of the 
7 parents had some university training. Now, this is 
8 consistent, again, with university people across 

9 Canada -- from a study done by Mayor Stronach

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We also looked at the residence, in 
terms of size, that the students had come from. 

Some 50% of our sample came from cities of 100,000 
or larger, while the students were -- both at the 
time the students were in high school and at 

university. That's, very roughly, consistent with 
the Canadian population on the whole for students. 

We found that mobility patterns -- 
there is some idea that people who are mobile, perhaps 
are less stable and more likely to use drugs and 
these kinds of things. We tried to develop indices 
Gf mobility wend weicound chat) most: of our students, 
some 50%, had lived in only one house during high 
and were relatively stable -- developing friendship

While at university, most of our 
students were either living in university. residences 
or in rented homes, apartments or boarding houses, 
for most of the period of time during which they 
were at the university. 

We also looked at family characteristics 
relating to, what we called, cohesion and authority, 
during the students' adolescent years, thinking that 
this may possibly be related to the use of drugs -- 

at 
such as divorce rates. We found that/less than 5% 
of our sample, parents had been divorced or separated 
while they had been in high school or during 
adolescent years. We found that some 25% of the 
students' parents both worked full time most of the 


time -- a relatively high figure, I think. 
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We also, thought that,..pérhaps., the 
number of children in the family might have some 
Belacuonsinip ,..and, parental, authority..-and.<che. amount 
of time parents spent with their children, and so on. 
We found. our sample was, roughly, equivalent. to the 
people in North America, two or three children 
families, were. the, norm, over,503.of our samplé came 
From, tamilies that had .two. om threawchi,..dreni. 

We also asked the question of parental 
dominance. We simply asked it that way and the 
student made his own identification, whether or not 
his parents were equally responsible for his decisions,

We found that from our sample, 
51% of the parents attended church once a week, 
about 30% of our students did the same. On the 
Othereendsol, that. ecale,,about,13% of,thenparents 
never went.to, church, and about 22% of our, student 
sample never went to church. We thought that, 
perhaps, this might be related to drug use, which 
i,wWill talk. esboutyiny a, second.

seems to be fairly typical of university students in 
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genenel jlyand; I thinksthat our) findings .can be, with 
some degrees of inaccuracy, I would say, generalized 
to, not only our university, but perhaps other 
universities throughout Canada. I would be interested 
to hear some of Mr. Campbell's statistics, here, 

on some of the studies he did, to see if there are 

any large discrepancies between ours. 

And, so with that, let me again, as 
briefly as I can, go through and examine the inter- 
relationships between some of these background 
characteristics in use and non use of students in 
Gums amp le.

$500. This figure for non users was 21%.

Field of study-- there was. We found 
a Significant relationship between the field of study 
and the use of drugs. The highest relative pro- 
portions of users appeared to be in Business, which 
is a bit of a surprise -- it was to us.

Now, within these 
classes there are various kinds of students and we 
happened to pick up 22 Business students as we went 
along, Business Students taking Courses.

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These were 22 -- they self-selected. 

PROFESSOR GRINDSTAFF: We got 100% 
return on our sample. We passed them out in class 
and they handed it back to us. Now, we got, 
roughly, 500: returns “out of 4 possible 600. Now, 
there were about 100 people who weren't in class 
that day, which is, perhaps, a little better than 
average; atileast in ‘my classes.

Social Science and Law ranked second and third res- 
pectively, in relative numbers of users, at the 
risk of putting my colleagues here in hot water with 
the Dean.

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drugs. For example, those students whose parents 
made over $20,000 -- they were 20% of our sample, 
the total student sample. Of the using sample, this 
made up 23%, so they were slightly more likely to 
use drugs, and this again, is not a significant 
result,

There 
may be a number of psychological and sociological 
reasons involved, or, perhaps, that could be something 
we could talk about here; it would, perhaps, be 
easier to talk over here rather than trying) to. 

But, there was a 
relationship between a mother or father dominance 
and use of drugs. 

There was no relationship between 
parents as regarding church attendance, and the 
Students' use of drugs, regardless of whether the 
parents were attending church once a week, three 
times a day, once a year, or never. We didn't seem 
bo, find any Sicnifticant, etatistically, relationship. 
However, there was a relationship between the 
subject's church attendance and his use of drugs. 
There was a definite inverse relationship that the 
drug use was higher as church attendance was lower.

PROFESSOR GRINDSTAFF: Either teachers 
giving warnings, at assemblies, or police officers, 
Cin OLtleials, tamity doctor.” In other words, 
something given in a formal sense rather than just 
saying, "Well, you shouldn't use drugs", could be 
described as a formal warning.

It is prevalent enough among all kinds of students, 
at university at least, that our study can be 
generalized to some extent across many universities.

The, basicyreason forsnen-medical,use, 
which we found to be very interesting, was not 
escapism, or anything like that. It was just pure 
curiosity, which tends to indicate that possibly 
university age students had more stable backgrounds; 
they were more or less experimenting with the use of 
drugs. Other relative percentages are given on page 36 
The lowest, to defy’ parents, and to defy authority. 

The frequency distribution of warnings 
regarding the dangers of the non-medical use of drugs, 
as Carl mentioned, we found it was important at the 
high school level, and the warnings received in high 
school --207 of 487 students tested had received the 
warnings; and in university it was 115 of the total 
Sanplese Insiciubs). and woubh, groups ;/ etc .joat) was 
only ‘64 Students of the total’ sample.

That table, by the way, 
is Table 9, which gives the Warnings -- Public OLL LC ies, 
school Gficials, Clubs and Doctors. The family doctor 
waS a source, which the students thought of as being 
important in terms of warnings. 

Students' attitudes of the effective- 
ness of formal warnings -- the majority felt that they 
were Of no good use, ofr of no usé, and Only 3.35 Cound 
they were very highly effective to discourage use. 
Again, this tends to confirm our university sample, 
and that warnings tend to be more effective when the 
student is in his younger years. Table 11 also shows 
the "former user" writing, which I have mentioned. 

In summary, nearly 30% of our sample had 
broken the law, through the non-medical use of drugs, 
mainly marijuana. In addition, over 50% of the 
students who had tried marijuana used it on other than 
an experimental basis. This is the only drug where 
use was significantly more than on an experimental 
basis. Thirty-eight percent smoked marijuana for an 
extended period. Most of the student sample who had 
received formal warnings saw little or no effectiveness 
in these warnings. Clearly, there is a legal and social 
problem of some magnitude at this university and most 
likely at many others. The remaining section of this 
report examine characteristics and attitudes of users 
and non users in a comparative manner. We found it 
important to examine these attitudes, simply because 
we did find a significant amount of usage at the uni- 


versity level, especially with marijuana, and, because

In terms of how the student sample 
viewed the reasons behind Parliament's present 
stance on the drug issue, a large proportion of the 
SLudente™thought that it was a thoughtful concern 
for the welfare of the individual and of SOCIETY.

"Marijuana leads to heroin and other nareoties"> as 
either one or two on the scale of eight. It might 
also be noted that 64% of thé same Sample dira"not 
agree that marijuana led to heroin or other narcotics.

on the drug issue, 64% of students saw no link 
between marijuana and the use of heroin and other 
narcotics. In terms of physiological or psychological 
damage, only 14.2% classed heroin -- or, classed 
marijuana with heroin in terms of the damage it could 
do to the individual. 

In all categories, except marijuana, 
a majority of the population thought extended use 
of any of the drugs would give rise to physical or 
mental harm to the user. We will compare these in 
terms of the non user and the user breakdowns later.

We compared the attitudes of users 
and=non wsers in’ this séction.. Both users. and non 
users, in most cases, felt that their parents’ 
attitudes toward why they should not use drugs non- 
medically was best reflected by the statement, 
"Don't use them, you will harm yourself physically 
or mentally." 

I should, perhaps, comment on a couple 
of the others, of those whose parents thought, "Do 


your own thing" or, "Do what you want", best 
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reflected their parents' attitudes-- a higher 
proportion were users. 

Table 4 -- we asked the students to 
assess what they had thought the effect of non- 
medical use in high school had on prestige. 

A large percentage of the sample, 
including users and non users, felt that it had no 
effect. Of those students who felt that drug use 
either raised or lowered prestige: (9.22) and 23.48 
percent respectively) rated proportionately high in 
the former category and proportionately low in the 
the latter.

OVer® Sei percent) of the” total sample 
felt that criminal penalties should be imposed for 
the non-medical use of hallucinogens, however, only 
41.98 percent of the users were included in this 
group. Now, while that's not a majority of users, 
that is a significant proportion of people who have 
used drugs, who also think there should be criminal 
Sanctions. 

In marijuana, however, only 6.82 
percent of all the users in the sample felt that 
criminal penalties should be imposed for its non- 
medical use -- 26.9 percent of non users were of 
this opinion. The result seems obvious; however, it 
may be based on a sincere belief that the act is not 
inherently criminal.

BRADY: A slightly higher propor- 
tion of students who had used drugs were of the 
Opinion that criminal penalties had no effect on 
non-medical use. Both groups, for the most pant, 
considered drug use an area of moral neutrality, and 
Surprisingly, seventy-two percent of users agreed 
that present drug laws would be radically different 
if our decision-makers were more a product of the 
times. And we asked -- this probably is -- we asked 
the student sample whether or not they thought the 
use of marijuana led to the use of heroin and other 
narcotics in a cause and effect relationship. Now, 
while the relationship here, réally,iels not statisti=-" 
cally significant, I think it is, for your purposes 
in terms of what you decide is necessary, perhaps, 
by way of an educational program. 

Ninety-one percent of students who had 
used drugs did not believe that use of marijuana 
led to the use of heroin and other narcotics, as 
opposed to 63.51 percent of non users.

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In Table 12, "which of the main drugs 
do you think are harmful to the physical and mental 
well-being of a non-medical user over a long period 
of Cime?” <= Tf would point out’in marijuana, a 
Significant portion thought it would be harmful 
to both the physical and mental well-being of the 
user. 

And in terms of the attitudes in respect 
of some possible effects of the legalization of 
marijuana -- users and non users differed somewhat 
in their feelings on how the legalization of marijuana 
would affect society. However, in most cases, the 
responses of both groups were that legalization would 
not affect the traditional cultural patterns. 

Eighty-three percent of the users 
thought there would be no difference in the level of 
sexual promiscuity. Over 75 percent of non users 
agreed. Drug users were more inclined to predict 
a decline in ‘the consumption of alcohol ‘than ‘non 
users. Non users were more often of the opinion 
that emotional problems would increase than were 
users. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: Coming back to 
Table liye you dont mind, On ‘page O53 did 4 strike 
you that the percentage of users of stimulants who 
thought that this drug should be classed with heroin 
was much greater than the percentage of non users, 
and didyou care to calculate the chi square? 

MR. BRADY: We may have that information

We can find that information for you,. if you like. 
Would you just make a note? 

In Appendix I, we did a brief comparison 
of che attitudes Of Jaw students ac compared to the 
remainder of the student body. Because of the -- 
it seemed appropriate to examine the attitudes of 
Students of law, insofar as they should have an 
understanding of existing sanctions. There were 
no differences, though, between law students and 
the rest of the sample in their attitudes towards 
drugs other than hallucinogens and marijuana. The 
differences are set out in Pits two tables, very 
briefly, onspages 107 and 108. 

Law students were of the opinion, 
however, that the drug laws were not as baie y 
enforced as most other laws, 60%; and that current 
drugs laws brought the legal institution into 
S6érious disrepute, 71%. Thesé figures were pDropor= 
tionately high when compared with the rest of the 
student sample. Although most students felt that 
there would be few changes in other areas of society 
aS a result of marijuana, law students were even 
less likely to think other societal changes would 
Come. about. 

In summary, the law student was more 
liberal in his attitudes toward the use of marijuana 
and, 1ts consequences. in terms of other drugs, law 
students' attitudes were much the same as the rest 


of the sample.

MR. “ROSS3!) Just by way of +a Very 
quick conclusion; this is about the only-time in our 
study that we allowed ourselves to Express "a Viutle 
bit of opinion that we couldn't refrain From, On one 
page: 

In conclusion, almost 30 percent of 
the sample surveyed, had at some time broken the 
existing laws prohibiting the non-medical use of 
drugs. A larger proportion disagreed fundamentally 
with what they believed to be the reasons eh sKek—hallmt mele! 
the present legislative ‘stance. Over 70 percent 
of the students surveyed did not feel that criminal 
penalties should be imposed for the use of marijuana. 
Since "6ur "purpose in presenting this report is des- 
criptive, we do not propose any Specific reforms. 
However, considering the fact that the university 
population will undoubtedly produce many of our 
future business and political leaders, we feel these 
results should be examined with great care. Such 
widespread dissatisfaction with the present position, 
and the seemingly minimal deterrent effect of existing 
laws, underscore the need for some change. 

In addition, because of recent publicity 
concerning marijuana and drug use generally, the law, 
the legal institutions, and the law-makers have 
Game Under Close Borutiny., At a time when there is 
a growing credibility gap between our decision making 
bodies and the young people in our society, the need 
for responsible law-making is imperative. We must 


not allow political expediency to interfere with a 
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rational approach to such a controversial issue. 
With this in mind, we have presented this data, 

as objectively as possible with the sincere hope 
that’ it wihl’ be'ofSassistance tovthe Commission, 
insofar as it represents the attitudes and behaviour 
of an important section of Canadian society.

MR. McTAVISH:s Yes, I am Mr. McTavish.

Dr. Faveri, who is a psychologist in the Guidance Divis on

The 
second paper, of which you received copies now, is 
simply a different kind of analysis of the same 
information that was reported previously, and it 
extends and enriches our understanding of that 
particular data. There are some other analyses which 
have been completed and have not yet. been| written up, 
and (his, 1s, being, done,) L.beldeve,.by, the localrA.R.F.

MR. McTAVISH: The survey was made, 
and the Board became alarmed about the situation 


in London and so, in. January ),of),this,year, I was 
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asked to develop a Task Force to look into the 
problem and try to come up with some type of solution 
as far aS secondary school students were concerned, 
im the teuty. Ihe imacial reaction 1S to Nave 

another survey to see what the problem was at this 
time. But, after consulting with people who were 

on the firing line, we decided that this would be a 
waste of time and money and we had better get on with 
the job. We haven't given up the idea of additional 
BUPveyS oteQ On, and in Tact, if 1s coming: wp for 
discussion next fail. But at this particular time 

Wer reyeceed Chis 10deq. 

On March 17 we presented an interim 
bepor. LO the Board; that is, our Task Force, and 
you Nave a copy of this report. 

We feel, after considerable discussion 
and argument, that our job is a preventative one, 
and So we first take a look at curriculum. . We feel 
the curriculum hasn't been too relevant in this 
particular area. Our teachers have not been knowl- 
edgeable in the area. We feel that we have got to 
do something about this, and we are proceeding in 
this area at the present time. We feel that the 
curriculum has to be moved down to a lower level 
because it is the feeling of the people who are on 
the firing line and are close to the students in the 
secondary school that the situation has moved to 
a much lower level. And, in fact, in some cases, 
into the elementary school system. 
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we haven't any statistics to prove it, but we do 
know that these people have been close to the students 
who, I think, are close to the situation. 

In addition to the problem of curri- 
ie bie we have the problem of training staff, and 
this, I might say, is a major problem. We are not 
only talking about people who become more knowledgeable 
in the area, and who are able to give, let's Say, 
the facts as they appear, to the students, the accurate 
facts as they appear at the particular time, to 
students, but also people who have an understanding, 
havea feeling, for students. ,I.think: this»is rather 
crucial in this whole situation, 

We also feel that thete,is, an area 
of concern for the student who has had this problem, 
who wants to go back into the school system, wants 
rather desperately, in some cases, to go back, attempts 
Les Comesibeci) amd wand that: ite bs, just,more tthan he 
can cope with, emotionally, at that particular point 
in time. And so, we have suggested to our Board ~.im 
this brief, that there is a need for a half-way 
school. By half-way school we mean the type of school 
where we could have a small number of students who 
are not emotionally ready to face a classroom situation. 
These may be students who have a drug problem and they 
may be students who have other emotional problems. 

We wouldn't care to label the school 
for just youngsters who are having drug problems, 
but rather a school for youngsters who are having 


emotional problems. But, maybe after a month, two 
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months, three months, when at the particular time 

the teachers, and the student and the psychologist 
who iS giving the back up service in this area, 
decided that the student is ready to make a transfer 
across into the regular school system, then that 
transfer could be made with some reasonable assurance 
of the success of the Students, because we know now 
many young people are coming back into the school 
system, who have problems, and missed four or five 
weeks of school, and find themselves in a Situation 
that they just can't cope with, and Say they are out 
of the picture, discouraged, upset, disgusted in many 
cases, and back into another problem, in some cases. 

We also feel that we have a responsibility 
to work in the community, through the community, and 
I am not sure whether anyone from the Mayor's 
Committee on Drug Dependency for the City of London 
has presented a brief today or not, but we have one 
person on that committee working with it; through it. 
And since that committee has been formed I think more 
has been done at the community level in the CLE Sto 
get the show on the road, so to speak, and probably 
in the last five or six weeks, than had been done in 
the past two or three years. 

We do feel there is a problem in 
secondary schools. We are trying to work toward that 
problem. We don't say that we have the solutions 
because we don't, and I % not sure that anyone really 
does, but we are prepared to answer any questions 


that you may have. 
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MR. CAMPBELL: In a number of our 
hearings during the last two months, when people 
have spoken of drug education programs, some have 
Said that there is a need to include in the program 
boch’ whety 60 lady be cailleds the! “hard fatts"waand the 
scientific information about known effects of 
various drugs, but also information about the 
inevitably, extremely subjective effects of the 
drug experience, personally, a/ syncratic )experience 
of ‘the individual,” that) this! is’ part. of! the drug 
phenomenon, and that an educational program should 
report these effects, which are often defined as 
beneficial effects of a drug experience, along with 
the other types of information. 

Have you come to any conclusion about 
the appropriateness of such inclusion in drug 
education programs? 

MR. McTAVISH: This is a pretty rough 
question, as you probably realize’. I think we ‘have 
GO: (De) TONES GWA GY Ghe® Younge Sal think rth psi ais 
important,,.-and) maybe’ this “1s onepof our problems. 
And so, I think these effects would have to be 
reported. I think they have to reported, when they 
give us the best, up-to-date information, And there 
is a danger, I think, here, in that the picture 
changes almost daily, it seems to me, and we get 
one report that, “this is accurate information", and 
the next week, it is not information. So the whole 
problem is a very delicate problem. 
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when you are dealing with young people, you must 
Simply be as honest as you can about the situation 
atembheat pert cud ara time: 

One thing that we rejected was the 
crash program type of idea. I think this was 
mentioned earlier, although we were having trouble 
hearing at the back; the idea of taking a day to 
discuss drugs. We don't feel, our committee doesn't 
feel that this is the way the approach should be 
made. We have investigated this a little bit. In 
the Victoria school system, the Victoria Board did 
this. I read the evaluation sheets, which vary a 
great deal, but when you read the evaluation sheets 
of the young people and many of the teachers, the 
overall success of the program was pretty limited. 
widtseussed itrwith DratLewibsva sociology professor 
at Harvard University, who had been involved in 
this business, who had interviewed young people 
after a day's program in one of the American schools; 
these two young people suggested to him, that if 
it was worth taking a day off school, it was certainly 
worth trying. So, we have rejected this type of 
approach. 

DR. FAVERI: Could I make a comment with 
regard to your question? I think we all agree that 
research is mecessary, certainly research in a 
subjective association with respect to the various 
compounds that are being used. As research programs 
develop in Canada, the United States and elsewhere, 


efforts are being made to evaluate such effects, such 
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as LSD affecting intelligence, expanding consciousness, 
and so on, and I think we should be prepared to 
discuss these research programs factually and 

honestly. 

MR. CAMPBELL: What role do you see 
being played, say, at the high school level, in drug 
education, by the high school student who, perhaps, 
has a good deal of drug experience himself, or by 
other young people who have had a drug experience 
themselves? 

DR. FAVERI: viens tie t iar fo Cul foto 
answer. Speaking in terms of preventative measures, 
we are exploring or presently establishing programs 
which start early in the student's academic career. In 


what to do , . 
terms of/in the present situation, it is extremely 


difficult. I think what we have to do is explore 
approaches. No one has the answer. I believe that 
we should tell it as.it.is, as best we can. I believe 


that we should try to discuss both aspects of drug 
usage. I believe we should talk about why people 
take drugs and why also it includes the drug effect, 
the subjective experience, what experiences some 
people have where they find pleasure. 

I think we should talk in terms of 
risks in taking them. There are obviously risks 
1n CONHECELONm Ghytasing drugs <u» 1 think we should 
emphasize the risk taking associations. 

MR...STEIN: This ,morning, we, had. a 
presentation from two pharmacists, who stressed their 


philosophical orientation as being one in which they 
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would like to see something that they called 
responsible use™of Grugs. | Usihg' that as. a RWOR-off, 
the question is, do you, in your theoretical framework 
of a drug program, have a philosophical stance to 

the question of non-medical drug use? In other words, 
putting it very simply, would you go along with the 
idea that the major role of education is to provide 
people with educational tools or material information 
to make wise, reasoned choices, or is the role of 
education to enable people to come to a decision 

not to use certain drugs, or is it something else 
entirely. 

MER. MerAVIisSH :Cadr thinks uttediss cox 
responsibility to present the facts as they stand. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Without any point of view, 
or without any conscious objective? 

MR. McTAVISH: Unless asked by a parti- 
cular student. Do you mean, should we try to 
influence youngsters in the classroom in a particular 
direction one way or the other?

I think it is absolutely impossible to 
deal with any issue without your own position showing, 
whether you talk about religion, sex, drugs, or 
anything else, «Standsraregoing to be: taken vin 
the educational system in terms of the value or of 
the teacher. 

MR. STEIN: '» The reason Ivdasked is, that 
one of the statements we have heard made over and 
over again 18, that if information is:presented with 
a hidden bias, then they immediately reject it, even 
if it is valid information, and too often the programs 
have had a hidden bias that maybe would have been 
better being stated bold facedly -- you know, this 
is a bias, and the bias is, non-medical use is bad, for 


example, and this education is to help you come to 
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that decision. Maybe stated bluntly, some students 
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have said to me, they would, perhaps,.not bein 
Favour Of. its. but they would listen. But when the 
bias that you are LELerringwtocis existing and is 
not stated bluntly, and there is a pretense of 
objectivity, if that.is,what.it is, then the whole 
material just never gets engaged. It 1s rejected 
off hand as being suspect. 

DR. STENNETT: I think the point that 
Dr. Faveri has made is that you've JOt to -tellvit the 
way it is as honestly as you can, otherwise if the 
Students see that you're phony, that there's some 
discrepancy ~--

DR. STENNETT; I'm not so sure, also, 
that the real teacher, in terms of attitude change 
and decision making, one to, be: the: adwilt. iny the 
Situation. Certainly at the high school level 
the children are going to influence one another, in 
views, a lot more substantially than the adult is, 


so it is a participant discussion, process, I think, 
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which enables youngsters to come to a reasoned

MR. CAMPBELL: What is the attitude of 
the high school to the student who is known to use 
drugs or who is known to use drugs at school? 

MR. McTAVISH: Are you asking what the 
policy is within the school? 

IMiLe“wiwt vary  erom Scnool to school, 
but I think, in general, the feeling is that we have 
a responsibility to help young people, regardless 
of what the problem is, whether it is drugs, whether 
it is an emotional problem of any type. We have a 


number of psychologists working in the schools with 
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young people, We have established a system of 

what we call "contact people" in the NiGiyepachoolLs. 
This is an individual who has had some Cre ning, 
who is prepared to make a contact with the Seventh 
Floor, Victoria Hospital, or the Addiction Centre, 
On Metro Crisis=~- in fact, we have one of them here 
who has gone through this a number of times; who is 
prepared to help the staff member, who is thrown -- 
and it is quite an experience for a young person or 
a teacher to have a youngster coming at him with a 
flashback, let wé.«ayecikrommiSD.. This happened one 
day in our school <= a beginning teacher ,; just 
getting off the ground -- to have someone in the 
school, to help with the youngster. OSGi, dept hu rks 
our role is basically one of helping the young people, 
regardless of what the problem may be. 

MR. CAMPBELL: YVould this be consistent 
with the policy of the school towards other students 
violating other aspects of criminal law? 

Mien MOTAVISH: kh sthink. So.) din .other 
words, what you are suggesting is, what about the 
Student who is drinking under age, would this be the 
type of thing when we call the police in there, that 
sont ,of thingy? 

MR. CAMPBELL: Or sCnebEs 

MR» McTAVISH: | Yes, vbhaiue «bs consistent 
with the way we handle it. Quite often it is contact 
with the home. In the case of this particular 
problem we are dealing with here today, I think that 


a certain amount of respect has to be given to 
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youngsters‘wishes as far as contact with the home, 

because sometimes the problem is right there. 

However, the eventual aim, I think, should be to try 

to bring the home and the youngster together. We 

Seid carhbper pnthvenats 2a wisk taking business, and 

I think, to some degree, we are doing just that in 
secondary school. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Are you involved to any 
extent with adult education, the education of parents 
vis a vis drugs? 

MRS MOTAVISH senThiseis: asmajor taréay 
and the few of us who have been involved in this are 
literally swamped with the Opportunity of going out 
to speak to adult groups. There seems to be a bit 
of a panic among many adults and a GEeatogdeal of sour 
time in talking with them is not spent talking about 
marijuana, LSD or anything else, but rather in talking 
in terms of attitudes in the family, and being good 
listeners, and establishing relationships within the 
family sivthisttype oiething. orArndethenrpoeint owbpvit 
there is a problem within the family, where they 
could turn to some counsellors for help. 

MR SASCANPBELEGS  Couldcyou telbausca. bit 
more about the attitudes of the parents and students 
in the London schools, to drugs? How are they 
reacting, what are they feeling, what do they want, 
what is their concern? 

MR. McTAVISH: I think there are a variety 
of concerns. _ I «think we’-- and I represent one of 


them because I have four children between the ages 
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of thirteen and eighteen -- I think we are of a 
different generation, with a different series of 
problems. I think their.reaction.varies a great 
deal, depending upon the person; reactions of panic 
over Situations where I don't think there is any 
need for panic for a person -- right down through 
andifference’. »And.Dr..Faveri. is on the firing,.line 
and he is dealing with parents and youngsters in 
this problem, and maybe he can answerthis. 

DR. FAVERI: Speaking to parent-teacher 
groups, some of the frequently expressed attitudes 
er questions, are attitudes of concern. Many parents 
are asking for symptoms and signs. Many parents are 
asking, "What do I do when I discover that my child 
is on drugs?" Many are interested in knowing what 
facilities are available within the community, what 
facilities are available within the school, what are 
we doing about the drug problem in school? Many 
Parents, aren concerned as. to what they can do. as 
individuals about the drug problem, or as a community 
Organization. "What, can. we,.do about, it?" 

MR,- CAMPBELL: What is the nature of 
their anxiety about drugs? Why do they panic? Why 
do they worry? What is it they see in drugs that 
causes this concern? 


DR. FAVERI: iniehinky ainitecudes: aace 


involved. We have been raised to believe that drugs 
are used for medicinal purposes. They are a means 
to an end. If a person has a physical or emotional 
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extremely difficult to comprehend the attitudes that 
the kids have with respect to drug use; i.e. use it 
for recreational purposes. I think there is a large 
ignorance factor involved. I think parents are 
confused with the contradictions that appear in the 
popular press, particularly-in respect. of marijuana, 
and also with respect to LSD and the controversy in 
respect to chromosome breakage, and so on. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Where do you see the 
anxieties misplaced? Where do you think they are 
exaggerating their anxieties; misperceiving the 
Situation? 

DRebFAVERIs),ITyean) onlywspeak for myself. 
Value judgments are involved, and with respect to 
drugs, I have to agree with Dr. Unwin. I think it 
was Dr. Unwin who stated that/validation to blocking 
sentences is no substitution for empirical fact. And 
this is specifically true of marijuana and hashish. 
We do not know enough about it. If a child has been 
using a compound that we know very little about, I am 
naturally going to be anxious. Also, you have the 
humanitarian aspect, depending on what age group you 
are talking about. I am concerned when I see a twelve 
or thirteen year old involved with drugs. So, I think 
that as an individual I can empathize and appreciate 
the anxiety that many parents are experiencing, parti- 
cularly with regard to drugs. 

MR.& STEING.Woulgd.dt bes your contention, 
then, that the use of a drug about which there is 


not a sufficient amount of knowledge, would constitute 
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abuse, because you indicated your concern about abuse 
of substances that are not well known. I wondered, 
if by definition, you were saying that any use of 

an unknown substance is abuse. Is that your position 
On thirs? 

Piss CAVERLY Leino Le dire icure co 
define abuse. Let us talk in terms of uSage. “For 
example, there are phenomena associated with certain 
compounds that are almost foreign to us. The concept 
of flashbacks. One may have flashbacks--using LSD 
once makes one vulnerable to flashbacks. I think 
there are risks involved. One starts and makes 
himself vulnerable to flashbacks. We are not told 
that flashbacks are found with regard to marijuana 
and hashish use. 

MR. STEIN: I appreciate that point, 
but are you suggesting that there is no relative 
potential for knowing at this point the different 
Narm that May occur, and that all Gf the hallucinogens 
are in one category of being reasonably unknown, and 
therefore, they ail are very -- they are all sufficiently 
risky, that any use is ipso facto dangerous? Is this 
your contention? 

DR. FAVERI: I would feel that way. TI 
mean, what is dangerous, in a definitional question? 
Dangerous in terms of physiological factors or 
sociological factors, social factors? I appreciate 
the complexities involved. But, unfortunately, when 
dealing with a thirteen, or fourteen or fifteen year 


old, my values are going to come through. 
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MR.STEIN;: Would you have the same 
concern for a nineteen, twenty or thirty year old? 

DR. HAVERT 20 Yes, "1 wothd? Il think we 
€an ‘carry ion ra) more meaningful discussiion in that 
he would be prepared to raise relevant issues and 
question some of my comments, but I would try 
to be as objective with him as I am with a thirteen 
or fourteen year old. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Any other questions or 
comments? 

DMHEMEUBLTC,: Mp.AMcTavish » there has been 
a great deal of talk about the sincerity of your 
program. Well, I would like to question the sincerity 
oD the Board om Educatiqnws At our School , a Mr’. 
Morley, informed about eight of us that this Commission 
was coming to town and we asked our administrators 


at the school af we icould do a@ survey to present to 


this Commission. We went into a series of classrooms 
and that afternoon -- we were completely unbiased 
in our questions -- that afternoon a mother phoned 


into thei school end saidja"what's this about hippies 

going around to the classrooms and telling our kids 

to smoke pot?", and we were told to cool it témporarily. 

This was seven weeks ago. Since then your Commission 

has:formedia littlé group in our school, which is to 

look into the problem, which is comprised of nine 

super straight students who spell marijuana with an "h". 
Another case example, you were talking 

about what you would do when you found out about 


students that were taking drugs. I know of one student 
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who was a speed freak, who was suspended from school 
because of a zoning by-law, because of where his 
parents lived. How do you expect students to believe 
you,are telling it like it is with, those kinds of 
tactics? 

MRi MeTAVISH: ~Lafeel, in,.our -society 
this type of thing goes on in any situation. I can 
ony peek! art jas. CALS iwith sme »-asi. Dam trying to, work 
through the problem in my own mind, and as I am 
hoping I can get through to people, who, maybe don't 
understand the problem, because it is something new; 
it is a bit of a fear of the unknown. 

I realize there are two groups in the 
particular school which you are referring to. I believe 
that in my -—=»I could be wrong, but I believe that 
everyone was invited to a meeting, the so-called 
Straight kids,and .others. I am asking you, did you 
go, did you Bake ppartcin: this?,,,.Beqause in the,school 
of which I was principal until January, there is a 
committee of fifteen youngsters, and I understand, a 
waiting list to get on that committee, made up of 
straight kids and many other kids, and I have been 
working with them. I have had three of them ona 
committee, a sub-committee, the Mayor's committee 
working with me. They made some suggestions about 
going to the student body about summer facilities. 

We have done this. 

Tt may be that you have been rebuffed in 

many cases, but I am asking you, did you get into 


that committee as it was called and formed? 
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fin evo. wes, LULA. 2 wee Om tiac 
committee and that committee -- I went to the first 
two meetings and sat around and talked about the 
“drug problem", and came up with such famous resolu- 
tions as "Speed was more dangerous than grass", and 
no attempt whatsoever was made to look into the 
problem at any serious depth. We tried to force upon 
the idea of interviewing the students on a large scale 
to test opinion, but the general consensus that they 
were representative enough of the student body. 

MR. MCTAVISH: How about the rest of your 
friends -- you say there were nine straight kids. 

How many other kids were on it? 

THE PUBLICS “Three. 

DR. McTAVISH: How about getting the rest 
of your buddies. You could get, you know, ten, and 
hold the balance of power. 

THE PUBLIC: This was after we made our 
attempt with the classrooms, and, in fact, there were 
more than nine, there were twelve of us who worked 
there all together, and we did work with 400 students 
and we did quite comprehensive work on them. And we 

were told this was the tip of the iceberg and 

we had better wait and see what would happen. And 
we asked back three times, "Has anything been seen 
yet?" And they said, "No, we are still looking." 

McTAVISH: Well, I can only say that 
you Met With a renulr, ks0an also say that “che 
administration are under pressure from both sides of 


the fence. In this particular case, I think they have 
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given you a fair amount of leeway, and they ran into 
a problem, and whether, you know, the problem was 
exaggerated maybe by the parent, by the youngster, 
am@ somforth,jeand thisoisea,fairdyroutine.,type. thing 
in a school situation. 

THE PUBLIC: The problem was one parent 

phoned in, and that parent understood the situation 
after one telephone call with the administration. 
She apologized, then said she had made a mistake, and 
after that there was no other opposition, but we were 
still told we could not continue our work to prepare 
a brief to this Commission. 

Mw MolAvyishs «di. GOGr Yo... can, t answer 
for the adminaseraion,. but... can only: say that 1 think 
we are, trying to, run things in.a, sincere fashion.. 

If you are questionning our sincerity, then I am

THE. CHAIRMAN: . Would it be helpful, to 
have students on the Task Force? I was looking down 
the list there. Has any thought been given to this? 

MR. McTAVISH: Maybe Dr. Faveri can outline 
something that we are thinking in terms of. 

DR. FAVERI: We have a proposal or a model 
that is presently being worked on by a sub-committee 
that encourages student involvement. 

Are you familiar with the treatment work 
that has been proposed for the city of London? 

Very briefly, the use of a treatment 


network has been proposed and will be operational 
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in the very near future, The use of the two GLty 

hospitals will serve as crisis control units for 

individuals experiencing the crisis, and they will 

be admitted into the Crisis Control Unit and they 

will remain there for a period of twenty-four or 

seventy-two hours and an assessment will be made at 

that time. If the individual requires further 

Gheatment, voluntary aorsumajor, he will be transferred 

to a stabilization unit to be located at the London 

the 

Bsychiatnic Hospital, wiht A cindividual «does snot 

require extended treatment, he will be referred to 

either one of the central social agencies within 

the community or to the Addiction Research Foundation. 
Now, we are aware of the fact that 

students will have drug problems, will be admitted 

to, the. crisis: ;centrelpiwisl bvweturn to! school." We 

have proposed this model, and briefly, our objectives 

are to provide a meaningful and workable model that 

1s closely integrated with the recently proposed 

treatment network; a model that attempts to deal with 

the drug situation that presently exists within the 

school; it attempts to maximize the successful 

treatment for the student with a drug problem; it 

incorporates preventive measures which will be on 

the conventional educational approach; it permits 

the active participation of all secondary school 

students within the London area in all aspects of the 

adruowprebiem, And finally, it permits greater teacher 


and parental involvement in the control and treatment 


of.the drug using student. 
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Now, there are a host of problems 
associated with the model, but we hope to work them 
through. 

In essence, we envisage the Board of 
Educations Task Force forming a sub-commitee of 
student representatives from all secondary schools 
within the community. Now, that includes private, 
public and separate as well. 

We feel that serious consideration should 
also be giver to’ include student representatives from 
Althouse College, Fanshawe College, London Teacher's 
College and also the University of Western Ontario. 

The purpose of this Student Committee —-- 
we are referring to it as a City-wide Student Conmitee, 
fe Wili-aduress wtselr to alt matter related "to “the 
non-medical use of drugs by students and youth in 
general. The committee will assist with ongoing 
ana future community program that are designed to 
deal with the drug problem.” It will co-ordinate 
drug related programs and activities within the 
London Secondary School System, and it will also 
have permanent representation on the Board of Educa- 
tion's Task Force. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I thought I heard you say 
the Task Force would be a separate committee. 

DR. “FAVERT=" The ‘opiriiion) as“that the 
City-wide Committee would be a sub-committee of the 
Task Lorce. 

THE CHAIRMAN: And there would be student 


representation on the ‘Task Force? 
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DRG eg PAVERS: NASISHA 
THE PUBLIC; , Who would pick the students? 
DR. FAVERI: We would hope that they 
would volunteer their services. Our criteria for 


admission to the committee, admission will be ona 
voluntary. basis... The student volunteer, we feel, 
should be prepared to spend one weekend attending a 
drug workshop where he will have an opportunity to 
acquire an in-depth understanding of all aspects of 
the drug problem, and student representatives must 

be prepared to form the nucleus of the drug committee 
within his own secondary school. 

Each secondary school will provide 
students to serve on this City-wide Committee, the 
number of students representing a given secondary 
school -- we haven't worked this out, being dependent 
upon the student population and the approximate 
nature and extent of the drug problem in the school. 

Now, we envisage this City-wide Committee 
forming into seven sub-committees, and the sub- 
committees and a general statement regarding the 
purpose of each as as follows: 

1, .An education sub-committee. Now, 
this would closely be related to the Addiction 
Research Foundation. Its purpose is to explore 
effective means of. communicating problems. associated 
with drug abuse to students; to evaluate, co-ordinate 
and actively participate in extra curricular drug 
education at the city-wide secondary school level. 


2. A treatment sub-committee, again 
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closely related to the Addiction Research Foundation, 
and hopefully co-ordinated by them. 

The purpose is to explore the effective 
ise OL StLUUeNtS “11 Crisis Situations and the 
rehabilitation process of drug users; to co-ordinate 
and actively participate in city-wide student programs 
related “Co crisis intervention and the long term 
Leeatment "OL youthful Gruc users. 

A third sub-committee, a Research sub- 
committee, closely related to the Addiction Research 
Foundation, and our Research Division; to address 
itself to acquiring reliable information about the 
incidence of drug usage and patterns of drug abuse 
within the schools. 

A Discipline-Control sub-committee. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What would that cover? 

DR. FAVERI: To recommend to the Task 
Force a uniform city=wide’ disciplinary policy 
regarding the use, possession and trafficking of 
drugs, Of 1lTicit drugs by students on school property 
and school time; to recommend, co-ordinate and 
implement effective control measures related to the 
illicit use of drugs within the schools. 

Fifthly, an Action sub-committee. The 
purpose, to explore factors and conditions within 
the schools and the community in general that 
directly or indirectly promote, encourage and/or 
léad to the usé of drugs by students; to recommend, 
co-ordinate and implement measures that will 


effectively ameliorate those conditions which lead 
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to drug abuse and over which the school has some 
degree of control. 

Sixthly, a Fund Raising sub-committee to 
explore a variety of ways Lpkehaierty funds can be 
raised for drug and youth related services within the 
community; to implement and co-ordinate student efforts 
at fund raising. 

Seventh, a Public Relations sub-committee. 
The purpose, to improve the image that the adult 
community presently has of the average secondary 
school student; to co-ordinate communication related 
to; .dnug, usage by students, and, student, efforts, to; deal 
with the drug problem; to. relate. such. information. to, the 
community at large and to the student Drug Committees 
within each secondary school. 

Now, we suggest this overall city-wide 
committee of students representing all secondary 
schools within the community, and we envisage a 
Drug Committee within each secondary school, with 
seven sub-committees that correspond to those sub- 
committees in the overall city. 

The nature of the Drug Committee within 
a secondary school: it would be chaired by the nurse, 
the psychologist, the guidance personnel,,.,.the, contact 
person or staff member acceptable to both students 
and administration... Each school's representative 
on the City-wide Committee would serve as the nucleus 
about which the Drug Committee will form. Membership 
would be on a voluntary basis and open to all students 


within the school. Once a sufficient number of 
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students had volunteered to cover each sub-committee 
direct membership to the Drug Committee would have 
to be limited. Each student within a school would 
have an opportunity to involve himself in any of the 
several aspects of the drug situation as programs 
are developed within the school and through? ‘the Sity 
by the City-wide. 

We are considering -- it poses a number 
of problems, a number of questions have been raised. 
The model did suggest a Disciplinary Committee might 
be formed within each school with the principal or 
his representative serving as Chairman, the student's 
parents, the student's home room teacher, the student's 
guidance counsellor, the school nurse, the school 
psychologist, and a representative from one of the 
community agencies. 

We would hope that the committee, 
where a disciplinary situation arises, would evaluate 
each case on the basis of its individual merits 

. and emphasize positive rehabilitation efforts of 
the individual involved. 

THE; PUBLIC: Sir, -when do you expect 
this to happen? 

DR. FAVERI: It is a mammoth under- 
taking, something we will be working on this summer. 
I do not know whether we can have it fully organized 
by September. 

THE .PUBLIGs¢ Ihkmndseofedoubtr you are 
going to have it,organized at all with all those 


sub-committees and everything else. 
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DR. FAVERI:” Well, we are hoping’ that 
the students will volunteer their services and parti- 
Cipate. You are aware of the situation in London. 
A drug committee was formed at Beal, a drug committee 
was formed at Oakridge, a drug committee was formed 
at Central and at Lucas. We feel the importance of 
students co-ordinating their activities; we think 
that they will be more effective. We think they can 
do more if they do co-ordinate. 

LHe PUBLIC: . Thatis true, butiit have 
already seen what happened to the drug committee at 
Oakridge. We already have nine straight students 
@nlit,vand thas s all you are qolng, to,qetcon 1t, 
when the kids see what the committee actually is. 
ie, Gagdet va LOuLor Mbupealcracy and nothing else.) All 
you have is red tapeall over the place. Nothing is 
going to happen. How long has the Mayor's Committee 
been in effect, by the way? 

MR MGTAVISH: I guess ,aboyt,six_or 
seven weeks, maybe two months. 

THESPUBLIC: Have you ever thought 
of asking any students what they thought of your 
sub-committees and everything else, because I really 
doubt you are going to get anybody on them that is 
going to be worth getting on. 

MR. McTAVISH: We had a.sub-committee 
working on facilities for the summer, which is of 
concern to everyone. We had three students from 
secondary schools, we had three young people from 


outside the secondary schools, two of them, I think, 
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were in employment, and one does not have a job. 
We sat around and discussed what type of facility 
was needed and so forth, and we finally came to the 
conclusion that we should go to the schools themselves. 
We had a representative or representatives go to 
each school and meet with any youngsters who wanted 
to discuss with us, (a) where there was a need for 
a facility this summer, and (b) what type of program 


they should have. 


We got certain. ideas; we came back; 
we presented a report. The report has been accepted. 

I appeared before the Board of Education 
last night to ask for the use of Oakridge Secondary 
School six days a week, from one to five, and seven 
to eleven each day, as a drop-in centre, and with 
custodial charges free, which, incidentally, we are 
talking in terms Of a couplé of thousand dollars. 

We also have asked that a drop-in 
centre be established downtown, outside of the school 
system. We are hoping to get a federal building which 
is not in use at the present time, and then we have 
asked the Board to operate their seed program at the 
east end, at Sir John A.Macdonald School. In this 
way we hope -- it is a small start, but it is a start 
and we are looking for a budget of fourteen or fifteen 
thousand dollars, which has to be raised. And we are 
making moves; sure, it's a slow program. 

Dr. Faveri has come up with a model, 
and believe me, this model has already been torn apart. 


I'm already told there are some things that won't work. 
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He has been told this and he has argued back, and 

t think: you must realize that all of us are working 
abyunls OEE Aor thing as an extnascurricular job. 
This is pretty much what it 1s. Maybe we are working 
slowly, I don't know, but we are attempting to work 
our way through. We have the meetings of the Mayor's 
Committee each Tuesday afternoon. Anybody is welcome 
to come and present a case at any time. 

THE PUBLIC: What preventative laws 
do you hope to enact in the schools of London? 

MR. McTAVISH: I don't quite understand 
your question. 

THE PUBLIC: You said you .were going ,to 
discuss what laws there should be on drug pushing 
in the school system. 

DR. FAVERI: We would hope that the 
students themselves would provide us with recommenda- 
tions, Whar 1s the wurnese of this, that Lt consists 
of students. 

I would like to get back to the other 
point that you made; that you only have straights 
on this drug committee. Two of the sub-committees 
I am most excited about are the Action and the Treatment 
sub-committees, and my feeling is that the straights 
in each community are just as aware of the problems 
within the community, within the school, as those who 
are not straight, and if they can recognize those 
problems sand. ido something, about, .it,.,1,.think 2t 1s of 
benefit to everyone. 


Similarly with respect to the treatment 
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centre. My feeling is that an individual does not 
have. tO be a drug user to help an individual, not 
only with a drug problem, but with any emotional 
problem. 

THE PUBLIC: Mr. MeTayish, in respecu 
of your half-way school, I wonder if you could clarify 
a point for me. When trying to help young people 
return to School, following a treatment; not just six 
weeks as you mentioned earlier, but sometimes a period 
of time when they have dropped out nine or ten months, 
sometimes “a year; their opportunity of going to this 
half-way school and get help with their concentration 
Or WiacCever Lt as that they have to do to go back to 
the straight school; will they be put back at the 
level that they dropped out at, or will they be able 
ce Leturn mae the Level of their contzcence, if you 
can say confidence? And what about the new credit 
system, how will this affect it? 

MR. McTAVISH: Well, we feel -- let's 
take a practical example. let's say Mary Smith comes 
in, and I think the responsiblity of the two teachers -- 
we are thinking in terms of two teachers here, one 
probably in the Math and Science area, and one, English, 
History, Geography and so on, will sit down with her 
and try to discover just where she would fit ina 
school system, I think, after working with her for 
a while, you would have a pretty Paty idea just where 
Mery SMLEA MICE LLG, LCOeLne, Structure, 

With the new credit system, which you 


realize 1s being introduced in the fall, for all other 
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schools, students will be promoted on an individual 
subject basis. This should ease the problem con- 
Siderably. We hope that when the recommendation 
is made that she goes back to the regular school 
system), rbhat hes wild. the:aenywe lickthe bit heitter 
shape, emotionally, to handle it, and we will know 
where she should be in that system. 

Tit PUBL TCewiSo. chat, Lh,the,, young 
person drops out in grade nine and has entered the 
drug scene, and comes to treatment, and decides he 
wants ito tom back, and at this yEimer thes seventeen, 
then he can go iback «presumably , ifishe were ,able.to

MR. MeTAVESH:, <L..would say this... He 
would have to prove that he is capable of handling 
thatieoh DEtiels the wesponsibilityofj any school, system 
to place the student in the system, in the area of 
which they can handle it, at the level at which they 
can handle pantiaulam things envit sveuld (be,of\ne 
advantage to that student, particularly with these 
emotional problems, to place him at a grade twelve 
level unless he felt, very definitely, that this 1s 
where he should be. 

Tih PUBLIGhe MYeadpol reahbze abiere is 
no advantage if it puts too much pressure, but 
sometimes the pressure of boredom has caused people 
to look for kicks elsewhere. And it would be my hope 
that this challenge of a little bit more advancement 
would be more beneficial than a grade nine level. 


I was just concerned if the credit system would 
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1 change or not. 


2 MR. McTAVISH: I think it would help 


3 the individual student. 


4 DRi FAVERDs Our (faunal report on this 

5 is with regard to the Treatment Committee within each 
6 secondary school. One of the problems with the 

7 treatment network, as discussed, is that no specific 
8 provisionsare made for communication between the 

9 schools and agencies within the treatment network, 

10 and meaningful involvement of the schools in the 

11 overall treatment process of the student drug user. 
12 The present model attempts to overcome 
13 the above mentioned limitations by the formation of 
14 a Treatment Committee within each school. It 1s 

15 believed that therapeutic success can be maximized 

16 through the co-operative and co-ordinated efforts of 
17 Significant individuals who are capable of maximizing 
18 daily ccontroluof ithe students! activities. 

19 Thus, we would envisage a Treatment 

20 Committee consisting of the individual's -- the student's 
21 parents, his guidance counsellor, the therapist from 


the social agency to which the student was referred 
by the treatment network, the school nurse, and/or 
the contact person, and the school psychologist. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman at the micro- 
phone? 

THE PUBLIC: Mr. McTavish, I was 
wondering about, not only your summer program, but 
also about your program for the next year. Will you 


be working, in any way, on this, with the R.C.M.P. 
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Narcotics Squad? 
MR, McTAVISH: No, we have nothing to 
do with the R.C.M.P. Narcotics Squad. As a matter 
of fact, it is my information that they are not even 
eperating in) London now: svitqis the sGity:Polices 
How true that is, I don't know. We don't have 
anything to do with the R.C.M.P. We've never even 
had them at a meeting. We have had the City Police 
at a meeting, PHEhinkihtG was, Tearlier, torfindcout 
their position. 
THE PUBLIC: What is their position? 
MR. McTAVISH: Let me say this. I was 
on the Seventh Floor, Victoria Hospital one day, when 
a policeman brought a youngster in, who was in trouble. 
I think police are like all of us, in all occupations. 
They are human, they are in error, at times, and I 
believe that they have been faced with a very, very 
GiffiicuLt situations Because L think, up until very 
recently, they have had the whole problem dumped in 
their lap, and I don't think the rest of society has 
done’ much“aboutesits «EL think «they »simply said, "There 
it isp George, you Looktaftenobt*»dsortref ything. 
But, we are not associating with the Police Department. 
THESPUBIOCy? “You wid nok: become 
involved with them in any way with your program? 
MR. McTAVISH: » I don't see how we 
really +- do you see any way that we might? 
DR. sSFAVERIE: If we were involved, I 
would hope it would be in a co~operative effort. 


In other words, "let's look at the students and see 
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what is the best interest of the student". There 

are some exciting programs going on in various 
communities in the United States, where law enforce- 
ment is involved, and they are taking a positive 
approach. They are employing the concept of "deferred 
prosecution”, which, /I ‘think, is exciting and one 

that certainly deserves serious consideration with 
regard to legislation on drugs. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you very much, 
gentlemen. 

Tiéallcnownon Med .Bryant "Brown, of 
the Legalize Marijuana Committee. 

MR. BROWN: May I begin by apologizing 
that I could not present you with copies of our 
suumiseion) tocand We had hoped to have them written 
but we waited until the last moment to write them down. 

With the number of submissions this 
committee has received since our original submission 
to you of October, 1969, it makes it rather difficult 
to determine what else should be said. The only 
creative discussion that we thought might be useful 
is one centred around the recommendations you may 
make and their relationship to personal freedom in 
ENLS COUNTEY. 

All of us take some pride in our country; 
"glorious and free", as we sing, and teach our 
children to sing in Oh Canada, and yet so seldom do 
we stop to think about the meaning of this freedom. 

We hold up freedom as an unrestrained ideal charac- 


terizing our way of life and yet in the restrained 
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day to day reality we find that there are many laws 
and many rules that restrict our ideal image. Despite 
these restrictions in our freedom we would scarcely 
revise our national anthem to. "glorious and 'relatively' 
free", because it seems that the ideal of a maximum 
of individual liberty is what we are after. 
Increasingly, our attitudes seem to 
bend toward restricting the sphere of the law to 
that of controlling inter-personal behaviour, 
especially behaviour that does not have the universal 
consent of the persons involved. By the same token 
private personal behaviour is increasingly being 
considered to be just that -- private personal 
behaviour and of no business to the State. 
The report of the Canadian Committee 
of Corrections suggested that we should attempt to 
provide maximum personal freedom and that in order 
to accomplish this, and I quote, "the number of laws 
must be limited to what is essential, Since too many 
laws invite public rejection and increase the scope 
of State interference while reducing its effective- 
ness." Thus, they not only agree with this philosophy 
but they recognize a certain pragmatic wisdom in it. 
A second factor to consider is how 
much of personal morality we wish to dictate or regu- 
late? Electronics has made this question far more 
dlfficult, to answensGnane twas a generation or scwo 
ago, for now we are confronted daily by the wide 
range of ethical standards from around the world. We 


are becoming aware that there are standards of ethics 
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apart from those of the Church and as we become 

more enlightened we become aware of the multiplicity 
of standards that do exist. Because of the complexi- 
ties of trying to assess which of these sets of 
standards are "right", or warrant State recognition, 
we seem to be taking the more logical and limited 
Vlew wr not legislating for this, om that form of 
ethical style, but legislate to allow for persons 
to live in the fashion that they feel is right. 

In this spirit the State has, removed 
its sanctions against homosexual behaviour, and it 
was understood that this was not an implicit recog- 
nition vot heneséxuality .as .being "right. Dt 1s san 
this spirit coo that an increasing numberof persons 
are speaking out in favour of removing the sanctions 
against abortions =~ not to .give recognition to 
abortLom being a"right”,. but sto allow aypatient and 
dector +6 decide 1f it wis “wise dan their particular 
case. 

In terms of this general philosophy 
of having the freedom to do as you wish, as long as 
you do not infringe on ‘the freedoms of others, and 
I think this has been discussed a few times today, 
people should have the freedom to use whatever drugs 
or chemicals they desire as long as they do not 
inflict themselves on others. 

| Because the potential degree of drug 
dependence, or of personal danger, or of danger to 
others, or of expense to others; because these factors 


vary greatly with each of the many drugs that are 
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available, and also considering the unalterable and 
undeniable fact that people have, do and probably 
will insist on using drugs, whether legally or 
illegally, it seems wise, it seems consistent, and 
it seems just to make these drugs legally available 
to a degree that 1S representative of their known 
levels of harmlessness or harmfulness. 

It would seem just too, to consider 
the relationship between availability and potential 
harm should keep in mind, but’ not copy, the relation- 
ship in other areas. For example, last weekend was 
a holiday weekend; in this country 58 people died 
in tratfic accidents. Yet, given such predictable, 
horriby consistent figures, there has been no legis- 
lation passed making possession of an automobile 
a criminal offence. None of the weekend deaths 
resulted from drug abuse and yet we react more to 
incidents of drug use than we do to traffic deaths. 
I'm not suggesting we be as casual in our drug laws 
as im Our “trariic laws, but we Should’ at least 
consider the relative balance, 

The variations in the levels of drug 
availability that can be ‘considered, range from 
mod aVallabristy, or, as tite “R.C.M. Police (suggest, 
that we halt tHe Flow ofr drugs "at all costs”, to, 
on the other hand, involuntary drug use as has been 
suggested by those who would "put LSD in the water 
supply." Between these extremes is the middle range, 
although less colourful than either of these extremes 


is probably more meaningful and could include, for a 
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1 few examples, starting from the more restrictive: 

2 drugs available by single, non-repetitive prescription, 
3 and perhaps, at special clinics. Another scale, 

4 to eae drugs available through open prescriptions, 

5 ike sbinth icontrolipilis: iat the present) ime... \i\ another 
6 scale, drugs available through controlled outlets, 

7 no prescription necessary, but no promotion allowed, 

8 like contraceptives. Drugs available through con- 

9 trolled outlets but with modest promotion allowed, 

10 like distilled alcohol. Drugs available through 

11 controlled outlets but with extensive promotion 

12 allowed, like beer in Ontario; through to drugs 

13 available almost everywhere in a very loose style 

14 of sale with uncontrolled promotion, as cigarettes 

15 have been. 

16 The variations are many, far more than 
17 these few examples. But, by using these options we 

18 can provide for the freedom of those who wish to use 
19 drugs to do so. Done reasonably, we will also control 
20 the quality of the drugs that are being used and we 

1 can retain contact with peapie LOvery i LoPpcentred 


incidents of drug abuse. 

It seems appropriate to discuss this 
type of scale at this time, because we seem to be 
entering the era of questionnaires asking, "Are you 
ingiaveurtoh bhecheqabization of =sethis drug¢er that?" 
Most often marijuana. The answers to this sort of 
questionnaire, although politically useful, are of no 
constructive value whatever, for they do not come to 


grips with the degree of prohibition that should be 
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used or the degree of availability that should be 
introduced. The very wide scale of alternatives 
that could be chosen completely eliminates the 
simplicity of an “either/or” alternative. To have 
more Significant the questionnaire of that nature 
should ask if we should treat all drugs in a scale 
that is indicative of their known potential dangers, 
or something similar. 

I wauld add one cuation to these 
comments on the. scale, of avaidabilaty. |The, last 
thatrierist, read mmcerporates! 4 pant.of oun, existang 
market structure, that is, advertising and promotion. 
Pope Paul has recently defined freedom as the absence 
ofrdirection from outside and, although.» seldom. am 
in agreement with the Pope, on this issue, I believe 
that advertising and its resultant conditioning are 
very definite restrictions on our freedom and I would 
suggest that advertising be restricted on all drugs, 
from ‘aspinin to ‘opiates. 

Present advertising in the beer market, 
for example, has no relationship to the price or 
quality of the;-product,.and these factors, after all, 
are what advertising is supposed to involve. Un- 
gquestionably, a beer jingle does stimulate the buying 
of thistor that.beer temporarily, but more so it 
promotes the concept of drinking beer in general. 
Ttréaems fratherefochish to stimulate a-desine for 
this drug in persons who could otherwise enjoy 
themselves without it. 


The many option, either of drug availa- 
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bility, or a similar range of options for levels 
ofrdeterrence and prevention, DT'would suggest, should 
be considered by associations against drug use, 

usually referred to as “committees on drug abuse", 

or, more popularly, committees on drug Alert; and 

if they were at least considered your Commission would 
get more useful information on the scale of deterrence, 
if that is what you feel is desired. 

lo change che) topics’, slightly. 

In a hotel beverage ‘room in ‘this city 
one evening, the morality officers came in and started 
checking proof of age of the younger looking girls. 
Some, under age, but with proof of age, stayed and 
drank. Others, without proof of”’age, went to the 
washroom and stayed there till their friends told 
them it was all clear. When the police entered, a 
joint was being smoked at one table and it was quietly 
put out until they left. No on under age was found 
and the total effect, although entertaining, was not 
particularly conducive to respect for the existing 
laws. 

On ahother occasion, a ‘young friend” of 
mine, an ex~-speed freak, addressed a home and school 
meeting on her knowledge of drugs. After the meeting 
one of the teachers wanted to talk further so they 
decided to go to a beverage room where she had been 
drinking for some time. (Not that evening, in time -- 
in terms of weeks) Morality officers picked her up 
for being under age in a beverage room, took her to 


jail) byepaddy* wagon, forced her to spend the night 
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in jail, and in the morning she was convicted and 
fined $25.00. The lesson to her could have been that 
it is cheaper and less hassle to stay at home and 
shoot speed. Fortunately, she is ne Fo ae enough 
that she simply reacted to the incredible absurdities 
in the law around us. 

These absurdities continue to exist 
because no informed guidance is available for the law 

makers at the local level. The incidents in 
question have both happened in the last four months 
and that is interesting in that this Commission will 
have been in existence one year as of June 17 -- next 
month. When this Commission was created, it was to 
report "within six months of its establishment", and 
Lequote) ewhichwwould hhave been -ineDecember,, before 
either of the above incidents occurred. 

In this city we have set up a police 
Drugesduad, \a eitydDrug *Commattee ; .an-educational 
program relating to drugs and all of this without 
the benefit of the research that you have done. 

At the same time, there has been an apparent change 

in’ the nature of the drug market from the contro- 
versial but insignificant marijuana use that, I think, 
sparked the creation of this Commission, to the 
greater problem of amphetamine dependence. 

To be eleven months in the making -- 
five months’ and possibly six, or possibly more of 
these overdue, before we see your report, is hard 
to believe -- but, here in London, it becomes inane 


when there are stories coming from the Commission 
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office for the last three or four of these months 
that the report is being released at any day now. 
The original London hearing was scheduled in March 
and was postponed because it may have conflicted 
with the release date of the interim report. 

There are very few explanations that, 
Loteed ,canencrediblesnifhe one thatois eGurrent>- and 
the one I happen to share,*is that the cabinet is 
quite divided on the suggestions that are probably 
inetheoneport, land terin'’heyrush tokhave it reledsed. 

There is a definite complicity on the 
part of the government in its lack of pressure to get 
the published report and in John Munro's willingness 
to let an educational program be postponed this long 
in an area in which he felt "grave concern" a year 
ado: 

The next federal election will likely 
be held in 1972 and so it seems inevitable that they 
will be going into that election either having just 
acted on your report, or, they will have your proposals 
as an election issue -- neither alternative is 
especially appealing, no matter what you recommended, 
for some groups are bound to be offended. Itwould 
seem to me to be far wiser to press for the release 
Of yours report iso. the) public) can accliniatize itself 
long before either action or before an election. 
Meanwhile the rumour is growing that the real reason 
for the delay is pressure from Washington to follow 


the American drug policy. 


The serious delay in the interim report 
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can do very little to alleviate a spreading suspicion 
Of established authority =-- the sort of suspicion 
which eter to allenate youth and actually promote 
some drug use. This dangerous delay not only increases 
doubts about the validity of this sort of decision 
making, but also makes these current hearings futile, 
for we can neither condemn nor condone your decisions 
to date for you have made none. It 1s imperative, 
therefore, that the public receive an answer to a 
question that I am sure they are asking, and which 
many of us here are asking: When will you release 
your interim report? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Weli, I should observe 
that I think you might have asked that question first 
before all the speculation. It would have saved us 
a little time and perhaps have made it a little 
easier to cinteeee ha prejudiced atmosphere. But, 
be that as it may, the poche have been made public 
and they are absolutely true as stated. 

The terms of reference required us to 
submit an interim @eport <= tone make am anterum 
report upon the expiration of six months. These were 
the words, “upon the expiration". I think it was 
fairly clear, upon reflecting on the task that had 
been assigned us, that we couldn't be expected to 
begin writing the report the day after our appointment, 
or even, let us say, three months after our appointment 
and we never interpreted our requirement as requiring 
us to have the report ready within six months from 


our appointment, otherwise, we would have haduto»-staxt 
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very early to write, quite obviously before we had 
any kind of a sufficient base of public hearings. 

We conducted our public hearings, the 
first soon after ourappointment, as fully and rapidly 
as we could, and we make no apology for the industry 
with which we brought to the task our work in the last 
Fakes. ~Andsipen.p roughly 7, °hhe expiration of six months 
of public hearings, literally upon the expiration, 
we proceeded to write our interim report, and we spent 
approximately three and a half months writing that 
interim report, again, for which we do not apologize. 
We will let the report speak for itself; it is a 
document of some 600 pages, and the report has been 
ready in the English version since the beginning of 
April, and it is bound and is in our possession, in 
the English version, and we expected to be able to 
have the French version of the report ready almost 
at the same time, if not, at most, a week or so after, 
and we were scheduled to deliver a report in both 
versions at the beginning of April. 

It is true that we had hoped to be 
able to deliver it, indeed earlier, but, as I Say, 
three and a half months, with the difficulty and the 
complexity of this issue and the evidence and every- 
thingewe, had®te-eensidér,the*scope- or the report, 
as I say, will speak for itself. We make no apologies 
for ite, Burt) tae “an > net 
here to defend ourselves personally, today. 

On the contrary, where no other Royal 


Commission has had that, an interim report requirement, 
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in such short time, such an arduous task placed upon 

it, which it-had to discharge concurrently with these 
publicwheanings;:sercfar from,;being =aviar afrompthe fact 
Poecshowld be on the defensive, I believe that I speak 
for the Commission and the staff, and I cannot 

reproach any of them for having done any less than 
humanly possible in the way of work. 

It was othe Minister 's.decision, not 
to accept the report in one language. Whatever 
personal regrets we may have had, whatever personal 
sense of urgency we had, which was considerable, 

i cannes question, and) Ly»cannot.«find that.I.am.able 
to question the propriety and significance of the 
Ministes's decision. As I say, I do not have to 
elaborate on the significance and importance in this 
country on this whole question of the bilingual 
character of the report. We invited the Minister 

to accept delivery of the report in one language, 
but he said that the government required two. 

We have since been living week to week 
hoping for the French translation to be completed. 
Again, iIycannot find .it ingmy »heart, although.t,am 
very disappointed -- I cannot find it in my heart 
to be overly critical, because it is a very complex 
subject, the report is long and there are many onuses, 
technical and otherwise, and philosophical. When 
you assign a task like this to experts, you have 
to deal with them. There 1S no way: you can coerce 
them into finishing their task earlier. . This 1s 


the truthful story of the report. The translation 
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is now complete, the French version is being printed, 
the French version is being completed, and will be 
completed in a matter of a very few days, and the 
report will be delivered in both languages in a very 
few days, literally a very few days, to the Minister. 

The Minister does not have the report, 
no member of the government has a copy of the report. 
The report is in our possession, in several thousands 
Of coples, and Mhenmeitines diquestion fom tthe govern= 
ment to determine how soon it tables the report. 

We have done our very best, and, as I 
say, I am not here to blame ourselves or to excuse 
us, and I cannot in my conscience find what we could 
have done differently. 

We could not do justice to this pheno- 
menon with a little report, a little,yrflimsy, off-hand 
thing that we could have got out three or four months 
ago, off the top of our head. The Canadian people 
are deeply concerned and justified in their concern 
about this, and they are entitled to the best effort 
of thought and analysis, we could give this kOPLC; 
having imposed on us the very arduous requirement of the 
interim»reporteuinuthe finst pphlace. 

As I say, the réport will be available 
very, very shortTy, and then the government -- mi Ss 
apiite them. But I certainly appreciate the concern 
and the misunderstanding; I certainly do not in any 
sense complain about the concern, but this.is the 
absolute truth about the interim report of the 


Commission of Inquiry into the Non-Medical Use of Drugs. 
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There's nothing <- there is no other significant 
fact to be said. And, as far as we know, we have no 
reason to believe that anybody knows what is in that 
report, and we have no contact whatever with anybody 
in the government concerning it. 

MR. BROWN: Thank you very much, sir. 
That was a good answer. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Now, was that all ---

place, which I think we should talk about now, the 
fact that surveys are being done which may or may not 
have any validity, and I doubt really that they do. 

MR. CAMPBELL: We might just add one 
very brief thing to the Chairman's remark, which is 
a remark that he himself has made, frequently, and, 
ain fact wel cthink p perhaps), ‘he ‘should make tt again, 
and this is of the relevance of our work at the 
present time on the final report. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. We, of course, had 
expected and hoped, and planned that the interim 
report would be out to the public when we came to 
London; and«that; if you ‘recall, is: why we. postponed 
it. Now, we could not postpone it for a further 
time. And the fact is that we are now very much 
dinto mthe uwork tof tourefinal meport 7 hand uthere ~us wonly 
another year left. Far from being irrelevant, the 
hearings, since the interim report -- it is true the 


public does not have the opportunity of comment on 
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the interim report, which is what we had hoped, but 
what we have been hearing is most relevant and most 
pertinent to our task, and helpful to our task, 
because -- and I should say that we Sule I having 
done the interim report, have a better sense, maybe, 
of the issues, a more focused approach to what we 

are hearing, so that in a sense these hearings are -- 
they are every bit as productive as any we have had, 
and, perhaps, have been an enhancement to us, because 
we have a better perception of the issues and relation- 
ships, and where we need more knowledge and depth. 

An example is, this morning, you see, 
we are better able to appreciate this morning, the kind 
of submission we had from the pharmacists. But, it 
is unfortunate, from the public point of view and 
from ours too, that we did not have the report as a 
sounding board, which was what it was conceived to 
be, but we could not postpone this hearing again. 

ME." BROWN?? If 2 could-comment too == 
194 Ss Unfortunate, because I know, in this city, 
that some people who are actively involved with drug 
users -- these are long haired drop outs, if you like, 
are not here today, and they won't come, because 
they are suspect of this type of decision making 
authority, and, in part, because of the delays which 
they have experienced, from the optimism they shared 
with me just at the beginning, to the suspicion which 
they now have, as of today. This is why I felt it 
necessary to make the comments that I did. 


MR. CAMPBELL: I hope, for one, that you 
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will do what you can to allay that suspicion, or, 

send it to us where it belongs. 

MR. BROWN: I am still suspect of John 
Munro's complicitycinelnsisting upon the-French 
translation of a report that he felt was of great 
concern a year ago when he was discussing in the press 
that he would have the interim report in December 
or January. I recognize the optimism of people 
in this situation. I have previously complimented 
this Commission on their openness and the way they 
have conducted hearings, and correspondence. I feel 
that the Commission is doing the honourable thing. 

I wonder about the government in its 
lack of effort to get the report, and the suspicion 
is not allayed, but that is not your department. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, thank you very 
muchzuMra Brown. 

It,is.quite date,..but.I think, there 
is one other person scheduled to make a submission, 
and this is Miss Beverly Whitney. 

MOSS WHITNEY: First, 1 would. like to 
state that the only person I represent is myself, and 
that I didnot intend to make a submission today, but 
in view of what the pharmacists said this morning, 

I felt that I would like to express publicly my 
opinions about CODA. 

In my opinion one of the most damaging 
things happening in the drug scene to date, is CODA. 
For those of you who don't know what CODA is, it 1s an 


association set up by the pharmaceutical companies 
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to stamp out drug abuse, 

Begause,everything.is.«cunning,late, I 
will try to be as brief as possible. 

I became aware of CODA through their 
luncheons, iny Toronto,at the beginning of the year. 
Since then, I've written reeks Foundation in 
California and read the literature on their program, 
and previewed four of their films. 

I wont attempt to get into any of my 
objections to the content of their program at this 
time, but I shall relate to you my objections to 
their policies, and they are as follows: 

It feel that CODA is not as concerned 
with the youth, the problems of the changing youth, 
as much.as, their own self image. I object.to the 
fact that it seems the pharmaceutical companies are 
trying to tell us that they have a conscience. To 
me this is fraudulent, mainly because of the type of 
advertising in which they are involved in. For 
example, the TV commercials for certain trangquillizers 
and drugs. 

This morning the pharmacists mentioned 
about aspirin -- about the dangers of aspirin to 
children. I took the opportunity of buying a ten cent 
package of aSpirinjedn whichor-,this.little.tbing.is 
in it, Nowhere,.in.French.or,.English,does 1t,stete 
that aspirin is dangerous. think, the one thing 
that sort,.ef) stands outs.at.the,bottom,is, ).’Save 
money, buy the larger sizes." 


I.object,to..the fact, that,CODA is trying 
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to pass off their whole organization as a public 
service to the community, not mentioning the fact 
that they are making a lot of money by selling the 
education program they bought from the Lockheed 
Foundation, to Canada. 

I object to CODA'sS premise that all 
the drugs used, if they are not used by prescription, 
are evil and immoral and that they consider that 
drugs being used, not by prescription should be 
stamped out actively. 

I don't think that CODA makes any stand 
in .cernms, of thestokaceo. industry, .or Liquor -Control 
Board. 

I object to the fact that CODA seems 
to focus drug problems on illegal drugs used by 
youth and makes no mention of barbiturate overdoses. 

One statistic that I was lucky enough 
te Geitestoday «== sls «chat jit dLondon,| this: as clin ows 
city, from June 1, 1969 to March, 1970, there were 
671 known self injuries (Suicide attempts). Eighty 
percent of these were induced by barbiturate over- 
doses, prescription drugs. Forty-seven percent 
of the people involved were married and the average 
age was 29. 

I object to CODA's false representations. 

I also object to the Honourable John 
Munro opening the CODA luncheons in Toronto. It seems 
that, the whole. program. i6,seb-up, not, really toxedurate 
the public, bute to, stare, chet..ndt igbgact bo..scane

I feel that in dealing with the drug 
problem accent should be placed on youth rather than 
natural disasters leading into drug abuse. 

Panalkly ~dieobject tho:the, facticbhat, J 
know a number of people, who, if they had half the 
money that CODA has, could develop a program that 
wouldn't scare or frighten the public but help to 
understand the problems of youth. 

One of the most serious problems right 
now, tec nd Canadians, lusiethe fact; that kids’ are: not 
economically needed for jobs, that it's hard for 
summer employment. There are no part-time jobs 
anywhere. And I feel that if a Commission like this 
were concerned, that they must be prepared, not only 
to Anvest: time j-but to invest money, and I-doubt if 
CODA, and to be quite honest, I doubt if any Commission 
or anything right now, would consider investing two 
ox three million dollars inxyouth in, terms of setting 
Gp Gobsi: forms com teally 1 Letendng) tte! rthe adeas: ion 
how kids would like to see drug education presented. 

The only program that I have ever heard 
of that comes near, in any way, shape or form, of 
being adequate, was a review of a program that I saw, 
as Mr. McTavish said, and that was set up at Banting 
high school. Mr. McTavish and Terry Roberts 
presented part of the program. This 1s the only 
program to date that I feel that 1s anywhere near te. 

I can't understand how we can have 


government commissions to find out the problems of 
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youth, while the pharmaceutical companies so falsely 
represent themselves. 

Okay, my questions to the Commission: 

HONestly, 1h “f,- or any other youth 
group, worked out an education program, honestly, 
what chance of finance and acceptance would this 
program have, and also in terms of writing up a program 
and submitting it to somebody, where would we serd it 
and to whom would we talk? 

Does the Commission advocate the CODA 
procrame “Ir not, Mr. Lebaim and’ the “rest” or the 
Commission, what do you feel the need should be in 
terms of drug education in our country?

But, we have no 
association with that program. It does not mean that 
we have -- we are expressing an opinion. We are 
going to have something to say about drug education -- 
we say something in the interim report. So, I think 
we had better wait for that, and leave it there. 

But, we are very interested in what 
you have to say, about your opinions of the program. 
Certainly, this i8 one of the issues that is raised, 
as to what the general approach should be, and this 
whole question of fear, an attempt to build a whole 
program with the strategy of fear, and these are the 
issues that we have heard from time to time. And, 


you have expressed an opinion that is of interest to

carefully, about what you say.

we can develop a better, deeper, understanding of 

the actual problems, technical question, and so on; 
and how it works, and how it can work effectively 

and why it may be failing in certain cases, and then 
see if we can't convey some specific suggestions. 

But, we do not feel, right now, that we 
know enough about it. We are still learning, and we 
heard people today speak about it. I think that is 
about: aid LD catheay atethisypeint. 

MISS WHITNEY: Sir, could you give -- 
do you know of any reasons why Mr. Munro is opening 
CODA luncheons? I mean, the reason -- I think this 
is -- you know, I can't ask you to speak on behalf 
of him, but, like if the government is not involved 
in criticizing or making opinions of other people's 
programs, then, sir, it comes across to me as being 
rather strange that the Department -- that the 
Honourable John Munro would be opening their luncheons.

THE CHAIRMAN: Do you think that is 
justified, the view of our generation, that it can't 
learn; mean that i6scan'tiadapt. iThey stalked a 
lot this afternoon about a generation gap. Well, we -- 
our generation probably had some difficulty with 
communication with their parents and we probably 
forget it now, but we had the same problem with 
different experience. Why do you feel that we can't 
learn 7?! I am sure we can learn. It 
is a matter of will and, you know, desire to learn, 
and when you talk about alienation, a lot of members 
of our generation feel some alienation too you know. 
They feel the problems of the highly technological 
class, the industrial society, their own threat to 
their own intellectual vocational capital, whether 
they are going to be able to keep up with it whether 
they are going to be able to hoiq their jobs, whether 
it is worthwhile to put so much time in it. There 


is a lot of common ground, you know,here. Don't you 
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feel that you should try? 

THE PUBLIC: Are you going to try to 
educate a dog not to bite somebody? I mean, you know, 
iG as the same you are saying that. 

Tan PUBLIC: "Ll think part *oLr the 
problem is that right today we feel like although 
you are capable of learning, most social agencies 
and most law enforcement agencies, most adults 
are not willing to learn; they are not willing to 
accept our value systems; they are not willing to 
accept our life styles, What they are saying is that, 
"You are a small minority you have a life style which 
is different from ours, therefore, your life style 
is wrong. We will not accept your life style; we will 
not listen to you. You are just a minority; you will 
grow out in time". What we are saying is we have 
developed our own values and what you must realize 
is that even commissions such as yourself are going 
to have to realize that in order to really confront 
a drug problem which is not just a drug problem,

you are going to have a commission such as yourselves 
made up of kids we can really identify, you know. 
Like you seem pretty good, Like I have a certain

maybe in Ottawa with a Commission of freaks going 


around to each of the towns. They shouldn't be 


going around, a Commission of freaks, because people

17 session also, the people who were really involved in 
the drug situation don't really open up at that type 

of meeting. 

THE CHATRMAN: Incidentally. I should 
just say,» and remind you. that we are able to hold 
private hearings, withhold the identity and take 
evidence anonymously and hold the indentity of any 
witness and we have had a number of those and also 
we have received quite a lot of mail and it can be 
anonymous and you could send us. you know, things 
through the mail. I would just mention that. 

THE PUBLIC: I think one of the 
things you have “got “to look at° is right in” London 


there were people like--well. there is a Board 
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that has set up a fantastic program; what they have 
got is crisis centres and all sorts of things. And 
what happens every panel discussion they have had 
the kids who have been involved with the drug scene 
who said. We aren't going to go to your crisis 
centre: if as soon as we go to your crisis centre you 
abe Going co go.\back to our school prineipal or back 
to our school teacher who aren't really going to 
understand the problem. What they are going to do 
is be very heavy on us and don’t understand us". What 
has happened is they have been for months now, going 
to panel discussions and they have been told this 
is not going to work at the crisis centre as the 
present school system iss and they will not listen, 
you know. and this is why kids feel like the adults 
just do not listen. They feel like, well. we have 
got a plan, right, and like don’t make any waves. 
We are going to use our plan and that is all we are 
goung tovdo. slikeyourcan tell us 1 isnt going 
to work because the crisis centre is--- 

THE PUBLIC: What crisis centre 
are you talking about? 

THE PUBLIC: You know which crisis 


centre I am talking about. Bev. 


THE PUBLLCs - Nov.) 1, don’ 2. 

THE PUBLIC: The School Board crisis 
centre things. What happens at that crisis centre is 
as.soon..as you ‘go to. 4 Grisis centre with a drug 
problem it immediately goes back to your school. 


I don't think that is feasible with the present 
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educational level of the teachers in the schools. They 
just aren’t understanding enough. I mean maybe at 

the schools there will be one teacher who is 
understanding enough to understand a drug problem, 

but the majority of them are not, and the principads 

in most schools are not: and most kids in schools 

with a drug problem aren't really going to go 

to a crisis centre if they know the information goes 
right back to their school. 

DR. LEHMANN: Is this a problem 
that the information goes back to the school or is 
this what you think? 

THE PUBLIC: It is true, I have 
talked to kids. 

DR. LEHMANN: Is that the plan? 

THE PUBLIC: That is the plan. 

THE PUBLIC; Thate vss the plansoul 
have talked to kids that have come over to the A.R.F. 
and told me that they want to see this particular 
group of psychologists and not only has it gotten 
back’ to the school, but people's parents have been 
informed. 

DR. LEHMANN: And the kids are not 
POL“ Tihatey. 

THE PUBLIC: You can't expect kids 
to open up if that is what is going to happen to them. 
Like what they are talking about now is opening up 
the school records to employers, right? If I had 
a speed problem when I was in 10th grade, do you 


think some employer is going to hire me? Even if it

was just like a minor problem, like even if I were 
just on speed a couple of times and had some kind 
of an emotional problem and I went to a crisis centre. 
Like I know darn well, if I go to a crisis centre, 
it is like screwing up the rest of my life. 

THE PUBLIC: There is another thing 
about some kids going to Oakridge. There is a list in 
the office about the heavy drug users and his is 
right at the top, and his locker is rifled about 
every once a week, you know, he changes the lock but 
that doesn’t help. What difference does it make when 
you have spies within the school system who are 
watching you all the time? 

THE PUBLIC; The teachers are being 
told that, you know, like to help these kids what 
they should do is if they see a kid who is doing 
drugs’; “or they think “this kid’ ‘is “doing drugs) You 
know, well tell the office and the office will phone 
the 'R.C.MsP’, “and “ahey” will*comé~in +" Because SC is 
happening at schools all across the city and the 
whole system is like -- they are talking like the 
little illusions, like the teachers are like your 
big brother type of thing and the principal is like 
your father, and like he is really a cool cat. ~~ And 
they aren't. Like you are running around and they are 
just out to screw you, the whole thing is. 

DR, LEHMANN: But why would they 
want to do this? Why would they be out to screw you? 

THE PUBLIC: Well, at' is’ not Vike -- 


the thing is they are setting up this whole system, 
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like the schools are there to help you and it is just 
the way they are set up. Like Howie said, there is 
good 
a lot of/school teachers but they can’t bug the 
administration and whenever teachers start -- 
whenever a teacher starts getting ideas or something 
that could help the kids, you know, like he has got 
to go through the administration and if the administra- 
tion says no, that is just it because that teacher 
has got a future, and he can't just throw his future 
out the window because he has got responsibilities 
too, So the kids are just left back where they were 
before running up against a wall. Like the kids 
can't trust the teachers and maybe oi€ «they could, 
there could be something. That is the whole thing. 
It is just like our whole education system isn't 
planned on interest, it is planned on what we should 
be interested in. The students aren't cultivated, 
they warevdiehatedute. 9 (Vou Cam sititdiinla tolaserf or 
eight hours a day, you know, and sits man, listen 
to a different cat lecturing you in something you 
already know, write an exam and get 75 on it, you 
know, why did you have to sit in class? Why couldn't 
you be out and cultivating yourself in something you 
are interested in, That is the whole thing. Like 
they are too interested in saying, you know,"We want 
(inaudibe ) 

you to be: iw! and stereotyping you. 

MR, STEIN: What type of thing are 
you interested in? 

THE PUBLIC: Political science. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Is that something you 
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i 
are interested in? 

THE PUBLIC: Yes. 

THE CHATRMAN: You would agree you 
would have to do some systematic study of the subject 
though? You have to develop some backgrounds 
of knowledge in it. 

THE PUBLIC: What, in political 
science? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, if you want to 
make it your career? 

THE PUBLIC: Oh yes, but like I am 
going to high school now, and like the economics 
and stuff, I am interested in economics, but the 
economics is -- like I have to listen to some cat 
lecturing me on like stock markets and stuff, when 
I could be out reading about something like I could 
really be interested in. Like I can write their 
exams and still pass them, but I still have to sit 
and listen to him on something I already know, and it 
is like that a lot and that is why you are getting a 
ot of drop-out rate. 

THE CHAIRMAN; I want to umerstand 
what the objection to the educational system is 
because this has come up a lot and we have been given 
the’ impression’ that it is quite a serious matter in 
the whole picture that we have to look at. Now, what 
is it that your -- I mean you are not objecting to 
the discipline of having to attend classes in a 
certain range of courses to develop a certain breadth 


of educational background,are you? I mean you are 
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not objecting to the formal educational system,are 
you? When I mean discipline, I mean the educational, 
intellectual part of it. 

THE PUBLIC: With me in school -- 
like I would like to be able to go to school and if 
you have got a teacher up there in front of you 
lecturing you and you don't agree with him, I would 
like to be able to say, "I disagree with you, "and 
be able to put down my own views without him saying, 
"No, that is not right, these are the views, you 
right them down on the exams if you want marks." 

THE CHAIRMAN: You don't have an 
opportunity to express your own views? 

THE PUBLIC: It is things like -- 
all right, something simple, it is like an analogy 
of a poem, all right? You get an English teacher 

an 
up there, and they say this is/analogy of a poem, his -- 
yours maybe completely different but you have got 
to write down his 1f you want marks in school. 
| THE CHAIRMAN: Would you say this 
is a general criticism, is this generally valid as

THE PUBLIC: Well, I think so.

THE CHAITRMAN: Is there some dissent? 


Who said no? 
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THE PUBLIC: I think it is more 
like you are going about the line of English and an 
analysis... It jis not to -- ordinarily in .a.story. or 
a play you don’t have to put down his point, you 
have to put down your own point of view, and back 
it up sufficiently, so he can iste so he can 
see the roots of.it. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Any other qualification 
on that statement or dissent? 

THE PUBLICs A couple of weeks ago 
I wrote a history test and when I was asked -- I 
wrote a history test a couple of weeks ago and was 
asked for the interpretation of history as defined 
through the fall of the Roman Empire. I put down 
Marx interpretation of class warfare and documented, 
I. thought it ,fairly well and got zero. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Was there any comment? 

THE, PUBLIC: It. was wrong. 

THE CHAIRMAN: No explanation? 

THE PUBLIC: No, we had been 
studying it all week and he had given us several 
documents to study by different historians and I 

- didn't agree with any of them and put down Marx 
view and got zero because it wasn't one of the views 
that we had studied. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You know, could we 
take those floor mikes off their pedestals there and 
we could move them around a bit? 

THE PUBLIC: You know how they train 


animals to attack, you know, they teach 
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1 them to attack in different ways, like food, saliva 

2 or something like that. Well, I was sitting on the 

3 malt steps and I happened to hear this bell and it 

4 gave me flashbacks of public school and it freaked 

5 me out because I realized that when that bell happens, 
6 you know, for recess what I had been involved with in 
7 the classroom was wiped out of my head completely. 

8 It just pissed me off, that, you know, we are SLtLing 
9 in this classroom and as soon as the bell sounds the 
10 means that we are free to do what we want for about 
11 three minutes until we get to the next class, you 

12 know? 

13 ne -POBLICs I don’ think a kid is 
14 


ready at the end of grade 8 to decide what they want 
15 to do for the rest of their life and you will have 
to decide at the end of grade 8 whether you want to 
go into a four year course, or a five year course. 
A four year course leads to the working world and 
a five year course leads to university, But if you 
want to quit at the end of a five year course and 
go out to work you have got nothing. And if you want 
to quit at the end of the four year course and you 
want to go to university you have got to make up years. 
So how can a kid at the end of Grade VIII decide what 
they really want to do with their life? And this is 
one of the biggest problems. I mean I have seen kids 
go all the way through to grade 11 and decide they 
want to take an art course, 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: What would you 


suggest? What would be, you think, the right way of 
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approaching this sort of personal choice in life of 
a career, of an orientation? How could we proceed? 

THE PUBLIC: Well, I think that the 
kids today should -- I think the curriculum in high 
school should be the same, From high school --either 
they could go to work from the high school course 
or they could go into university with the same 
knowledge, but this way you can’t, the way the courses 
are set up. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: So if I under- 
stand you correctly, you are saying that the course 
should be set up in such a way that everyone could be 
free to either -- to go on or if he likes --- 

THE PUBLIC: Right. 


PROFESSOR BERTRAND: No terminal 


THE PUBLIC: No. 

THE PUBLIC: I think we have to set 
up a more flexible system than education. What 
happens is the structure we have now is completely 
inflexible. The skills a person has when he reaches 
grade 9 in this country are very limited and some are 
really poorly developed and I think we should approach 
education with.a thing of dividing things in which 
skills are learned and things in which appreciation 
of,, say,.history, art,,and other things.are. learned, 
And by the time a person reaches high school he should 
have learned how to handle his time so that he can 
learn what he wants; he can set up his own classes 


and courses. 
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THE PUBLIC: I was going to be at a 
private school at the first of this year with the 
plans of taking two years in one, and I was forced to 
drop out of school because I couldn't afford to pay 
the money like to take only one year because the 
Board of Education has something that says you can't 
take two years in one unless you are over 19 years 
of age. 

THE PUBLIC: Because you are not 
considered a mature student, 

MR. STEIN: A few years ago in 
Vancouver I was involved with a group of young 
people who started a free school, And one of the 
problems, and these were people who had dropped out 
of high school and decided that they would organize 
their own school, And after approximately a year 
one of the major difficulties was that there was a 
real inability to get beyond the negative assessment 
of the public school that they had gone to. In 
other words, there was just a preoccupation of how 
lowsy the school had been that they had gone to and 
when they were suddenly in their own house -- they 
had rented a house, there were about twelve - sixteen 
people with all kinds of resources in Vancouver 
available to them and they couldn't come to terms 
with what they wanted to do. Now out of that came a 
variety of other efforts and one of the things that 


happened was that some students went back to the 


high school and decided to set up seminars supplementin 


the regular school program, In other words, after the 
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hours of the school. and not all of the principals 
went along with this,but they came in and suggested 


to the principals, “Look. we would like to study 


Japanese", or “We would study Marxism", or whatever it 


happened to be and, “Can we use the facilities here". 
Is this kind of possibility considered by any of you, 
in other words, trying to come up with alternatives 
within the school structure? 

Well. -orvfree school for that matter. 

THEOPUBLIC® Cienissalmostcvuintually 
impossible within the system right now mainly because 
in all areas--like where kids or even people have 
tried to use the school facilities, even though 
like Ernie McTavish has really tried, the main 
thing that comes up from the Board is. "Well. we will 
have to pay custodial people to clean up after for 
time and a half." and they seem to get back to the 
preblem thatethey just don't have the money to keep 
the schools open after school. 

MR, STEIN: Perhaps the reason I 
brought it up is that these were the initials 
mechanical problems in Vancouver and they exist in 
almost every district, but there seems to be some 
more readiness than they have expected on the 
Part Of Otticaldem tomrespond toma program it Av 
is presented--in other words, that the program 
with a content so that someone can look at it and 
anes “THPS is whatlyou want to do". .I mean has it 


been tried here is what I really wondered? Has 


there been an effort to try--- 
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THE PUBLIC: Erdon’t Know, but 1 
would like to know how old were those students that 
started the free school? 

MR. oTSiN: "Ihe group 1 am thinking of 
weremilo-and 17. 

THE PUBLIC: Well. by the time you 
are 16 or 17 and you have been through a structured 
school system where you are used to being told what to 
do, and you are suddenly given to opportunity to do 
something on your own, the chances are you have 
forgotten how. And what is needed is to start with 
very young children who are naturally curious and who 
will get into things, and as it is now, generally 
they are told, "No. nos no". Now, I think there are 
a few--- 

THE CHAIRMAN: I am glad we barred 
the press tonight. (In response to placing the marijuan 
flag on the stage.) 

THE PUBLIC: I think there are a few 
basics everybody has to learn and one of which is 
language and probably some mathematics, and then they 
also have to be taught how to live such as. you know, 
things like how to use a library or how to obey street 

signs or told the functions of street signs. And 
apart from that sort of thing the kids from a young 
age will start learning on their own. By the time 
they are 16, it 16 probably too late to get into the 
free school situation, 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes? The lady there. 


THE PUBLIC: In our school we had a 
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talk today on the whole day -- like the whole day -- 
it was a Wednesday and there were several seminars 
set up, right? And there was a philosopher and all 
the group and there was a big thing on drugs or 
something like that -- related to that and there was 
Civil rights there and feminist movement and there 
was a whole bunch of topics that you could go to. And 
like this was really good except that half of the 
kids, well, they would go for role call and then they 
would leave for the rest of the day. They would say 
ee 1s.a bunch of crap TI don't want to go and 
berbored “for anchowr and a-halfptand like Tt 4i's too 
bad.Because like it was good for the kids who were 
interested, but the school was really upset about 
well, you know, "If nobody comes we are not going to 
have any more of these things, and like if it works, 
if you had a school where kids were really interested, 
but like half the kids don't give a damn. 

MR. STEIN: Who organized that? Was 
it organized by the school or the students? 

THE PUBLIC: It was by the students 
which was a good idea becaiise it ran fairly well. 
And like I am sure a lot of kids went, but you know -- 
and like if we could have more things like this it woul 
be great, but I don’t know what you could do for the 
kids who didn't want to know. I guess just forget 
them and let the interested ones go. 

THE PUBLICs I would like to give 
an example of a teaching system that I think has more 


poise to it than anything I have ever studied. I don't 
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exactly know when it was in effect -- it was in the 
fourteenth century or around there but it didn‘t last 
too long. 

The whole classroom -- there was no 
division of avigeae or age. There was just one big 
room and there was one teacher and he was respected -- 
he was respected as a teacher, not the sort of respect 

to have 
that we sort of have/for our teachers nowadays. There 
was four levels, I think,which were more or less 
understood among the children themselves, I mean 
like Grade 1,.2, 3 and 4. . The fourth level kids 
were the kids who were intelligent enough to ask 
questions,and therefore they would communicate with 
the teacher. The third level of kids were ones who 
were just getting out to that level of asking questions 
so therefore a little information would filter 

from 
down to them / the fourth level kids and so on, 
right down to the first level kids. And what would 
happen with him is that when he first came into the 
class he wouldn't know why he was there. And it may 
seem strange. but he was told that he was stupid at 
first, you know, we are shown this in our schools 
nowadays but it is rather a sneaky way. I mean the 
child realized this, he didn't get up tight for 
people making decisions for him that are continuous. 
He realized that. There were things he didn't know. 
So I think that idea of letting kids teach themselves, 
you know --- 

THE PUBLIC: Could I just ask one 


question where they are talking about educational 
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alternatives, the people who are looking for 
alternatives in education,do they see in a relationship 
between the existing educational system and certain 
drug habits? 

THE PUBLIC: I think that maybe we 
have got a small group of people here who either use 
I would presume that most of us have used drugs at 
one time or another, and in my experience with the 
non-drug user and with the person who doesn't drop 
out of school, and a majority of the people who just 
fit in,are the ones who don't ask questions and are 
the ones that have just become a part of this machine 
which is destroying our civilization; it is destroying 

down the 
and could bring / extinction of the species. And 
even if smoking dope once in a while makes you ask 
questions, and I think we are asking very important 
questions here, and I think it could possibly, you 
know, result from either smoking marijuana or 
experiencing a drug experience or the type of person 
who would become involved with drugs is like a 
curious person and I don't think you would find a 
bunch of regular, ordinary,straight type people 

sitting around discussing issues, They are too eer 
about their car; they are too worried about where 
they are going to get all their clothes to impress 
their neighbours and they are too worried about a lot 
of things that really don't make much difference 
when it comes right down to the basics. I won't 
Say that it*is'a direct result of drug use”’but I’ can 


see where it is associated. Most of the people who 
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‘are protesting, most of the people who are asking 
what I consider valid questions, and maybe not going 
about it inthe right way,are the people who are 
maybe involved to some extent, with the use of drugs 
and maybe you can’t, you Know, make it a clear cut, 
everybody who uses dope is smart and asks questions, 
But I think through observations it shows that the 
people who are involved in this are more concerned 
about what is happening and I think that there might 

there 

be some relationship MWwhether it is a result of a 
drug, or whether it is just the type of personality 
that asks questions also uses drugs to a certain 
degree, And maybe now to get back into an 
educational type thing about drugs if it was possible 
to wipe out that word "drug", because it frightens 
an awful lot of people, and as soon as you mention 
the word "drug" right away a lot of doors close and 
nobody wants to discuss it and I consider marijuana 
an alternate social intoxicant as compared to 
alcohol. And other members of the Commission would 
remember the women in Hamilton last week who said 
their generationadoesn*tuconsider alcohol a drug, 
And this is why, you know,it is accepted, because 
it doesn't have this drug connotation behind it. And 
if somehow we could use another word, or lift this 
word out, because I think "drug, the word "drug" 
closes a lot of people's minds and they think about 
a lot of things that aren't generally associated 
with the use especially of marijuana and hashish, 


which is, I think,what most of the people in the room 
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are concerned with, and which is really the only 
alternate social intoxicant and this is how it 
should be treated and the way people should realize 
ee 
that this is / want it to be and the people -- if 
they could realize this,and all the people that are 
apes if they could smoke dope once I think that 
would change a lot of your ideas, like get them 
stoned and it might do something. 
DR, LEHMANN: Would you recommend --- 
THE PUBLIC: I think I am sensing 
a basic situation here. First, I don't think you need 
drugs to react against what is a very fragmented 
screwed up world in concluding the whole educational 
system, which is a very fragmented system,including 
the way we split up children into chronology to go 
through grades. I think one of the first theatres 
of this generation gap or one of the first theatres 
of confrontation is between the kid and one or two 
parents. But to throw ina little straight line here, 
historically, you know, it wasn't probably until the 
coming of the railway that we had the phenomenon of 
the ma and pa and the kids. Where is my friend back 
there? I think sort of the educational the chap back 
there brought forth was a kind of mediaeval structure 
where kids could communicate \vertically rather than 
just horizontally which I think we are probably 
moving into again under sort of electronic conditions. 
I don't think it is enough just to have a confrontation 
between the child and the parents, I think in the 


sort of pre-industrial days there was always the 
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uncle around, there was always a grandfather or some 
sort of a far distant removed relative where some 
stimuli and information could be quite varied rather 
than the sort of back and forth confrontation 
between the parent and the child, and this is it. 
Either the child gets out of the house, or it is 
intolerable, 

THE PUBLIC: I would just like to 
say that the kids today that sit in the classroom 
and really don't have anything to say on it aren't 
involved at all and in trying drugs and experimenting 
they become involved and it is the first thing that 
they have ever really done, you know, taken part in. 
And the way the system is now there is too many kids 
and not enough teachers, and the classrooms are too 
big and there is no personal, you know--I don't know. 
Well, that is what I wanted to say. 

THE PUBLIC: I think that for a while 
now, we have gotten ourselves into this system of 
hE camcolder., pbherefone al eam wiiser ithanwyou:. ye And 
especially with the drug situation I don’t think 
that works at all. Maybe we don't know anything more 
than the older people know about drugs, but I think 
we are more receptive and we aren't stuck in here. 
And I think one of the major things that is causing 
the generation type gap, or the confrontation, and 
especially in the United States, and I pray that 
situation never occurs in Canada, it seems that 
there is a fear on the part of the older people 


that these kids are taking over everything that we 
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have done and I think they are afraid of the younger 


people, and when you are afraid you fight. And there 
is an,extreme radicalism, You are either left or 
right; you are either old or young and nobody can 
really communicate because everybody down therees- 
pecially is afraid. . And there are instances -- I don’t 
know whether you read Rolling Stone. It is a rock 
newspaper. And in the letters to the Rolling Stone 
they mention dope quite a bit.\. There is a section 
in the paper about the drug situation from an 
underground point of view. And letters that have been 
submitted express a fear that the arrests and the 
hassling of long haired people who use dope has been 
compared by these people to the persecution of the 
Jews in Germany before and during the Second World 
War. And perhaps this isn't an accurate comparison, 
but this,is how the young, people are feeling, that 
just because they smoke dope and they have long hair 
you want to shoot me to a concentration camp which 
has been.-- people have stated this,"Maybe we should 
ship all these long haired freaks to a concentration 
camp, and I think we can learn from that country’s 
mistakes. I think it is practically dead as an 
American civilization and if we can study them as 

a section of history right now, well that is the 

way the United States was, and we will learn from 
their mistakes, And I don't think in the United States 
you could come close to what we have got here 
where a government organized commission is studying 


the problems like this with the communication you

people have managed to develop during your studies, 
and I hope this keeps up. And if everybody, or if 
more people would lose their fear of listening to 
the young people and could accept them and learn from 
the young people and not just try and teach them, 
that maybe we could get somewhere. 7 don’t know 
where we would get, but it would be better than what 
we vhave Qot ‘now, and I think that this is a-start 
and I hope it continues and I hope it does at least 
some good. 

THE PUBLIC: And as long as the 
police, especially like in London, like where we 
are having this big problem with the new drug squad, 
with the city morality, as long as Tenent and all 
his friends are getting kids with grass, busting 
kids with grass and saying to them, "Now, if you 
inform and you give us names of people and you help 
us, we won't bust you, ‘As long as this is going on, 
as long as the morality squad are kicking in doors, 
and smashing kids around and as long as Tenent and 
all his friends are pressuring this town and trying 
to make deals and there is a lot of kids saying like 
recently in the last two weeks that,"I didn't know 
dope was in my house; I never saw it before; I think 
Tenent put it there. As long as the kids are 
up tight -- like at law enforcement and like at 
authority, you are never going to get anywhere. I 
think the whole thing has to be moncee on both sides 
of the fence, that as soon as the police -- as soon 


as the police start treating people like human beings, 
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and if they do want to exercise their Writ of 
Assistance then they should knock on the door and be 
admitted, Well, when things like this start happening, 
Tf thinkekids wall*start™-trstening .- Bat, unital chen = 
don't figure that the kids are going to listen and I 
think it is just going to keep on going the same. As 
long as kids are afraid to stand up and say, "you know, 
so and so did this to me, Since last summer there 
have been more kids stopped and harassed than ever 
before in London. At one time it was even worse 
comparable to Toronto, and the only thing we have 
come up with and this is sort of in the way of an 
announcement, is that Greg Morley is leaving for 
Ottawa and some of you may or may not have met him. 
Before he goes he is setting up a thing with five 
lawyers and some law students and it is a committee. 
The only name we could sort of come up with was 
Youth’ Justice’ and if anybody--° dig» it--if anybody gets 
stopped or in any way anybody gets hassled 
we want you to write down exactly what happened. 
Like when you were stopped. When they stop you ask 
them for their badge numbers, write down exactly 
what happened and submit it, and only that way -- 
we will write them a letter, make three copies, 
one we will keep in our files, one we will send to 
‘Findlay Carroll and the other one we will send to the 
Department of Justice, and it is the only way. 
We have got to pressure; we have to play all these 
games so we can get Dave Tenent off the force when 


everybody knows where he is at I think it is pretty 
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sad. 

THE PUBLIC: I have got one that could 
go down on the files. The other night I was walking -- 

THE PUBLIC: Stand up. 

THE PUBLIC: I happened to have this 
gelapo which is a robe. A friend of mine brought it 
back from Morocco you see. Anyway, I noticed that 
somebody was following me for about two blocks and 
I knew who it was. I didn't have to look around. 
Anyway, I heard this voice say, "Do you know the 
way to the Friar's Cellar?" You know, big joke, 
so I laughed, Anyway he says, "What do you have 
underneath that robe of yours?" Isaid., "Why, aren't 
you over curious?" you know. And he says, "Well, 
you don't have to answer my question, you just keep 
on walking but that will never get you anywhere." 

I said, "That's about right.” So another two blocks 
and here he was waiting for me. So what I did, 
I lifted up my robe and showed him what I had.

THE PUBLIC: It seems to me that 
this drug thing that has happened is a reaction 
to two basic elements in our society which the 
school system perpetuates as well as sort of every- 
thing else and those are sort of sterility and 
unreality and the sterility sort of manifests 
itself in the school in this ways: we are being 
taught knowledge in a vacuum. It is a very unreal 
situation. You don't learn politics from a book, 


you learn politics from running up to Ottawa and 
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sitting on the steps and you learn by seeing what 
happens; you learn it from sitting here and talking 
to the LeDain Commission. You don't learn mathematics 
out of a book, you look at circles and you look at 


relationships. The sterility is sort of found in the 


ia) 


way we fragment the world, you know, you go on 
special class to learn how "to “draw’*circles and another 


class for gecgraphy, and this kind of thing, nothing 


sort of related. Ano tne sterility is Sore 
of very apparent. What does our culture have? 
Nothing really. We have fences in between our houses 
because we can't trust each other. We have bars 
where people go and get drunk out of their heads 

and they just sort of look at each other in sort 

of a dope paranoia. I mean what does our society 

have as a culture? Nothing but greenbacks. OKay, 

and the unreality ---

culture too,” It is really doniinated by the eye. 

You can"t go past “a pub or “a drink place without -— 

it is visually taken away from the rest of society, 

there are all these compartments and separate places 
where people who are very isolated sort of thing.

THE PUBLIC: I think we should look 
at the drug problem as a reaction to sterility and 
unreality and that’s “all that 1s happening 
in school. I don't think we should worry about 


systems, just the way people are doing things, and

in high school for possession and name five names 
and we will let you go. And like they will pick up 
somebody who has maybe been smoking once or +wice 
and he is scared out of his mind when he gets 
arrested because mommy and daddy don't know that he 
does dope and nobody else in the school knows so he 
turns people in. Now, the arrest that I was involved 
in was a result of somebody informing on two of my 
friends, one of them who had been living with me 
until he could find a place of his own for about two 
weeks. And I have met other people who have been 
arrested as a result of informants and there is even 


a climate in -- especially on the street where, say, 


can get him killed, and bike gangs in Hamilton, 

The Red Devils and Satin's Choice, and somebody is 
always telling you, well,"I know somebody on the 
Satin's Choice who will rip this guy off, and not 
just beat him up, but they will kill him." And I 
don't, you know, want to think that somebody who is, 
you know-in my generation would want to kill one of 


our members just because of this. And I think that, 


Joe Blow is informing. Well, I know somebody that 
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to 


you know, the police and the laws are driving us 
to this. It is sort of a kill or be killed,’ it is 
aeeelr preservation. "Now pernaps Tt “its"just “talc; 
but even the telk Scere. me, and there are some 
people who are violent prone -- or violence prone, 
and if you give them a good enough reason they 
are going to commit violériée and there is nothing 
worse in the drug culture than somebody turning 
somebody else in, That is about as low as you can 
go and ran would be willing and would do 

+ siatban damage, maybe not direct. like right out 

and out killing — person, but would do grave 
physical harm to somebody else and we are being 
driven to this. It is maybe pane the fault of 
the people who avé violently prone and the people 
Wher you know, for a big thing, well,"I can get him 
killed". But even the people talking about it is a 

_ frightening situation, where I wouldn*t“inform 
on anyone because I just couldn't do it. But even if 
I thought I could do it I would be afraid and I would 
fear for my physical being if I informed on Hone! 
And this gets around and this is the situation where 
the laws right now are creating because we are 
causing violence among ourselves, like this sort Os 
asrevenge sattitude,, and, well, "He dis working: fot 
the other side, we will snuff him out", and this is 
another breakdown of communication, And it is a 
result of the laws and of the treatment and of the 
law enforcement methods, and it is a shame that it 


has to be like this. And I wish people could, you know, 
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get it through their heads. Like I said this 
morning I have been told, "Well, I hope this has 
taught you a lesson and I hope that this will make 
you a fit member of society." And it is not doing 
it. And if anything,the arrest has made my stand- 
point even stronger, and I think any -- like the 
people I know who have been arrested and who have 
gone through it all, hasn't changed them one bit 
Some people I know push to pay for their court 
costs or pay their lawyer fees and it is 
something that they are not going to give up and 
a change in the law is needed because the laws 
you have got now aren't doing any good. And if we 
can see this -- I don't know exactly what changes 
will do the most benefit, but something different 
than what we have got now has to be. 

THE PUBLIC: But even something 
that maybe worse than that, right, in terms of 
like Dr. Boyce, and I can't remember the doctor 
with him, had said that he had seen cases where 
university students and people that he had seen 
clinically were really paranoid, and like he blamed 
it -- he attributed this to the fact of marijuana, 
right? And I say, right, that how do we know, 
maybe these kids had a right to be paranoid, like 
the drug as it is recorded through history was to 
be used socially in a group of friends and how can 
you use it if you have got to smoke in the bathroom 
by a toilet, have four chains on your doors and be 


waiting for Dave Tenent to smash your front door in. 
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I ask you, like how can you sit down, ltke how can 
people -- like how do we know, right,that a lot 
of kids are brought to hospitals and I know this from 
records and from talking tc Bill (Keyland,) and from 
where I work, right? How do we know like 
when kids freak OnMaeCLAIG LE atk wasn “tadtor the 
facts the narcs threw them up against the wall, right, 
and they were already really stoned on acid that 
maybe they wouldn't have freaked if somebody hadn't 
realdy, really been’ doing it tovthem,oright? ~ And 
I think the one thing that I think Dr. Boyce lost 
this morning in his presentation was the fact that 
he attributed the paranoia to the drug. Well, maybe 
the paranoia is real, Maybe people aren't paranoid 
like for no reason.

THE PUBLIC; ‘They don't need the 
drug. © Lt isa big threati*to ‘know that you are 
sitting in your living room and you maybe have some 
people over and your whole evening can be wrecked 
because Tenent decides to walk in and check around. 
Like because you are innocent and you have friends 
with long hair and you are associated with long 
haired weirdo degenerate dope fiends, right, and 
you know you are going to Rees and maybe the 
kids, right, who are saying that so and so did this, 
we have got to get them, because they are afraid 


of jail, because they know that it is very real. 


THE PUBLIC: Going along with what 
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Bev said, I have a case example. There are two 
friends of mine who were busted in Toronto, and one 
was stoned on two Microdons)at the time and the 
other was straight, and the person who was straight, 
I was talking to them just after they got. arrested, 
and they said that they found out the one guy was 
stoned on purple microdons which isn't too hard 
to find out if you grabbed the guy, and they took 
him into this room and the two of them, and they 
thought the straight guy was stoned too, and they 
were doing deliberate things like talking fast, 
glared at the guy asking him questions, and they 
just got him completely unglued because, you know. 
talking. to him like that and they had all the -- 
(straight out of Dragnet with the high powered lights 
on and everything, and there was about four of them 
standing around and saying, "Boy, you have really 
got it now; boy, are you in shit." and they were 
just laying on him very bad, and first he was 
\laughing at it, but now he is in a hospital -- I 
forget the name of it, and he rides around on a 
tricycle in the daytime. 

MR, STEIN: What are the views 
of the group here on whether or not there should 
be criminal sanction against persons who are users 
of heroin? 

THE PUBLIC; No, 

rie eS Ui bele ce Geen! bs cor mine Ll, 
it is a psychological problem, I would think,more than 


criminal. I think that someone who has a dependence 
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on heroin obviously has some kind of a psychological 
roblem, right? And like it isn't a criminal thing, 
This type of person needs psychological help. Like 
a jail isn't going to cure you of heroin use, Like 
what happens is like, okay, you have got. this heroin 
thing, right? Like you go to jail for ten years, right? 
And you come right out, right? And you can't get 
a job, okay? So no employer is going to hire you 
because you have been in jail and“you are dirty 
drug addict, right? And so what happens is you 
can't get a job and the only people you know are 
your heroin addict friends who are still and outright, 
so you get right back into the same heroin culture, 
ena yourvyes —pagnt back" two “a -“héroin thing. "What 
you need is more things like Cinenon, and things 
like =--—"more’ programs that are treating it like 
a psychological problem, rather than as a criminal 
problem, 

THE PUBLIC; Have you ev~* read 
the Addict in the Streets, which -- and I forget 
the authors name, 

MR, CAMPBELL: (author's name) 

THE PUBLIC: And in New York, and 
I think it was a case of about a dozen heroin addicts 
in New York City, one female and eleven males and 
they talk about -- the book is compiled from tape 
recorded sessions with these people and the ideas 
that I got from that, that if I wanted to know anything 
about heroin, where to get it and how to use if I woul 


go to jail. And you learn more about Smack in jail 
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than you would in any other place because you have 
got all these people in there. The only crime that 

a heroin addict usually commits is like stealing and 
like this thing to feed his habit. He steals $200.00 
worth of merchandise aee day, sells it toia fence 
for $80.00 and gets his heroin for the day. And the 
females turn to prostitution. And they are driven 
to this because this is the only way that they can 
get it. The price is so high because it is against 
the law I really don’t know what situation or how you 
could stop the use of heroin, but legalization and 
some kind of distribution at a fair price for at 
least the people who are on it now is going to cut 
the crime rate in the major cities where you have 

got your heroin problem, Like in New York city it 

is going to cut the heroin problem right down. They 
contribute a large percentage of it,and I don't know 
the exact percentage of the crime rate is attributed t 
the addict, From what I got from the book he 
doesn’t usually commit crimes of violence because 

the last thing he wants to meet another person so he 
usually is shoplifting or break and enter, He would 
run rather than fight somebody if they caught him in 
his house, and he wouldn't carry a gun, I don’t think, 
because if I was a heroin addict and if I have a gun, 
the first, thing I would do is pawn it so I can buy my 
smack. Like it is worth a lot of money. He wouldn't 
carry that around with him. And heroin addicts 
generally in the advanced cases aren't really 


capable of much physical damage to anybody else they 
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are so weak. And I got studying the book and there is 
a deep motivational problem, or psychological problem 
with these people, They always wanted to kick but 
they never did. And throwing them in jail and 
hassling them on the street really didn't do any 
good, And I don’t know what you are going to do about 
the pushers elther because they are replaceable, 
the people who are trafficking in heroin, if you bust, 
say, like a lot -- like the bustthat was in Buffalo 
about three weeks ago and they arrested 140 people 
who were generally trafficking in all sorts of drugs 
but they have said,"We have put a major dent in th 
heroin trafficking." Now those people could be replaced 
practically in a week, and maybe in three weeks 
the heroin traffic would be right back up again. 
The only indispensible member of the heroin pyramid 
is the junkie himself, Like without the junkie you 
wouldn't have a heroin problem and throwing him in 
jail for the last how many even years it has been 
hasn't solved it. So I don't know the answer, but 
the situation now doesn't seem to be the answer. The 
only == you can bust all the pushers and say, "Well 
listen, we won't hassle the junkies, we will be nice, 
and we have got really wonderful motives, we will just 
the pushers," and they are replaced in a month, and 
there is really no solution right now, that anybody 
1s using. I don't know the answer, but this isn't 
the answer. 

THE PUBLICs What about England? 


What about England where the junkies 
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go into drug stores with a prescription and they 
get their heroin and it is controlled and you put 
your name on av’list., Now I don't know, I have never 
read anything how effectively it is working. Do you 
know anything about that? 


DR. LEHMANN They have to go to 


special clinics..’ They can' 
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They have to go to special clinics and they used to 
give them prescriptions in the drug store but then 
they would sell it on the street, and there would be 

a few more junkies and some woild make money on it 

So now they have it controlled in government controlle 
clinics, and many object to it because they don’t 


want to travel across town to have to go there

if it would cut down the crime rate? 


DR, LEHMANN [ don't think the 
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research has been completed, but’ it is 
yes.

THE PUBLIC; I think this point that 
has been brought up about the enforcement of laws, 
I think it ties in with the brief that was presented 
by the group from Western this afternoon when they 
said that a large majority of their students that had 
been surveyed suggested that the laws weren't being 
enforced fairly and evenly in all areas, It seems

And so that 
eventually you are going to reach the point where 
people are going to be coming out of the uriversity 
maybe as high as 50% of them that have become involved 
with drugs. These people see the way laws are being

undercover police agent comes in, makes fans and 
the next thing you know he is busting people This 


just compounds the problem and elevates this general 


anedaaun tom) Lawes LE. &@s notvthe fauiltooft thevRic sMor. 


they are given the job to enforce these laws, The 


only way they can do. it, is to go underground. it 
is the fault of the laws of the country The whole 


drug problem is just going farther and farther 
underground, and the only possible way that the 


government can ever have any idea of the extent of 
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the drug problem in this country is to put marijuana, 
hashish, the softer drugs in the category of less 
stricter control, at least not from a criminal point 
of view anyway, look at it more as a sociological 


or psychological problem, and then at least they will 
be able to keep tabs on where the problem lies 


As I say, now it is just going farther and farther 


underground, And I would think that even by the time 


statistics will be a way out of date, because it is 
changing that rapidly all the time 

THE PUBLIC [ would like to suggest 
one thing. I think the percentage of older people 
who are up tight about family situations, jobs, you 
know, keeping a mortgage,is elaborated in the drug 
users and the kids who are strung out, 
way that you can -- you know, that we can out number 
you at this point right now.

They have had speed problems and we can get no 
financial assistance from anybody to help us keep 
these kids, and welfare feels that, well, these kids 
can get out and work. And awful lot of these kids 
have been on drugs for maybe two years.

definite, I think the only definite thing they could 
do was Christmas morning about 9:30 in 1970, if 

every person in Canada who has ever smoked or does 
smoke marijuana, got one joint and walked into the 
local police station, laid it down on the table and 
said, "Arrest me", it would screw it up so badly they 
wuld have to do something. 

THE PUBLIC: Maybe this is the only 
answer, Ten years from now they would still be 
fingerprinting us. 

THE PUBLIC: That happened in Toronto 
a couple of years ago, somebody from London, Don 
Parker, they got a joint and rolled it -- wrapped 
it in Christmas paper with Noel and a card saying, 
vpeace in TOrcntco Lor Christmas z 

THE PUBLIC: Like right here say 
tomorrow if we all walked in and say we had done 
dope or we are doing it right now, I mean like just 
200 people, I am sure that the station would just 
about die. They wouldn't know what to do with us. 

THE PUBLIC: I think we should just 


walk in and take over the castle. 


THE PUBLIC: They would still hassle 
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around. 

THE PUBLIC. I would like to ask 
the Commission, if ‘they decide to keep marijuana 
as a criminal offense how are they going to solve 
the present problem with the Canadian Judiciary 
where, when they apply a sentence to a person who 
has been convicted, the Stecnnsdhen Scmee is 
deterrent rather than rehabilitation. In the past 
few months I have written to various Chief’ Justices, 
and they have all replied in this fashion. For 
example, Chief Justice Davies of' B.C. pai nted 
out that with marijuana he would sentence a first 
offender based on deterrent rather than rehabilitation, 
even at the price of liquidating any possibility 
of rehabilitating that offender. 

THE CHATRMAN: I will have to treat 
that as a rhetorical question, and, you know, 
register the comment. Obviously we can't express 
at this point our conclusions on this subject. 

THE PUBLIC: Why not? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Because we are 
required to express them in reports, not in the 
process: ‘of the ihquiry.

THE CHATRMAN: ‘No; ft don't think 
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you can jump to that conclusion. I think when our 
interim report is out we will feel very free to 
come before you and, you know, explain ourselves, 
our attitudes, explain our point of view and receive 
Gr bicismn--that. is forthcoming, But at this stage 
I don't think we can properly indicate our conclusions. 

THE PUBLIC: We don't want your 
conclusions, we just want how you feel, 

THE CHAIRMAN: I don't appreciate 
the distinction. 

THE PUBLIC: We have been committing 
ourselves all evening, how about something from you? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, I think --- 

THE PUBLIC:.. There aren't suppose 
to be any press here. 

THE. PUBLIG:.. Off, the record. 

THE CHAIRMAN: It sounds like a 
very fair question. It is just that we have under- 
taken -- we have accepted a certain task that has to 
be conducted in a certain way. At the same time I 
think that we have probably disclosed something of 
our perspective inevitably as we have gone along 
and I would think that the nature of our questions 
during the hearings, our general overall response 
would suggest what you might call an attitude 
towards this whole phenomenon, towards our whole 
task. But I don't think -- I mean we are required 
to do our job in a certain way and to express our 
conclusions in the form of an interim report and 


a final report, and I don't think that we can accept 
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this job and then sort of play fast and loose with 
the rules. I don’t think we would be true to th -- 
I don't think we would do any good to the process 
that way. I don’t think we would maintain confidence 
in the process, 

THE PUBLIC: What is the process? 

THE CHAIRMAN; Well, that is a good 
question. I think we have sort of developed our 
own sense of the process. I think the process is 
for roe come and listen and try to learn and under- 
stand and try to identify the issues, try to feel the 
thing in all its scope, and to think about what is 
a sound approach, response to it 
in the society and try to come to as honesta 
conclusion as we can and give an honest and as full 
conclusion as we can and then leave it to the 
government. 

THE PUBLIC: Oh, the government. 

THE PUBLIC: What is the hold up 
with the interim report? 

THE CHAIRMAN: You weren't there 
this aft@rnoon? Well, I will try to be brief at 
this point for those who weren't, but the hola up 
has been:-- the sequence of events has been this: 
that we felt that we should have at least six months 
of inquiry and accumulation of evidence before we 
began to write the report and we did begin to write 


it upon the expiry of six months in our terms of 


reference, We were to make a report at the expiration 


of six months and it has been finished and Leaay or 
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“REPORTING SERVICES 
delivery since the beginning of April, in the English 
version and we offered it but the Minister of Health 
felt that he should have it in both languages and the 
government felt they should have it in both languages 
and I think this was not unreasonable in view of the 
requirements of the law today. And we have been 
completing the translation since then, It is now 
completed and the French version of the report, the 
printing of it has been completed and it will be 
ready for delivery in both versions in avery few days, 


and that will be done and that is the story. The 


Minister has not received it, We have had copies of 
the English version in our hands since, as I say. from 
the beginning of April and no one in the government 
knows what is in the report, so there has been no 
question .OF polirical pressure . 

THE PUBLIC: How long before the public 
hears about it? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well. we understand it 
will be tabled fairly soon after it is received by 
the Minister. That is the assumption under which we 
have been led to understand and I think that will 
probably be thescase: 

THE, PUBLLC:.. Offgthe secord wath, the 
recorder over there, but as a citizen and as President 
of this Commission, how do you as an individual citize 
feel about your research across the country? 

THE CHAIRMAN: I just can't and you have 
got to accept that. You cannot expect agreement with 


all of your propositions and you cannot have it two 
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ways. You cannot have information of the Commissions 
work and conclusions that will command any confidence 
if the Commissioners are to express their “iews., their 
personal views ion tthe mmatteracfficthe smecord. There 
is no such thing off the record when you undertake a 
job like this You know, the Commission--- 

THE PUBLIC: May I rephrase this? How 
does the rest of Canada feel about your research. off 
the record? 

THE CHATRMAN You are a persistent 
fellow, You should go into journalism. 

tHe PUBLICS: Perhaps -—--- 

THE CHATRMAN: You would make a good 
reporter. 

THE PUBLIC: Can you come around again 
after.this thing is over and explain it to us? 

THE CHAIRMAN: I beg your pardon? 

THE PUBLIC: Can you come around again-- 
can you come to the city again? 

THE CHAIRMAN: We certainly can. We 
haven't made up our minds what we should do in the 
way of hearings once the interim is out. 

What do you think we should do? You 
see, we have only one year. What should we do in the 
way of hearings do you think? 

THE RJBLIC: Perhaps the Commission coul 
take note that this perhaps--this process that we are 
speaking of here is one of the things that is 
frustrating young people. When it came to making the 


possession of LSD a criminal offense it didn't take 
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a Royal Commissions you know, two years, or five years 
or whatever to investigate it and then decide. And when 
it comes to changing the law to a way that we feel is 
equitable, then it takes a Royal Commission.

Someone asked, I think, if we could try 
to summarize what we had heard across the country. Is 
it true?

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: Well. we can do 
that, can't we? 

THE CHATRMAN: Oh, sure. Go ahead, Mari 

MR. CAMPBELL: You have fourteen hours. 

THE CHATRMAN: Lock the doors so that 
they will stay. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: Now can you really 
see our biases because perhaps we have not heard the 
same thing, you know. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You missed a few hearings 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: I missed a few hear 
ings too, that is true, because of the French report. I 
think that generally we have heard from the very very 
beginning--it was Peter Stein today who reminded me that 
the very first day of the public hearings we had a 
marijuana legalization group that came before us, the 
very first morning, and from a very selected group but 
from large groups and very articulate groups. Not 
always a group of youngsters. not always a group of 
students. We have heard discussed again and again that 
marijuana is a little less worse than alcohol and "Why 
don't you suggest that it be legalized tomorrow." We 
have heard all sorts of things on amphetamines; we have 
heard all sorts of things on heroin. And I was a bit 


surprised tonight I might say» and maybe it is because 
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I missed a few hearings, to see that the only Ghing thay 


we have heard on heroin here in London was to the effect 


that no penal sanction should be put on heroin users, 
and if I am correct, perhaps on heroin pushers. 

Lae GPUBLEC nreaNor 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: No, am I not correct? 

THE PUBLIC: Let's just say that the penal 
sanctions now don't seem to have solved very much and 
created--I don't say legalizing the trafficking in heroin, 
I don't have an answer to that, but I say the illegality 
has led -to.a lot of other problems related to it. 

THE, PUBLICS You.just can't say blanket 
tiat herein should be Jegal., .1t isn't like grass. 7 
mean like what happens now is that kids now. grass is 
only a mild thing like alcohol is but it isn't like saying, 
“legalize heroin". 

THE CHATRMAN: Can you take the mike? 

THE PUBLIC: The point was raised, and 
we discussed the benefits or ill effects of the rehabil- 
itation system so far and Mr. Stein pointed out that in 
his experience with the rehabilitation in Vancouver and 
I think you mentioned two or three or four or five heroi 
addicts thought that they benefited from the rehabilit- 
ation systems so far and you said that their right to this 
benefit should be guaranteed. 

MR, STEINe wNow hold ait, 

GHE PYUBLICs} ji LE, youccouldeclarify that. 

MR. STEIN: Yes. What I said was when 
there was a discussion about the effects of the imprison 
ment the majority of people who express a view, express 


pretty damning view of the effect, But I have been 
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approached by a very small number of 
persons who expressed their concern that 
if the distribution of heroin was not a 
criminal offense they were not sure they 
would be strong enough to prevent themselves 
from going back to it. And I am not expressing 
my Opinion as to whether that is a justification 
for keeping the law, I was only bringing that in 
as an opinion. They were concerned about a few 
people and there was a small number who were 
using the laws as they put it as a ‘crutch", 
and that was a point of information, 

Tag PUBLIC: The point. of 
information I was going to raise is that I 
feel I have derived some benefit by smoking 
dope and I was wondering if you could perhaps 
--my right to this benefit should not be 
infringed Upeme. Lt a.sicgniticant minority 
of people wanted the criminal offence accorded 
to heroin the way it is because we have 
benefited from our rehabilitation and why 
should my right to the benefit of marijuana 
be taken from me. Or why don't I have 
the. right to benefit. trom it 1f 1 am ana 
minority which has in some way had their 
personality changed to, I think, the better 


because of smoking dope. And one of the reasons 
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why should this right be taken away or why was 
it taken it away or why shouldn't I be given 
the right to this benefit as one individual, 
and like the protection--everybody is 
talking about protection of the minority--- 
THE CHATRMAN: Some of them 
are talking about the protection of the minor, 
you know, and this is a thing we were talking 
about a bit today. The concern for the person 
is not in the position to make a free--not be 
presumed to be able to make a free informed 
wise choice based on information, I mean 
there is a social concern for the young, and 
I mean, you know, for children. You have 
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don't come to grips with that you can’t have 
developed a coherent. approach to social policy 

on this subject. I mean if you would just pass 

it over, you know, the kids -- samebody accused 

me of asking a slanted question this morning. I 
wasn't trying to be smart when I said, "Would you 
offer it to a ten year old?'I could have said twelve, 
and it might not have sounded so outrageous, but 

I chose ten, frankly because I didn't want to be 
ambiguous about my point. And I was simply wanting 
to develop a line of discussion about the young 
children who can not be presumed to be able to 
make a wise choice based on a full educational 
program in which all the pros and cons are stated 
up toa certain age. 

Now, there is disclosure -- if 
you want there is disclosure of a point of view, 
okay? 

THE PUBLIC: The situation that we 
havewnow, «b> thinksatas possible for,’a ,ten year old 
kid to smoke dope now without a lot of problems, 
and right now one of the feelings that I have got 
is, if you want to smoke dope you can; it is simple; 
sometimes it is harder to get than at other times, 
but it is easy to get and it is almost as easy to 
get as alcohol is now with the laws that we have 
against it, and the laws that we have against er, 
constitute a number of other problems in association 
with its use. Now, I don’t think, and this is my 


personal opinion, if it was legalized at an age, 
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18, 21, something comparable to alcohol, I don’t 
think you would have a rush of ten year olds smoking 
dope. And if we legalized it and took all the money 
we took to suppress it, and all the money that is 
really being wasted and used this in an intelligent 
educational program beginning at kindergarten level 
and going all the way through with an intelligent 
layout and just, you know, saying that,’Fhese are the 
facts, This is my opinion, That you *ave these facts 
to study" And I don't think that ten year old kids 
are really up tightwabout the fact that they can't 
drink, and they aren't trying to do this and perhaps 
maybe it won’t be the same situation with marijuana 
being legalized, but I can't see it being a lot 
different. Maybe that leaves a little bit up in 
thesair though} °£ can't°go into it reallysmuch 
LUBERSE . 
THE CHAIRMAN Do you think the 
government was wrong to withdraw thalidomide, as 
a matter-of policy, thalidomide from the market, 
speaking of principle? 
THE PUBLIC: I think with a proper 
and widespread educational --- 
THE CHAIRMAN: There is the point. 
THE PUBLIC: -~-campaign? the 
dangers fully labelled --- 
THE CHAIRMAN: Here is the point 
now. You have got a very dangerous thing and don't 
misunderstand me, I am not making a comparison 


between thalidomide or any particular drug, that is 
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not my point. I want to take it out of the context 
for a moment and look at a matter of principle. 
The assumption you are making is you came right -- 
two assumptions in our discussion, one, a very 
dangerous drug which are taken by people not fully 
informed and under the wrong circumstances can result 
in the horrors we know. The second assumption that 
you have to make for your social policy is that you 
can’t assume responsibility that you can have the 
assurance that you can make your information 
sufficiently widespread to eliminate the danger of 
unwitting use of that. That is a very big responsibi- 
lity on which to base a-government policy. And your 
alternative, if you can't base it on that assumption, 
is you have to think about restricting availability. 
This is the nature of the kind of "decisions we are 
talking about in terms of policy. I am not talking 
about the penalties for use now, I am speaking about 
governmentS responsibility with respect to dangerous 
substances. 

tay PUBLIC? Mro“LeDain, “with 
regards to the question of the twelve year old freak, 
I would like to say that T would have no qualms 
whatsoever about selling grass or hash to somebody 
who was twelve or even ten years old. I don't think 
you meednac polities Ihreprscitente toma definitive 
degree) of maturity to dig’ it. IT méan it is just 
nothing that complicated oy see, Wike driving 
a car or something. I mean you just have to know how 


to light a match and it doesn't obviously effect 
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people to any great degree. There have been over 
fifteen major cultures in the centuries that smoking 
grass has been much the same as giving the person 
milk. But it doesn’t come from the body. Where 
the kids like work from the smaller stage do it if 
they feel like it, they run around and they play 
baseball or whatever they do in those days, and I 
don't think they have to sit around and talk politics 
in order to be involved with grass. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You talk about grass 
you see. I have to remind everyone that we have 
the whole ball of wax to look at. 

THE PUBLIC: I am talking about --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: All the psychotropic 
drugs. 

THE PUBLIC: I am just talking about 
grass and hash now. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have to talk about 
a coherent social policy that is applicable 
to,.the whole range. 

THE PUBLIC: I don't think you can 
lump them together. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I know that. We 
have to make distinctions between them. We agree 
with you there. But I want you to know we have 
to be looking down the road at a social policy, what 
are the principles of the social policy? That is 
why this question about basic, you start with rock 
bottom questions, what is the responsibility of 


the state,if any, with respect to dangerous substance 
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not saying that grass, you know, not pronouncing 
on the danger of any one of them for the moment 
you see, but you have got to have -= you have got 
to think the thing through because I know grass is 
very much a preoccupation but there is'a lot more 
TO ae 

THE PUBLIC: I can see that, but 
as you were saying before about lumping the things 
together, I think you can keep them definitively, 
apart the way we keep coffee apart which is a 
stimulant. There are various cultures that depend 
on what age the kid startsdrinking coffee, I mean 
over here it is much less where I came from,: which 
is Denmark, or tea even which is a stimulant. I 
mean you cannot lump them together like that in any 
degree, Even to look at it from a broad aspect. 

I mean I can't see any relationship between coffee 
and grass, than what I can between grass and 
something Luke acids’ iL” can"t personally” see-a 
four or five year old playing baseball on acid, 
you know, that is not what I propose. 

THE PUBLIC: Yes, well, yeah, you 
have posed an interesting question, what role should 
the law play? It seems up to this point it has been 
sort have been protecting poor mindless masses from 
themselves and that is why we are getting into more 
facist tactics because when you have people ina 
power position, then this moralistic thing happens. 
What are the rights? It doesn't seem to be a legal 


problem at all, does it? Why is this Commission 
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even around, you know, why is the law even playing 
around with this kind of thing? And should it be? 

THE CHAIRMAN: That is right. These 
are questions. 

THE PUBLIC: Yes, I want them 
answered. 

THE PUBLIC: Right now, somebody 
could, if they wanted to, -- you can buy 
rubbing alcohol; you can buy gasoline; and you can 
get a lot of dangerous substances richt now. There 
are no problems towards it and even if marijuma, 
if you consider it a dangerous type subject -- or 
a dangerous substance, you can get it now,

is I know that it is available and people are talking 
about, "We don't want to put it on the market yet," 
and it is on the markets.

year old kids start to use grass, and I don't know

I don‘t think that the use of a social intoxicant 
is going to go down that far because I can't see it - 
like anybody who is fourteen years old who wants 
COWS Grunk ‘can dWo.'nt,) “and! they do" ile! But © dont 
think that that is a horrible, horrible problem, 
It can lead to some things but even at that, it is 
socially acceptable to a certain age and they can 
get it easily, and there are certain laws restricting 
it, and people can get grass just as easily now as 
they can get alcohol, and sometimes -- they just 
cost a lot more, and this is one of the problems 
there.-" You “can"t restrict it, - You can put:all 
the restrictions you want on it, but somebody who 
is going to do it, if they want to do it bad enough, 
orvif’ they feel’ that ‘they should be able to do it, 
and maybe right now, with -- the people, say, we 
have got in this room, it is not that smoking dope 
and getting stoned is so important, it is a matter 
of their personal freedom to do this, And maybe 
marijuaha has@ got? to represent* something else, “It 
is not that getting stoned is so great I could live 
without it, but I can’t live with the feeling that 
something I do in my own home, all by myself, or 
with my friends, that d/don’t go“out* andy cause 
physical harm or physical damage to anybody else, 
is against the law. Theoretically I can be -- 
if they put -- for doing this and for what I am 
up against now, I could get ten years in the 


federal penitentiary and it is a drag, and I am 
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taking the risk and I think everybody else in the 
room who smokes dope is taking this risk not because 
being stoned is such a great thing -- it is a lot 

of fun, but it has gone beyond this, it has gone 
beyond a person's individual freedom in the society 
and what a society can restrict and what it can't 
restrict and what is the job of the government, 

and where the line has to be drawn. 

DR, LEHMANN: Isn't there a 
difference between -- well, there is a difference 
between restricting the right of people and making 
Pe"avallable for people. Tt rs just conceivable 
that there would be no criminal charges laid 
against anyone who is using a drug, but at the same 
time legalization would not be forthcoming because 
the state could argue, "Well if we make it legally 
available for everybody, then a lot of people who 
are not taking it now might be induced to take it, 
and we as a state don't want this because there 
might be a lot of them who do not know how to use 
it well." Would you make a distinction at all that 
is reasonable about legalization, that is, the 
state, government making it fully available or 
refusing to make it fully available? 

THE PUBLIC: You missed one point 
I think, and that is the point that -- and this is 
what’ sGares me. There is selective --- if the police 
decide not to enforce the drug laws they can choose 
to do so, but the fact remains kids are going to 


be scared, that once you get a sort of a more right 
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wing government that these laws can be used by 
those people to hassle you. I mean this thing 
about narcs hiding in trees and bushes, that is 
being used, They legally can do that. And some- 
body just said, well, you can’t blame the R-C.M,P. 
Well “you can, because “they are getting more’ ‘and 
more facist. So all we are saying is you 
have got to change the law so that if we happen 
Co get a Iittle more right wing “government that. they 
are not going to use this to stamp out the subculture 
because I don't think they are actually worried 
about ‘the drug. but they are worried about a life 
style. 

DR. LEHMANN: But there are the 
two things, the prohibition and the legalization, 
they are different. Can you see this? Would you 
think there has to be legalization or would you 
think it is sufficient to reduce or eliminate 
prohibition? 

THE PUBLIC: I think you have to 
look at the social problem, you have got to get 
passed the drugs as a drug problem, 

THE CHAIRMAN: But this is 
within our terms of reference, You are absolutely 
right. We’ have to, “andrit™-is’right there an black 
and white that we have to look at the social 
problems. I wanted to hear what you had to say 
about it. What do you feel it* is? 

THE PUBLIC: I can just look at 


a town like London -- like London is such an 
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up tight town, like everything from like the police 
methods where all the freaks realize that the police 
can come in and hassle, and the police can stop them 
in the middle of the street and check their pockets 
and put them up against the wall. and I mean roughly 
up against the wall. And I mean like you have got 
to look at why the town is so up tight. You have got 
to look at society that is making these kids so up 
tight that they want to escape with like Speed. I 
think London is one of the biggest Speed towns 
around, and you have got to look at the type of 
societyathat. 1c making this happen... lt ism't just 
happening, This society is making it happen because 
it is the up tightness, the people like the police, 
and people like sitting here--we are all sitting 
here tonight and we going to say like this is 

really a fuck up. like Tenent is really a fuck up 
when he beats up kids, and we know damn well that 
the police would not listen to us. We know that 

the society that we are living in,» we are 
theoretically a part from which we are in fact 
alienated from does not listen to us. and we 

feel--I think there is a great deal of evidence 
about that. There is a feeling like kids 

cannot not effectively do anything about the 

society that they live in up to this point. 

Now it is beginning to change, and possible we 

can, but at this point right now, there is a great 
deal of alienation from the society. Every law 


enforcement and social agency, everyone who is 
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dealing with kids, only adults 40 and 50 years old, 
and most of them are, right? There are some people 
that are realizing this. 
THE CHAIRMAN: That has always 


been true, I mean when we were kids it was the 


THE PUBLIC: Despite the fact 
it has always been true, it is wrong. 

THE \GHATRMAN 2) cYou arent 
prepared to go on the job, You wouldn't sit all 
dayitim our seats. sYou re not) prepared to: take 
over the institutions. Do you want to take the 
law school off my hands? You can have it right now 
for five cents. No, seriously, you know. 

THE PUBLIC: I wouldn't because I 


WOLULd bur ec. clown. 


THE CHAIRMAN: That is the solution, 


you see, get rid of at, but I mean that would be 
your solution. I mean you don't want the burden 
and the hang up or whatever you call it, the bag 
of running these institutions. 

THE PUBLIC: What do you need it

THE PUBLIC; They own other people, 


that is what the government wants to do, they want 
to own other people. and we don’t want that. 

THE PUBLIC: I mean here it is 
working, and the system isn't working and you have 


got to look at something else. 


THE CHAIRMAN: That, I fully agree. 
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We have to keep examining our laws when they are 
not working and institutions I couldn't agree with 
you more. 

DR. LEHMANN: No one would run 

the plains or the trains. 

THE CHAIRMAN: There is a lot 
of change taking place in this country and there is 
a lot of law reform going on. We were sleeping for 
as longo time. nilvythinke you are;erightecs There was 
about 25 or 30 years where it was very static and 


stable but things are changing very rapidly. 


THE PUBLIC: Name me some reforms. 


THE PUBLIC: What we want is one 
freak on the LeDain Commission. 

THE CHAIRMAN; One what? 

THE PUBLIC: One freak, one of 
us. 

MR. STEIN: Let me ask you a 
question, How do you tell a freak, by his outside 
garments only? 

THE PUBLIC: If he is a freak 
he will tell you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: How do you know 
there aren't a few natural highs on the commission? 

THE PUBLIC: Okay, maybe what 
is happening is I am looking at you, right, and 
saying you are looking fairly straight. I don't 
know about Stein, there is a question about him, 
You look fairly pretty straight, Like you might 


smoke a weekend joint. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: But that's not 
what makes a freak, that is not what. makes a freak, 

THE PUBLIC; What I am saying 
is you should have people who have been through 
the drug culture, and who are willing to say, " I 
have been through the drug culture, like I may 
not be right now, but I have been through the 
drug;culture.and.I know a.lotsaabout) it, and) I: will 
talk.to.you,.in your terms of reference." 

MR, STEIN: Let me ask you a 
question. Supposing there was someone you felt 
was in that type of category, Would you want him 
to speak for you, or would you rather we make sure 
we get as wide a hearing from people directly across 
this country in all the range and the complexity 
of viewpoints that exist? Would you rather have 
a-representative person sitting up here giving that t 
us, or would you rather have us hear from you here, 
or privately,or wherever else we have been? 

THE PUBLIC: I am saying both. 
There should be more discussions like this. I think 
this discussion is more important than the one that 
happened this afternoon, That is my personal feeling, 
because we are involved in the drug thing; we are 
getting busted; like we are going to jail and we 
are smoking grass; and like I will be smoking grass 
tonight, right? Like I am involved. But what is 
happening » and like I am saying not only should you 
be listening to us. but like there should be a 


representative of our type of culture up there 
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sitting with you. 

THE PUBLIC: In fact, we should 
be the ones who take the report to Ottawa. 

THE PUBLIC: But the only 
problem is, right, okay, now like parents are for 
people in this country who are straight. They see 
a bunch of straight people sitting up there saying, 
"Tt is our opinion.” Like ‘I’ don’t know what you 
are going to say, Mr. LeDain, but say parents, 
people in this country hear you say, "It is my 
opinion that marijuana should be legal because ---" 

I am not saying that this is going to happen. 
They are going to listen a lot sooner than when 
they have got a bunch of freaked up kids saying, 
"Hey listen--"They are going to listen to these 
straight people where they are not going to listen 
Eo"us 

THE PUBLIC: “But that™is “the 
problen; “Bike ithe™thingzis Like “1t Nas “got ~tovget 
to a point where we can have like a group made up 
of like straight people and like freaks together 
in some type of situation where they will in fact 
listen to us. Like what happens is they definitely 
won't listen now, they definitely won't, but what 
is happening, we are getting to be a larger and 
larger minority. 

Tap ePUBLLC. =. “don "tC think “any 
of us here wants to right away move into your 
professional field right now, and I don't think 


anybody here could say, "I want to do this, and I 
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could do a better job, "We want to at least 

get recognition for something and not just say, 

"You don't know anything yet because you haven't 

got this piece of paper that: says you know something," 

like a diploma or "You haven't got this five years 

or, ten years experience in the field.that I.think 

you should have." And I don’t think anybody here 

is capable; I don't think anybody could dilute 

himself to think he was capable of assuming the 

responsibility that you people have. But we should 

be at least having some ices Lacoste “and not -thae 

we should just talk. It should come to some result, 

and like some people are doing an.awful lot of 

talking and the reason they are throwing rocks a winddws 

and buildings is because they are talking 

to aulot.ofy brick walls; and the only,thing..that 

you can do with a brick wall is rip it down. 

And this is why people are rioting in the streets. 

And that is why they say,"We don’t want your jobs; 

we don't think we could do them as well as what 

you are.doing, .but at least .we.want,some.form of 

recognition for what we have been pecuete what 

we are going through and what we are experiencing. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. Well, there 

is .no.--,l,dontt thinkethere ig,any.doubt.in oux 

minds about what we have got -- you know, what your 

understanding of this phenomenon and what we have 

got to learn I think this has been brought home 

to us with tremendous force in the last year and I 


should say we are also in pretty close working 
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contact -- I hate to say freaks,I don’t want the 
staff to get upset, but I. think we are in pretty 
close contact with people who know where it is at, 
let's put it that way. 

THE PUBLIC: Is this Commission 
like a big tape recorder that is going to make 
something -- like is your appointment to assimilate 
and take the pulse of the country? 

THE CHAIRMAN: No. 

THE PUBLIC: And then as a 
result of that make recommendations? 

THE CHAIRMAN: No; no. We are 
to try to come to our own conclusions, but, we 
have egot to Listen (to va)rlotwof people’ and itis not 
just to find out where they stand, or count heads, 
boi smotsthayeybtn Deaths. ctoliget a better sunder- 
standing. 

I meant politically. 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: This 
coming summer there will be a good twelve of 
you -- maybe not you in this hall, but you, 
meaning your age group, and your belief, let's say, 
your conviction that the drug means something which 
will be -- who will be studying, really observing, 
listening in the drug scene, meaning in five cities 
in Canada on the streets, really on the spot, and 
acting very, very thoughtfully as a participant 
observer and letting everyone know that they are not 
there to stool, but they are there to try to feed 


us and let us try to understand what it is, you 
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know. So I think that we understand that you have 
to have some part in this study process, and that 
you are the ones who know that this -- this I 
think we have proved today because we have listened. 

MR. CAMPBELL: It should perhaps 

be said, that the hearings such as we have had 
today are only one part of the investigation we 
carry out. There a lot of other obvious things 
we do; we read a lot, But we also spend a great 
deal trofictime with individuals sa\Thisieis particularly 
true in our home areas where perhaps people know us, 
and where we have higher levels of individual 
trust, and establish this where we can move in 
certain circles much more easily, And most of us 
have spent very large parts of our time, when we are 
not in hearingswith people who use various drugs, 
with distributions tom drugs. with iblieat Gexipeeeanes 


and a great many different levels, listening there. 


And in the same way we have had a responsibility, 


a very real responsibility, not only to listen 

to the heads, but to listen to the straight people, 
They are part of the country too, and try and get 
some measure of how they feel, and what are their 
anxieties, what their worries are. I suppose one 
of the more useful things we could hope to achieve 
is to play a role of communication, of acting as 

a funnel through which one part of Canada can 
hopefully speak to another. But it is absolutely 
imperative if we do that, to put ourselves ina 


position to hear this full range of Opinionsaehis is 
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we had said what we were thinking that day and 
three months later we said, "Well, this is where 
we are thinking,” and three months later said, "This i 
where we are thinking", this would have biased 
the flow of information to us. People would say, 
"Oh, hell they have made up our minds, that is 
what they have decided. there is no sense talking 
to these guys, or they would say, "Well, this is 
what they are thinking. We have got to take a 
@rtain line to influence them in another way.” 
So we have gone to extraordinary lengths to maintain 
a neutral posture and an open posture in the hope 
that that would be the way in which the larger 
number would speak honestly and fully, and frankly 
to us, including the freaks. But it is also important 
that in some cases the very upset parents of freaks 
will speak with as much candor as the freaks will, 
otherwise I think we would have failed in our duty 
to get this whole story. We have to have the freaks 
speak to us fully and freely, but we have to have 
the rest of the country speak fully and freely 
and we have to somehow convince people that we are 
trustworthy, that they can speak, and that we are 
open, that they are being taken seriously. 

THE PUBLIC: To my knowledge 
the Commission has solicited briefs from police 
officers who were involved in undercover operations 
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one of the reasons we have maintained this 
neutrality. If right at the outset of our hearings 


dealing with narcotics. Has any similar attempt 
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been made to get briefs from the people that they 
have arrested? 

THE CHATRMAN: Briefs from whom? 

THE PUBLIC: From the people 
they have arrested. 

THE CHATRMAN;: Oh yes. But we 
didn’t actually solicit briefs from undercover 
agents, We have had no direct contacts whatsoever 
with undercover agents. 

THE PUBLIC: Well, it was my 


understanding that the police departments were 


contacted, 

THE CHAIRMAN; Yes, you are 
quite right. We solicited -- we invited the R.C.M.P. 
to make submissions and other police -- municipal 


police across the country and the R.C.M.P. made 
public and some private submissions to us, but 
we have had no contact with undercover agents as 
such that they have passed onto us, you know. 

THE PUBLIC: True, but has the 

were 

Commission gone to the jails where the people/they 
have incarcerated and solicited briefs from them? 

PROFESSOR BERTRAND: Yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We are studying 
it now, and we have had a lot of contact with people 

had 

who have/the law applied to them, yes, but we are 
actually in --- 

MR, STEIN: This summer, we 


are going to focus on going and spending time in 


a number of jails, but what we have been doing is 
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talking to people who have been on charges and also 
who have come out, But the point you are raising is 
a valid one, and this summer we intend to make sure 
that we get an inside picture also from the people 
who are inside and also from some of the staff. get 
their views as to what they think we are doing in 
relation to drug users, 

MR. CAMPBELL: In the same way, someone 
asked today about music, Some of us have spent a good 
deal of time with some of the more influential groups, 
and songs that were mentioned, these were all familiar 
to all of us. Many of the people who wrote them and 
played them are very familiar to us. 

THE CHATRMAN: Yes? 

THE PUBLIC: I respect your desire 
to get opinions from everyone, but I would like to ask 
whether--a rather obvious question and that is how long- 
how much longer can we wait and like I am a student of a 
small school in the city. and since this Commission been 
formed over 30 kids have been busted and most of them 
have been either fined or went to jail and one of them 
was my brother which brought it a little bit closer and 
I just wondered if you are going to wait for another 
year or two years you are certainly going to lose a lot 
of kids. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We didn't make the 
decision to set up the Commission and we are certainly 
conscious of this. And having accepted the task we 
have to do our best in the time available to us. I 


mean it is the whole range of drugs. the whole issue, 
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the. social implications; so that» there we are. I mean 
it is not oursfault that the decision was made in 1969 
to establish the Commission. We are moving as rapidly 
as we can, 

It is no use for us to feel what the 
government could have done without a Commission. 

THE PUBLIC: I imagine you have been asked, 
"When are we going to get some definite results?" I 
imagine these questions come up and like the young peopl 
are naturally impatiently waiting, 

THE CHAIRMAN: Very understandable question 

THE PPUBLIG? ein [our -sio@tal situation 
right now we are perhaps more impatient than perhaps your 
generation was when you were in our age group. 

Mie tege pics “rdenr"t think “that there=tae 
a “lot of people that are just saying, “Well, for Christ' 
Sakesr hurry up, you are not doing any good.”"” Whis is 
not the statement of my belief. I think you are, doing 
a good job, Chat “1spessibis te do, and 10 as5-a terrible 
task, but, you know, when you are being arrested it sort 
of provokes this, "Why don't they hurry up?" Because 
there are people in jail and if they decide they are 
going to legalize--or at least legalize possession, or 
something like that, it doesn't do the person any good. 

THE CHATRMAN: Let me just ask 
you a very important question and let me tell you some- 
thing, ahd don't get excited, because it is not going 
to be perhaps that good. but you have asked questions 
that are important. We could have with an interim 


report in the time allowed for us. We could have said, 
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we haven't had enough time to react any decisions on 
the effects of the drugs. 

And that was the obvious and reasonable 
and easy decision to make. We felt we had to have an 
understanding of the drugs and research. Well, we 
didn't feel that was good enough, We didn’t feel it 
was possible in the context that we have just described 
Of Urgency. “CL eoncern; Sf Conrusi16n about. facts) —ot 


people saying, "We don’t know, so we have assumed the 
responsibility for an interim report statement on the 
effects of the most important drugs, not one of the drugg, 
and it consists of one chapter of 250 pages. 

Now the work that has had to go into 
that, because I don’t have to tell you what that means 
im terms Of cTeSponeibigity: but this will” be-discilosed. 
We will disclose in our interim report our own 
assumptions concerning the effects of the drugs and we 
can't come cleaner than that. An enormous amount of 
work has had to gorinto’tnat.* Sso*vyou"“seer” 1™give chat 
as an illustration to explain that it wouldn’t be | 
humanly possible for us to have done any more with the 
interim report than we have done. 

THE PUBLIC: What happens when the 
report comes out? Will it be made available to the 
public? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, It is now being 
printed. 

THE PUBLIC: Does it cost anything? 


THE CHAIRMAN: It is being printed in 


pocketbook edition. 
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MR, CAMPBELL: I would like to ask you 
very candidly to understand something that weighs on us. 
This report is going to be awfully god damned important 
to the lives of an enormous number of people, not only 
to yous but to virtually everybody in this country, and 
not only in 1970, but for the next five or ten years, an 
if we make mistakes, an enormous number of people stand 
to be very badly hurt and to be destroyed. Now, I am 
speaking very much for myself. I am very conscious of 
that responsibility and it is weighing very damned 
neavily-and I will do nothing. to go, off half ‘cocked 
before I am very sure that I have done my absolute best, 
and I have got every piece of information and weighed 
it. Because a hell of a lot of people's lives can be 
tragically and horribly affected if we make a mistake, 
and if to be perfectly candid about it I don't want a 
mistake on my conscience.

room realize that governments went off half cocked when 
they brought in the laws against a lot of the substances 
you are dealing with, and I think that everyone in the 
room appreciates the concern and the studies that you 
are making.

strongly their points of view, but there is a temper 
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which permits rational discourse on this subject, Now 
this is my--and I think I can speak for my colleagues. 
From our testimony after going across this country, we 
have certainly had this tremendous basis for hope. and 
I think although I don't want to echo, you know, 
necessarily, in particular rash voites in our hearing 
tonight. but I feel it is a matter in which we Canadians 
can take some legitimate satisfaction at this time. It 
Lsepessible to discuss; it as possible to, do- its ina 
rationals yinformal way “ini this’ country, today.)
